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Oil drilling begins

After years of speculation, and 
several geological surveys, 
serious drilling for oil and gas in 
Shelby County began this week. 

Tuesday morning a drilling rig 
was erected in place on a hilltop 
near Pea Ridge in southwest 
Shelby County. Drillers say it is a 
wildcat drilling and they do not 
know whether they will find gas 
or oil, or whether they will find 
anything significant. 

Warrior Drilling and 
Engineering Company of 
Tuscaloosa is the drilling com- 
pany on the scene. Marty Sum- 
ners, daylight driller for the 
company, told the Reporter the 
State of Alabama is very in- 
terested in what the drillers will 
find and has asked for samples 
as the work progresses. 

Sumners says the rig the 
Warrior company is using is one 
of the deepest drilling rigs in 
Alabama. The company is 
prepared to go down to a depth 
of several thousand feet. 

It is not known what oil com- 
pany has contracted with Warrior 
to drill the wildcat well. 

The company has paid the City 
of Montevallo Water Board 
$1,000 in fees to tap on to the city 
water supply. The drilling is 
taking place on land owned by 
Kimberly-Clark Company. 

Six or seven years ago interest 
was stirred when testing was con- 


ducted in the Spring Creek area 
near Montevallo. Later the Kerr- 
McGee Oil Company of 
Oklahoma conducted geological 
surveys in the coal region of 
southwest Shelby County. This

away with the Thursday sessions, 
the Board went against the 
recommendation of Superinten- 
dent of Education Charles 
Knowles who urged their con- 
tinuance until the professional 
development plan was revised. 
Speaking out strongly against 
the present situation, Board 
member Paul Sumners declared, 
**I haven’t seen anything cause 
this much confusion and unrest 
in Shelby County education as 


long as I’ve been here.”’ 

Sumners termed the program 
‘‘unworkable,’’ and he said he 
didn’t believe it could be enfor- 
ced. 

Knowles agreed that changes 
should be made. With so much 
dissent, he said it would be 
‘foolhardy to leave it as it now 
exists.”’ 

Both he and Chairwoman 
Elaine Hughes urged that the 
weekly meetings be continued so 
all the good that has been ac- 
complished wouldn’t be lost. 

**I don’t see that any good has 
been accomplished,’’ Sumners 
replied. He told the Board he 
thought no plan would be better 
than the present one. 

Sumners’ son, Vincent teacher 
Wayne Sumners, presented the 


case for the 218 SCEA members 
who voted at a recent meeting 
that the professional develop- 
ment plan he revised _ 

Claiming teachers had no input 
in the plan, Sumners handed out 
mimeographed sheets which 
showed that principals iin 
informed of the plan on May 29.

ther, Sumn 1 the Board 
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Listing some of the detrimental 
effects of the program, Sumners 
pointed out that teachers with a 
second job would lose money sin- 
ce they wouldn’t be able to work 
on the day of the meetings. He 
added that plans to take college 
courses which fell on that day 
would also have to be aban- 
doned. 

Mentioning that there would 
be less opportunity for families to 
be together, the Vincent teacher 
also noted that when young 
children were involved, extra 
money would have to be spent on 
baby sitters. 

With all the extra time he puts 
in outside the classroom, Sum- 
ners says he works a 60 hour 
week now. 

“This isn’t a fight,’’ he said, 
‘‘but a question of legal and 
moral rights.”’ 

Once more going over the ways 
in which the plan would improve 
the instructional system in the 
county, Knowles said it had been 
drawn un using State Department 
of Education guidelines. 
**There’s been no attempt to vic- 
timize teachers,” he declared. 

Giving the panel an example of 
one group that was going along 
with the plan, Knowles said that

Pelham budget 
tops $1 million

By the end of Monday night’s 
council meeting, the City of 
Pelham not only had a million- 
dollar-plus budget for 1980, but a 
new councilman as well. 

Councilman John Tanner 
recommended Joe Littlefield to 
fill the vacancy created when 
former councilman Leslie 
Todhunter moved to Alabaster 
last May. The council approved 
the recommendation 
unanimously. 

Mayor Burk Dunaway read for 

approval Pelham’s proposed 
1979-80 budget, which included 
an estimated income of 
$1,352,174 and expenditures 
totaling $1,341,402.31. The 
budget passed unanimously with 
very little discussion. 

The city projects an excess 
revenue of $10,771.69 for next 
year. Expenses are expected to 
increase almost $210,000 over 
last year, while projected income 
should increase $21,912. 

Pelham’s three major expen- 
ditures are $442.981 for the 
police department, $383,565 for 
the fire department and $217,000 
for the general operation and 
administration of city hall. 


The Pelham library was 
budgeted $10,000, $2,000 more 
than requested. The excess ap- 
propriations, Dunaway said, 
were to start a building fund. 

Other expenditures are $84,000 
for sanitation, $19,505.66 for 
garage, $76,000 street depar- 
tment, $7,350 park and 
recreation board, $50,000 towar- 
ds the sewer fund, $35,000 
payment onbonds, and $16,000 
for donations. 

Major income sources include 
$104,174 from revenue sharing 
$198,000 ad valorem tax, 
$120,000 fines, $225,000 privilege 
licenses, $50,000 interest, $35,000 
gasoline excise tax, $22,000 each 
for motor vehicle tax and beer 
and liquor tax. Other sources of 
income were $10,000 or less. 

Ray Hamilton’s motion to 
adopt the budget was seconded 
by Tanner. 

In other council business, Tan- 
ner moved that the city purchase 
approximately 60 street lights and 
authorize Alabama Power to in- 
stall them in Chandalar and 
Brookfield, with any extra lights 
going to Wooddale. The motion,

Pine beetle lays siege 


by David Moore 

The tiny pine beetle has laid 
seige to Shelby County forests in 
the worst epidemic since 1972- 
1973. 

According to county head 
forester David Stone, pine woods 
east of Montevallo along High- 
ways 25 and 12 are the hardest hit 
in the county. The beetles, he 
told the Reporter, have also been 
particularly bad in the northern 
portion of the county in the 
mountains between Calcis and 
Dunnavant. 

Statewide, the pine beetle has 
infested 47 counties, mostly in 
the central portion of the state, 
according to state forestry repor- 
ts. Timber damage in Alabama is 
reported to be $9.9 million. 

Stone said that an aerial survey 
conducted in Shelby County last 
month revealed 362 beetle spots. 
The spots were identified by

yellow or red foliage, which 
denotes dead pines. 

Compared to an earlier survey 
conducted in August, the Sep- 
tember survey showed about the 
same number of pine beetle 
spots, but they were bigger than 
the month before, Stone noted, 

Stone stated that salvaging the 
infested wood and cutting a 50- 
foot buffer strip around the grea 
is the best defense against4the 
tiny, but deadly insect. 

The adult pine beetle, which is 
either dark brown or black in 
color, grows to be only an eighth 
of an inch or less in length. The 
adults lay eggs under the bark of 
pines, and the larva which hatch 
from the eggs ‘‘girdle’’ the trunk, 
eating away the live part of the 
tree, the forester explained. 

Stone said it takes only from 
two to three days for the larva to 
kill a pine. 

A pine tree ten inches in 


diameter may harbor as many as 
20,000 beetles. 

Stone indicated that the 
August drought of last year,» 
weakened the county’s pine ¥ 
population, leaving it susceptible 
to the boring beetles. 

Stone expects that the pine 
beetles will remain a county 
problem for the next two years. 

Besides the recommended 
salvaging procedure, Stone poin- 
ts out that a cold, wet winter 
broken by several warming spells 
could cut down on the pesky 
beetles, too. 

**All we can do right now is 
notify land owners where we’ve 
spotted beetles, Stone said. 

He added that he hesitates to 
recommend pesticides to kill the 
beetles without specific instruc- 
tions, especially where the beetles 
are located in a person’s yard.

Road project to cost $270,591

The cost of widening and re- 
paving Valleydale road in north 
Sheiby County will come to 
$270,591. 

County Engineer James Ray, 
Jr., announced Monday that 
Dunn Construction Company of 
Birmingham was the low bidder 
on the project in the amount of 
$257,705.50. Engineering fees 
make up the remainder. 

Governor Fob James and State 


Highway Director Rex Rainer 
released some state and federal 
aid secondary money to make the 
project possible, according to 
Ray. The Shelby County will pay 
25% of the total amount, and the 
remainder will come from state- 
federal funds. 


The Valleydale Road project 
has been considered the number

Ed Board borrows $400,000 


“This is the same song as last 
year, except there aren’t as many 
verses,’” Superintendent of 
Education Charles Knowles told 
Board members as he prepared 
to give his report at last week’s 
meeting. 


Knowles was referring to the 
Board’s financial predicament. 
Since the money from the state 
which was due Sept. 20 was 
delayed, the Superintendent 
reported that $400,000 would 
have to be borrowed to meet the 
school system’s payroll.

10 of 17 County CETA workers get jobs

Ten of the 17 county CETA 
(Comprehensive Training Em- 
ployment Agency) workers whose 
contracts terminated Friday were 
hired in permanent positions, 
Monday. 

The CETA program, which is 
subsidized by the State Depar- 
tment of Industrial Relations and 
the Federal Department of 
Labor, is designed to train people 
who are at an economic disad- 
vantage in job fields they might 
otherwise be unable to enter. 

According to Gale Farr, Shelby 
County Public Service Employee 
Coordinator, an eleventh CETA 
worker whose contract had not 
terminated, was hired full time by 
the probate office. 

“We like to see the CETA 
workers placed in full time em- 
ployment,’’ Farr told the Repor- 
ter. ‘If a job is available in the 
department they’re working in, 


we like for them to have first 
choice (when possible) at that 
job.”’ 

Farr said that before the 17 
contracts terminated on Septem- 
ber 30, the county had 30 CETA 
workers. Contracts for 12 of 
those workers are still in effect, 
she noted. 

Most CETA contracts, in- 
cluding the 17 which terminated 
Friday, are set up on a 78 week 
(18 month) basis, and once a con- 
tract expires, the worker cannot 
reapply for another, Farr pointed 
out. 

The seven workers whose con- 
tracts expired and were not hired 
in full time positions were 
without a job Monday morning 
unless they had found em- 
ployment elsewhere. 

According to county engineer 
James Ray, eight terminated 
CETA workers started full time 
jobs in the highway division 


UM enrollment 
increases by 6% 


On-campus full-time 
enrollment is up 6 per cent this 
semester at the University of 
Montevallo compared to fall, 
1978, UM President Jim Vickrey 
said this week in a letter to the in- 
stitution’s trustees. 

Enrollment of freshman 
students is also up from 866 last 
year to 901 this semester, while 
declining off-campus and 
graduate enrollment kept the 
total ‘headcount enrollment’’ 
down, he added.

Fire district sets budget, expands 


by David Moore 

The North Shelby County Fire 
District board of directors 
adopted nearly a quarter-million- 
dollar budget and expanded its 
coverage into Jefferson County 
this week. The action came 
Monday night at the board’s 
monthly meeting. 

According to board member 
Jack van Pelt, the board 
approved a 1980 fiscal year 
budget showing an expected 
gross revenue of $248,800. 

The new budget provides for 
the addition of one fulltime 
firefighter to the  district’s 
present crew of seven, he said. 

Another major provision of the 
budget calls for about $20,000 to 
be spent on a communication 
system. Currently, Pelham 
dispatches calls for the fire 
district, but when that town 
finishes its second fire station, 
NSCFD will operate a joint 
communication center from the 
building, van Pelt said. 


‘*What Is the Apostles’ Teaching?”’

(Titus 1:14), and ‘divers and strange 
teachings.’’ (Hebrews 13:9) Synods, 
councils, associations, and conven- 
tions have absolutely no authority in 
religious matters. They are char- 
acterized as ‘‘the blind’’ by Christ, 
and when religious people allow 
themselves to be led by such bodies, 
it is the ‘‘blind leading the blind.”

Jemison’s Panthers and 
Calera’s Eagles put on one of the 
most Outstanding defensive 
displays in several years last 
Friday night in Panther Stadium. 
Unfortunately for Calera, 
Jemison’s offense had the scoring 


Calera was blanked on the 
scoreboard by the Panthers, a 
feat that hasn’t been done to 
Calera in many years. ‘‘We 
didn’t have a play we could score 
on’’ coach Danny Alverson told 
the Reporter.

On Oct. 15, certain Ala. deer 
hunters will be twanging arrows 
from bowstrings all over the 
state. Bagging a buck or a doe 
with bow and arrow is a great 
achievement to the whitetail hun- 
ting nimrod. 

However, I don’t think the 
country’s robin hoods would 


have done as well as they have 


without aid of the portable tree 
stand. Uppermost in my mind 
and the most popular is the Baker 
tree stand, invented and 
manufactured by Jim Baker in 
Valdosta, Ga. Several friends 
swear by this devise, which is sold 
in large department stores and 
through sporting goods catalogs. 

There are four models. With 
the larger stands you have an 
add-on seat. By all means you 
should have the safety belt to 
keep you from falling off your 
stand when standing or dozing. 
The key to my using the Baker 
stand is the hand climber. Years 
ago when I tried to use the stand, 
the only way to get up a pine was 
to hung the tree and bend your 
legs and raise the stand with your 
feet. I just couldn’t hug a tree 
and pull up because part of my 
anatomy around the belt line got 
in the way. But Baker has now 
apparently invented a hand clim- 
ber that enables you to pull your 
body upward with out touching 
the tree trunk. I now have my 
stand and have been able to get 

to 12 feet above the ground af- 
ter several moments of puffing 
and resting. 

Shooting from a height gives 
the hunter an advantage. (In 
Europe the customary way of 
shooting some big game species, 
like the wild boar, is the fixed 
platform with ladder.) A 
whitetail usually peers about 
horizontally for danger. A slight 
movement on your part, if you 
are ‘‘ground borne,”’ will spook a 
nearby buck. The second advan- 
tage, and I would say most im- 
portant, of the elevated perch is 
that you eliminate human body 
scent a nearby deer might detect. 
Since your body is warm, its 
odors will tend to drift upward 
and should not be sniffed by a 
deer if you are hunting in flat 
country or from a hill or ridge.

Conservatively speaking, I’ll 
say I lost rifle shots at a dozen or 
so deer the past three years 
because I was not elevated above 
the scent detection line. That 
blowing snort is proof positive I 
was whiffed by a whitetail in the 
vicinity. That warning is suf- 
ficient to drive off all other deer 
in the area. I either suffered 
another long wait or else | moved 
elsewhere. I could have avoided 
these alternatives if I had been in 
a tree stand or even in the lower 
branches of a big oak. 

I've been in camps where 
fellow hunters shaved and bathed 
the night before and splashed on 
lotion, That lotion means MAN 
to a deer. Don’t get me wrong -- 
a hot bath will probably destroy 
some body scent. Many hunters 
swear by special scents concocted 
for the deer hunter: apple, grape, 
acorn -- but I think the best scent, 
especially for the last two weeks 
of the gun season -- is the sex 
scent of the doe deer in heat. 
Sprinkle liberally on shoe soles, 
trouser legs. It doesn’t smell 
anything like Chanel No. 5, but if 
it kills the human odor or attracts 
a buck, it’s worth the stink. 

As most seasoned deer hunters 
know, your best times for collec- 
ting venison are dawn and dusk. 
During brighter hours of the day, 
these deer will be bedded down, 
preferably on a sunny slope. 
When gun season is in full swing, 
practically all deer will feed at 
night. 

More than any other state, 
Ala. offers best chances to bag a 
deer. The estimated deer 
population is 1,300,000 animals. 
It’s peculiar, however, that every 
state bounding ours has nowhere 
that number. 

Some anti-bowhunting 
nimrods have said the archer 
cripples more deer than the 
rifleman. I feel sure the 
buckshot shooter, however, 
probably cripples more deer than 
he kills. But because of all the 
trouble he has to surmount, the 
bowman has to make sure his 
arrow hits a vital spot. For that 
reason alone you’ll see more ar- 
chers practice shooting for weeks 
before opening day, as compared 
with rifle hunters.

52 will 
most likely be the first viewers to 
have the cable offered to them, 
Johnson said. 

Other areas which may be 
hooked to the cable at the same 
time, or shortly thereafter, are 
parts of Deering Downs and the 
northern end of Navajo Hills. 

According to Cablevisionn 
chief engineer Larry Castleberry, 
so far some 1500 feet of support 
strand has been strung from the 
Pelham based earth station 
behind city hall. to Hwy. 52. The

Though the utility companies 
have been very cooperative, 
Johnson pointed out, they were 
slowed down by interruptions 
such as Hurricane Frederick, 
which required many linesmen 
and other workers to be called to 
South Alabama to repair 
damages there. 

Castleberry said that two 
Cablevision crews are currently 
doing ‘‘make ready’’ work such 
as stringing strand, which started 
about two weeks ago. About two 
miles of cable per day can be 
strung by the crews.

Originally numbered Hwy. 21, 
the road remained unpaved until 
1954, when Columbiana attorney 
Karl Harrison, then Shelby 
County Representative in the 
State Legislature, pushed for a 
bill to sponsor the project. After 
paving, the numeral designation 
was changed to Hwy. 25. 

Alton Parker, who now lives 
on Coosa Mountain, worked on 
the paving of the road. In 1977, 
Parker, who grew up in the area, 
opened the Mountain Terrace 
Restaurant with his son Robert 
and Wayne McDaniel, who was 
then a Vandiver minister.

Mosquitoes 
for second

Better buy some _ insect 
repellent and sew up the mesh 
netting because the mosquitos are 
coming again. 

**Due to excessive rainfall, we 
anticipate a heavy outbreak of 
mosquitoes in the Coosa Valley,”’ 
Joe Stevenson, superintendent of 
insect control and recreational 
environment for Alabama 
Power, told the Reporter last 
week. Stevenson predicted that 
the pesky critters began hatching 
over the past weekend. 


According to Bruce Gilliland, 
director of AP public relations, 
Aedes vexans, or floodwater 
mosquitos, are hatching from 
standing water in the lowlands 
along the coosa River. 

Gilliland said Alabama Power, 
sprays for Anotheline mosquitos 
which breed in permanent pools 


Sumners, spokesman for Tax 
Assessor Bobbie Reynolds. 
Sumners said this number 
represents about 20% of the 
errors that were brought to the 
attention of the tax assessor and 
the Board of Equalization.

such as lakes and reservoirs, but 
the company has no control over 
the floodwater mosquitoes.

Stevenson pointed out the 
lifespan of the mosquito, which 
normally breeds late spring, is 
four to six weeks, but in cool 
weather they may live as long as 
two months. 

The abnormally heavy rainfall 
the past few months has given the 
mosquitos a second breeding 
season, Stevenson explained. 

Gilliland said that the outbreak 
is expected to peak this week, 
but, depending on the tem- 
perature, it could last several 
weeks. 

Stevenson said that diesel fuel, 
oit or kerosene can be used to 
film over breeding ponds and kill 
unhatched larvae. 


Wilsonville council welcomes 


new woodwork industry

The news that a small industry 
wants to locate in their com- 
munity was sweet music to the 

ars of Wilsonville Council 
embers. 

Even though John Folmar told 
the panel his woodworking 
business wouldn’t generate any 
tax money for the town, they 
were still anxious for him to open 
up shop on the corner of South 
iviaiz: -"d Hwy. 25. 

The council was impressed by 
the Columbiana man’s plans to 
improve the appearance of the 
building which is in such a con- 
spicuous location. 

Their worries that the waste 
material from his business would 
be scattered were laid to rest 
when Folmar explained he would 
use a cyclone device. With this, 
waste would fall‘to the ground in 
one spot. 

Folmar told the panel that 
anyone could come by and get the 
sawdust and shavings to use for 
mulch at no charge. He also of- 
fered to give away some scrap 
lumber which could be used for 
bean pole stakes. 

The need for more room was 
the reason Folmar gave for wan- 
ting to move his business which is 

w near his home on County 

oad 97 between Calera and 
Columbiana. He also mentioned 
that he needed the three phase 


power which is available at the 
new site. 

Noting that 95% of his 
business is wholesale, Folmar 
said that he delivers the special 
doors, windows, columns and 
other units that he makes for con- 
tractors. He pointed out that the 
tax collected was at the point of 
delivery, which was usually in 
Jefferson County. 

The doors on the new home of 
Governor Fob James in Mon- 
tgomery were built at his shop, 
Folmar reported. 

Council members’ were 
unanimous in voting to accept the 
businessman’s proposal to locate 
in the community. He reported 
he now employs three men but 
said he hoped eventually to hire 
three more. 

The panel expressed hopes that 
other businesses would follow 
Folmar’s example. 

Mentioning that trail bikes 
were being ridden on highways 
and that some riders failed to 
wear helmets, Councilwoman 
Dot Scruggs said that the matter 
had been called to the attention 
of Wilsonville Police Chief 
Sherman Humphries.

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Inverness Center rises 


near Highway 280 


by David Moore 

A six story office building for 
Taylor Mathis of Alabama, Inc., 
is currently under construction at 
Inverness Center. The high-rise 
will be the tallest, non-industrial 
structure in Shelby County. 

According to Leo Karpeles, 
vice president for Taylor Mathis 
and general manager of Inverness 
Center, the office will encompass 
107,000 square feet of space and 
is being built at a cost in excess of 
$3 million. 

Brice Building Company con- 
tracted the construction of the 
office and two floors of the struc- 
ture have already been erected. 
When complete, the structure will 
be enclosed in grey tinted glass 
with black aluminum panels. 

Rental office space will be 
available, Karpeles said. 

Inverness Center is being 
developed by Taylor Mathis for 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company. 

The ten year master plan for 
Inverness Center calls for a well 
landscaped 172 acre office park 
which will include 26 buildings. 
Nine of the building sites 
overlook a 106 acre lake. Utilities 
will be underground. 


Fall is in the air and pumpkins are on the ground and one of the most 
colorful displays of the famous harbinger of Halloween is the front 
yard of the C.T. Tingle family between Montevallo and Pea Ridge, 
where 700 to 800 pumpkins can be seen among the trees.

**Our real bag is landscaping,”’ 
Karpeles told the Reporter. ‘‘We 
love trees. It breaks our heart 
every tree we have to cut.”’ 

Karpeles went on to explain 
that the idea behind Inverness 
Center is to attract national cor- 


porations with regional offices in’ 


Alabama to move into the office 
park, 

The Taylor Mathis building 
will be the second office con- 
structed in the complex. Mc- 
Wane, Inc., moved into their 
corporate office in Inverness last 
August. A vice president of the 
company’ refrained from 
disclosing the cost of the modern 
split-level facility which 
overlooks the lake. 

McWane, Inc., a holding com- 
pany, owns, among other in- 
terests, McWane Cast Iron Pipe, 
McWane Coal, Empire Coke, 
Simsco Companies in Colum- 
biana, and the recently acquired 
American Foundation Life In- 
surance Co., of Little Rock, 
Arkansas. 

When complete, the entire In- 
verness Center will encompass 
some 1.5 million square feet of 
office space. Karpeles said that 
Taylor Mathis intends to begin a 


similar six story building as soon 
as possible after the first of the 
year. 

The master plan calls for the 
construction of a possible seven 
story hotel facing Hwy. 280 to be 
operated by a national chain. 
Three or four banks will also be 
facing that highway. 


Karpeles said that the only 
commercial businesses in the 
park will be a possible restaurant 
or two, and a small shopping cen- 
ter or mall some three years in the 
future. 

Karpeles said he has some con- 
cern over the lack of any zoning 
restrictions in the area, 


Land across Hwy. 280 is in a 
different beat than Inverness, 
and any zoning control voted in 
by Inverness would not affect 
development on that land, he 
noted. Already one light in- 
dustrial site and a filling station 
have been built across from In- 
verness. ; 

‘*We're going to worry about 
our 1534 acres (the Inverness 
community), and create our own 
environment. There’s nothing we 
can do about the other property 
across the street,’’ Karpeles said. 


When completed early this summer, this six story 
building now under construction at Inverness Cen- 
ter off Hwy. 280 will house the offices of Taylor 
Mathis of Alabama, Inc., and other companies. 

The 107,000 square foot building, being built at a 
cost of over $3 million, will, for the time being, be

the tallest non-industrial structure in the county. 


Sawdust may be fuel 
of the future at UM 


Sawdust and wood chips may 
be the fuel used in the future to 
fire up the heating plant at the 
University of Montevallo. 

Congressmen Richard Shelby 
announced last week that he has 
helped arrange a $1.19 million 
federal loan to UM to install a 
multi-fuel central campus heating 
and cooling plant. 


The UM loan is the only one 
awarded in Alabama from a 
nationwide fund available for 
such projects, Shelby said. 

The new boiler, once installed, 
can use natural gas, coal or 
wood by products for fuel, ac- 


cording to Hollard Floyd, direc- 
tor of UM’s physical plarit. 

Substituting wood by products 
for natural gas could cut 
operation costs by about one-half 
Floyd said, based on today’s high 
natural gas costs. The UM cen- 
tral plant now uses either gas or 
coal. 

It should take only seven years 
for the university to realize a 
payback on the project, accor- 
ding to two independent 
engineering firms that studied the 
proposals. 

The project should be com- 
pleted within two years, Floyd 
said.

A majority of the 70 Childers- 
burg plant personnel will be 
transferred to the company’s 
Columbiana plant where a 
variety of wire products are now 
produced, company spokesmen 
said. 

Several employees at the 
Columbiana plant, however, 
have been laid off for some time. 
Seniority of employees’ service is 
expected to be the key factor in 
determining which employees 
from the Childersburg plant will 
get jobs in Columbiana. The em- 
ployees are represented by the 
Steelworkers Union. 

It is expected that the phase- 
out of the Childersburg plant will 
take about three months. 

Headquartered in Niles, 
Michigan, National-Standard is a 
diversified manufacturer of 
specialty wire, metal products 
and machinery with plants in the 
U.S. and abroad. Its annual 
reports consistently show 
favorable earnings, but in the last 
two years the company has been 
showing concern for the profit 
status of the Alabama plants. 

R.J. van Steelandt, company 
representative at the Niles 
headquarters, told the Shelby 
County Reporter in a telephone 
interview that the company hopes 
to expand the product line at 
Columbiana. 

The plant has specialized in 
making wire cord for radial tires, 
but when the market for tire cord 
drops, it affects employment and 
sales at the plant, he noted. For

Crop duster flips 


making forced landing

A crop dusting pilot was ap- 
parently unharmed after his 
plane flipped over during an 
emergency landing near Harper- 
sville Monday. 

According to K.D. Warner of 
the General Aviation District Of- 
fice, Herman Muller, a crop 
duster for Coosa Flying Service, 
was forced to land his AgCat 
biplane after the engine blew a 
cylinder, Warner said that Muller 
landed in a field two miles south 
of Harpersville and the plan flip- 
ped over when the landing gear 
hit a mud puddle. 

Muller was featured in an ar- 
ticle on crop dusting which ran in 
the Reporter two weeks ago. 


Though unavailable for com- 
ment after the crash landing, 
Muller had earlier described crop 
dusting as ‘‘fun with moments of 
sheer panic.”’ 

In the crop dusting article 
Muller noted that 25-30 accidents 
occur each month in the business 
and that about 30% of those are 
fatal. ‘‘But the good ol’ 
American way is that it will 
always happen to the other guy,”’ 
the pilot had said. 

Harpersville police chief Elvis 
Lineger said that when he arrived 
on the scene around 4:40 p.m., 
the pilot was not there and there 
was no sign of injury. The plane 
was lying upside down in a field 
just off Hwy. 25, the chief said.

studies eyesore lots 


Some of the overgrown lots in 
Columbiana are not only 
eyesores but health and safety 
hazards as well.

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Year’s tax work explained by Sumners 


by Marcia M. Sears 

Eighty percent of the errors in 
the tax records have been correc- 
ted, according to Jim Sumners, 
who has worked for the past year 
in reconciling the records. 

Sumners was hired by Tax 
Assessor Bobbie Reynolds a year 
ago to reconcile the records in the 
county tax assessor’s office with 
those of the PRC Jacobs Com- 
pany. Jacobs handled the county- 
wide tax reappraisal program and 
concluded its work last year. 
Jacobs had a subcontractor do a 
complete aerial mapping of the 
county, and then assigned 
valuation figures to each piece of 
ted by Jacobs before the com- 
pany left, and several errors were 
left, and several errors were 
found and corrected. 

Sumners told the Reporter that 
in the past year of working with 
the records (with a crew of 6-8 in 
the offices of the old jail) he had 
discovered and corrected 3100 
errors in addresses; 1600 im- 
provements missing from parcels 
(houses or barns not counted); 
3500 parcels of land not mapped; 
1400 mapping errors out of 


32,000 mapped parcels. 

He said that the ratio of correct 
records to errors was 50%. 

Sumners then took a sample of 
1200 parcels to see if the Jacobs 
Company had appraised them 
correctly. He found that 408 were 
priced correctly, but 800 were not 
and that 66% did not reflect the 
correct value. Sumners claims 
that the Jacobs Company did not 
apply its own pricing formula 
correctly in arriving at the value 
of Shelby County land parcels. 

He says there are still major 
problems to correct, but because 
of the time factor involved tax 
notices have to be sent out. If 
80% of the errors were corrected, 
this would mean that 20% of the 
tax notices may be incorrect. 

A further complication in the 
work developed this springs when 
the state legislature enacted the 
**lid’’ law which caused 1000 to 
1200 applications for ‘‘current 
use’’ status from individual 
owners, covering 3,000 to 4,000 
parcels. Sumners says, ‘‘This 
meant we had to calculate these 
parcels twice.”’ 

But he feels that the overall

Among the positive things he 
listed as features of the total 
program are:

The Shelby County grand jury 
met in secret session during the 
week of October Ist, 1979, and 
reported their findings before 
Circuit Judge James H. Sharbutt, 
on Friday October 5th, 1979.

Newspapers reflect society

The newspapers of our country 
are most of the things their critics 


say they are, ; 
They’re nosy, noisy, 
aggressive, irreverent, Oc- 


casionally arrogant. In some in- 
stances they embarrass people, 
distort the truth, get facts wrong 
and -- Lord knows -- misspell 
names. They are a long way from 
perfect...jut as our society is. 

But newspapers broaden our 
lives. They pursue justice, expose 
grafters and lawbreakers -- 
ranging all the way from Boss 
Tweed to Watergate. They keep 
watch over taxpayers’ money; 
patrol the world in search of 
news; give us ‘‘instant history,”’ 
telling it as it is. They inform, en- 
tertain, stand guard...and feed us 
millions of words every day with 
remarkable accuracy. 

Daily and weekly papers can 
do these things because they are 
free. In countries without a free 
press the people needn’t worry 
about aggressive reporters or 
high-handed editors; newspapers 
simply dish out the party line. If 
they stray, their publishers get 
unscheduled, indefinite 
vacations. 

A free press has all the flaws of 
a free country. It has good guys 
and bad, diamonds and duds. 
But you have to ask yourself, “‘If 
we didn’t have the First Amen- 
dment and a free flow of infor- 
mation, what would be the alter- 
native?”’ 

Control. Government con- 
trol...and still more control -- un- 


til there would be no room for 
factual reporting, no tolerance 
for unfavorable news, no noise or 
dissent. Just the deadening drug 
of conformity -- and submission 
to Big Daddy Knows Best. 
Newspapers should be respon- 
sible, truthful and worthy of 
trust. The great majority of them 
are. But if a few don’t measure 
up, we can stand that -- for as 
long as they are free, we are free.

Alabaster 
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Budget hearings based on estimated income 


by Marcia M. Sears 

The Shelby County Com- 
mission is continuing budget 
hearings this week and expects to 
adopt a final budget for the 1979- 
80 fiscal year by next Monday. 

Commissioners expected to go 
through a proposed budget line 
by line at their meeting last Mon- 
day, but the figures were not 
ready. Commission Chairman 
Tommy Snowden said the budget 
will be one of the most thorough 
budgets the county has ever had 
and there will be more accoun- 
tability built into it. 

He said each department will 
have a budget that accurately 
reflects the expenses and revenues 
of that department. 

Budget planners are using 
**zero based’’ budgeting to arrive 
at the figures, he said. 

To make the budget, however, 
he is using a proposed income 
figure that causes uneasiness 
among all the Commissioners. 


. Because Tax Assessor Bobbie 


Reynolds has been unable to 
arrive at a definite figure for the 
projected tax revenues, the 
Commission finally agreed to use 
the figure of $225,000 per mill as 
the basis for the budget. A total 
of 32 mills is collected, for state 
and county functions. 

Estelle Sumners, the assessor’s 
chief clerk, gave the Commission 
the $225,000 per mill figure last 
Thursday, after explaining where 
an earlier error had been made.

The roads in Montevallo’s 
Evansville area are scheduled to 
get a face-lift this fall. 

A group of 12 from the Evan- 
sville area attended Montevallo’s 
City Council meeting Monday 
night and voiced a series of com- 
plaints regarding the condition of 
roads throughout the area.

He’s one 
of those people you can’t keep 
down. 

“Sometimes I’d get frustrated 
with myself because I couldn’t do 
all the things other guys did--at 
least not as well. I guess I had to

‘Gamy’ taste to (leer meat 


comes from cleziming methods 


by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Last summer I was invited to 
dinner by a friend who does little 
hunting. The meat dish was a 
roast, free of fat, with plenty of 
the right sauce well laced with 
mushrooms, onions and nerbs. 

When I took a small bite, I 


concluded it was venison. But 
the taste was heavy. 
““George,”’ 1 said. ‘‘This is 


deer meat, isn’t it?’’ He grinned 
affirmation. ‘‘Where did you get 
it?”’ 

His answer explained the 
‘‘gamy’”’ taste. ‘‘A fellow I know 
killed the deer on a drive in the 
Tallapoosa River bottoms in 
Randolph county.”” According 
to what he knew, the deer had 
been chased a great distance. Af- 
ter it was finally dropped with 
buckshot, the blood vessels had 
been clogged with blood con- 
taining fuel wastes of exertion. I 
finished my small piece and 
refused another portion on the 
premise I was ‘‘full.’’ 

This episode is typical of 
venison treatment that dates back 
to pre-Civil War years when deer 
was probably served more often 
on Southern dinner tables than 
beef. Back in those days hunters 
didn’t have that spare time to 
really enjoy a hunt. Sunday hun- 
ting was also frowned upon as 
tentamount to cussing the

the intestine. However, don’t 
think the meat will be ruined if 
you do. Simply wash out the 
cavity as quickly as possible when 
you get the deer home. Cut 
around the anus and reproductive 
organs. You could leave in the 
heart and liver until you get to the 
butcher or home, but I usually 
take out everything and swab out 
the body cavity with paper towels 
or toilet tissue. 

3. I drag the carcass by the 

head to by vehicle, prop open the 
body cavity with sticks and go 
home. I flush out the body cavity 
if necessary -- depending upon 
contamination with soil and 
leaves and fecal material and then 
I dry the carcass interior quickly. 
I usually skin the animal because 
skinning is easier soon after 
killing than several days later. | 
also avoid touching the metatar- 
sal glands on the legs, lest these 
contaminate my hands and the 
meat. 

4. If the weather is right -- 35 to 
40 degrees F. -- I hang the carcass 
for five to seven days in a storage 
room with circulating air to age 
and tenderize the meat. If the 
weather is hot, I take the carcass 
to a butcher’s cooling room. 
Next to No. 1, this is the most 
important step, although No. 2 is 
also very important. 

5. After aging, I split the car- 
cass into two halves and then 
proceed with normal butchering 
techniques -- sirloin tip‘ roasts, 
rump roasts, tenderlein, T-bone 
steaks, etc. I cut the sinewy meat 
off the legs and cut it into stew 
meat or grind it into deerburger. 

6. | prune meat away from 
bone, because bone takes up 
valuable freezer space. 

7. | package the meat in family 
size portions in strong plastic 
bags. 

8. Quick freezing the meet is 
the final step. I keep my freezer 
at 10 degrees below zero. 

Now you figure it out -- that 
deer meat is costing you possibly 
$15 a pound. That's four time 
the cost of choice beef. Wouldn’t 
you take the best steps to make 
that venison soft-stroke your 
taste buds?

Librarian seeks comments 


Do you have any suggestions 
for improving the program at the 
Columbiana Library? If so, 
Barbara Roberts, the new 
Columbiana librarian wants to 
hear them. 

“I'd like to see a lot more 
interest in the _ library,”’ 
remarked Roberts, who assumed 
her duties on Oct. 1. 

Prior to coming to Colum- 
biana, Roberts taught at Shelby 
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Columbiana budgets over $% million 


Even though it took some extra 
time to draw up a budget for the 
1979-80 fiscal year, City Fathers 
in Columbiana were able to come 
up with figures which give the 
city a cushion of $2,996. 

At a special called meeting 
Sept. 25 a budget with an an- 
ticipated income of $384,272, 
was adopted. Expenditures for 
the year were set at $381,276. 

Expecting to collect $125,000 
from the general sales tax makes 
that revenue source the most 
lucrative for the city. Adding the 
next highest amount to the city 
coffers is the gross receipts from 
the sale of business licenses. That 
figure was set at $98,270. 

The city listed $49,200 as the 


amount they expect to receive in 
property taxes. And the revenue 
for garbage collection service is 
expected to bring in $26,300. 
Fines and forfeitures which the 
city anticipates collecting this 
year accounts for the city’s four- 
th highest source of income. 
That figure was set at $31,900. 
Administrative expenses which 
totaled $124,737, was the largest 
item under expenditures. An- 
ticipating that a retirement plan 
for employees will be adopted in

the near future,the panel set 
aside a figure of $8,343 for that 
purpose (5% of payroll.) 

Money to be spent on ad- 
ministration will also include 
salaries, insurance, conference 
expenses, and notes payable on 
the computer storage building, 
parking lot and the Gaines Far- 
mer property. 

The police department’s 
budget amounted to $102,875. 
Operating expenses for the fire 
department were set at $17,575 
which includes a $4,320 payment 
on an $18,000 loan from the First 
National Bank of Columbiana. 

Listed as an item of capital 
outlay, the loan which will pay 
for the cab of a new fire engine, is 
to be paid back over a five year 
period. 

A $750 tire changer was also 
listed as a capital outlay item in 
the street and sanitation depar- 
tment’s budget which totaled 


$94,796. 
Donations amounted to

Most taxpayers seemed to feel 
that the taxes were fair or at least 
they paid them and resigned 
themselves. But many taxpayers 
said that errors had been made 
and they were making their com- 
plaints known throughout the 
halls of the courthouse. 

The most frequently heard 
complaint was that they could 
not find anyone who would talk 
to them or explain their 
assessments to them. Telephone 
lines to the assessor’s office were 
busy constantly. Taxpayers for- 
med lines until 6:30 Monday, well 
after the usual 4 p.m. closing 
time. 

It was especially difficult to get 
to tax records because of the 
crush of people wanting to see 
how the assessments were listed. 
One attorney noted he had to 
delay closing the sale of a house 
for two days because he could not 
get the necessary records.

‘‘My taxes went up from $9 
last year to $148 this year. I’ve 
got about 44 acres - nothing but 
a hill and a holler - and all the 
buildings are old. I can’t help it if 
it’s right next to Riverchase. I’ve 
lived there all my life and nothing 
has changed for me. I don’t see 
why I should have a tax increase 
like that.”” 


A man and wife from the Vin- 
cent area: ‘‘We have several acres 
and it is all in one parcel. But the 


tax people haw: split it up in five 
areas. Our taxes are up from 
$123 last year to $600 this year. 
Something must be wrong.”’ 

‘My 40 acres of scrub and 
woods land is assessed way above 
last year.’’ 

**I have 80 acres in Wilsonville 
and two 40-acre parcels. But I 
can’t figure out why the 40 acres 
with my house on it is assessed at 
less than the 40 acres that’s just 
open land. And I can’t find 
anyone whocan tell me the an- 
swer.””

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Interest rates take boom out of housing 


by David Moore 

The boom is gone. New 
housing construction in Shelby 
County has dropped off this 
year. 

Health department figures 
show that the number of septic 
tanks installed at new houses has 
fallen off 18.8% over last year. 

In 1978 a total of 875 septic 
tanks were installed at new 
houses, 643 of them from 
January through September. 
During the same period this year, 
a total of 522 tanks were installed 
at new houses. 

The septic tank figures are con- 
sidered by the Home Builders 
Association to be representative 
yardstick of construction outside 
municipal limits. 

According to Bob Moore, 
broker for Dixieland Realty, con- 
tractors have dropped off on 
speculative house building 
because of high, short term 
loans, which now charge 15%- 
18% interest. 

Moore notes 


that he is 


probably selling as many new 
houses as he was last year, but 
that sales on existing homes have 
dropped from last year. 

The greater Birmingham 
Multiple Listings Service, which 
lists houses, condominiums and 
apartments for sale in several 
counties, backs up Moore’s 
statement. Averaging six listings 
per page, the October 11, 1979 
issue contains 778 pages of 
available housing, as compared 
to 642 pages in the October 12, 
1978 issue. 


HBA (Home Builders 
Association) president Aubrey 
Byrd says that older or existing 
houses are notselling as well 
because the equities in them are 
often usually higher than in news 
houses. 

According to Moore, rates on 
conventional loans are running 
between 12%-12.5%. VA loans, 
he says, are at 10.5% interest. 

But, points out Byrd, ‘‘It’s bet- 
ter to buy one now than it’ll be in

six months, even paying 11% in- 
terest. 

Byrd goes on to say that the 
houses on the market now are the 
same ones that will be available 
next summer because of the drop 
in speculative building. 

The HBA president ends on a 
bright note, however, saying that 
the housing sales are ‘looking 
better’? now than they were 90 
days ago. And, he says, it’s going 
to get better. 

Referring to a Dow Jones 
financial chart, Byrd says it 


shows a downswing in the 
economy in the 12 months 
previous to the last eight 
Presidential elections. The down- 
swings, he says, bottom out each 
four years about nine months 
before the election, then oddly 
enough swings back up. 


**As soon as it (the economy) 
turns around it (housing) will be 
back like it was in 1971 when 
people were buying foundations, 
or like "76 and °77 when you 
could sell anything you had.”’ 


Sheriff's chopper 


The two seater helicopter recently acquired by the Shelby County 
Sheriff's Department arrived last week at the Shelby County Airport. 
A government surplus item, the machine was purchased for $2,000. 


Sheriff goes airborne 


with chopper purchase 


Four wheel drive vehicles don’t 
come cheap and neither do 
helicopters. But Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow made a lot better deal 
on the purchase of an airborne 
vehicle for his department than 
he did when he bought a Blazer 
several months ago. 

The Sheriff said that he was 
able to acquire the two man 
chopper which is now at thé 
Shelby County Airport for 
$2,000 through the Federal 
Property Assistance program 
(Government Surplus). A price 
tag of $10,000 was on the Blazer. 

There will be no charge for 
basing the helicopter at the air- 
port nor for the pilot. However, 
the Shelby County Commission 
will have to approve the cost of 
insurance and gasoline. 

The rotor crafi had originally 
been purchased by the Boys’ and 
Girls’ Ranches, and he was able 


to acquire it, the Sheriff said, 
when he learned they were tur- 
ning it back. 

According to Glasgow, 80% of 
the cost of the Osage TH 55A 
were in shipping charges. The 
helicopter was flown in from 
Arizona. 

Money to pay for the new piece 
of equipment will probably come 
from the pistol permit fund, the 
Sheriff reported. That source of 
revenue is expected to bring in 
$12,000, he said. 

Noting that Chilton, Autauga 
and a number of other counties in 
the state have helicopters, the 
Sheriff said that the rotor craft 
will be used for traffic control, 
spontaneous patrol, search and 
rescue and other emergencies. 

Glasgow is now taking flying 
lessons at the Shelby County Air- 
port and may eventually fly the 
helicopter himself.

This year’s soy bean harvest 
promises to be the largest in 
Shelby County’s history. 


County agent coordinator 
George Gober told the Reporter 
this week that the average yield 
per acre is expected to run about 
30 bushels, though several far- 
mers have reported yields of 45 
and 53 bushels per acre. 

The state average this season 
may run 24 bushels per acre, the 
extension office said. 


Some farmers have marketed 
this year’s beans for up to $7.25 


_ per bushel, Gober states, but ad- 


ds that most of the beans are 
bringing $7 per bushel. 

With some 6,500 acres of 
Shelby County planted to soy 


beans this year, the product is ex- 
pected to make up approximately 
$1,365,000 of county’s $19 
million agriculture industry, ac- 
cording to Gober’s figures. 

Soy beans, along with cotton, 
are the county’s two major crops, 
he said. 

R.V. Spates of Harpersville. 
one of approximately 30 county 
farmers who planted soy beans in 
the late spring and early summer, 
began his harvest last Monday. 
The harvest is expected to con- 
tinue into December. 

Spates credited this year’s 
bumper crop to good rainfall. 
Two years ago he said he 
averaged 29.9 bushels of soy 
beans to the acre, but last year 
that figure dropped to 2.5 bushels 
due to drought.

Rezoning hearing set 


for Montevallo area 


The request for a change in 
pning near Montevallo’s Hidden 

alley subdivision was presented 
to the Montevallo City Council, 
Monday night. 

The request originated with 
William Surface, owner of the 
property, and has been approved 
by the city’s zoning board. 

Council members accepted the 
request and set a hearing date of 
November 5, at 7 p.m. in the 
council chambers at city hall. The 
hearing will give interested 
residents an opportunity to ex- 
press themselves for or against 
the proposed zoning change.

Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden announced adoption of 
a ‘bare-bones county budget’, 
when he addressed the Colum- 
biana Kiwanis Club on October 
18..

It was a meeting 
of some 50 top Shelby County 
and municipal officials. 

The lures and the ‘‘best ones”’ 
do not refer to fish, but to in- 
dustry. 

The meeting, sponsored by the 
Shelby County Rural Develop- 
ment Committee, was held Wed- 
nesday in the Community Ser- 
vices Building in Columbiana. It 
featured a panel of five specialists 
outlining ways communities at- 
tract industry. 

J. Claude Smith, Westover, 
presided at the day long meeting 
and outlined reasons why new 
and expanded irdustry is essen- 
tial to Shelby County. 

‘**Shelby County is growing like 
a weed,’’ Smith said, ‘‘growth is 
coming no matter what and we 
need to be aware of this and keep 
and eye on it,’’ he added. ‘“‘If we 
don’t watch out,’’ he said, 
‘“‘we’re going to become Bir- 
mingham’s bedroom community 
and we need industry of our own, 
if for nothing else, to provide a 
better tax base to provide the 
necessary services for our 
residential areas.”’ 

“The idea behind having more 
industry is that it brings in more 
taxes and makes available more 


oy 
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jobs,’’ said V. Wilson Lee, 
economist with the Alabama 
Cooperative Extension Service of 
Auburn University. 

For every 100 new jobs that are 
created when an industry moves 
into a town, Lee said, retail sales 
in the area go up about a half 
million dollars. 

The most recent census figures 
show there are at least 2,000 more 
commuters to Birmingham than 
from Birmingham. All panelists 
agreed that these 2,000 people 
could be working in Shelby 
County, if there were more in- 
dustries here to hold them. 

Ted Levi of Alabama Power 
Company’s industrial develop- 
ment office, told the county of- 
ficials that there are more than 
700 factors involved in attracting 
new industry to any community. 
Three of the most important fac- 
tors, according to Levi are: 
determine what kind of an in- 
dustry would fit into the com- 
munity; use existing industries to 
help attract the potential new 
firm; advertise the community’s 
availability through newspapers, 
banks, real estate companies and 
public utilities. 

Thomas Ryan, also from the 
Alabama Power Company said 
the job of landing a new industry 
is so big and complicated that no 
one person or one business can 
do it. ‘‘It takes a cooperative ef-

Reports of child abuse rising dramatically 


Reports of child abuse and 
neglect to the Department of 
Pensions and Security are now 
exceeding 1,200 a month, Com- 
missioner Gary Cooper said 
today. 

Cooper said that reports 
coming into the state office 
_ from the 67 county offices 

totalled 3,744 for the first quarter 
of 1979. This represents a more 
than 25 percent increase in the 
number of reports received 
during the same period last year, 
when 2,975 reports came into the 
state office’s Central Registry. 

‘Reports of child abuse and 
neglect have increased tremen- 


dously in just the last few years,”’ 
Cooper said. ‘‘In all of 1974, we 
received only 244 reports as com- 
pared to 3,347 in 1976 and 11,011 
in 1977, the year in which reports 
first rose to an average of almost 
1,000 a month. In 1978, we 
received 13,887 reports, and the 
total will probably be much 
higher for 1979.” 

The increase in the number of 
reports, Cooper explained, does 
not necessarily mean that child 
abuse and neglect themselves are 
on the increase in Alabama, 
although it is possible that they 
are. Rather, he said, the increase 
is more than likely attributable to 


greater public awareness of the 
problems and of Pensions and 
Security’s role in dealing with 
them. A strengthening of 
Alabama’s reporting law four 
years ago, along with good 
cooperation from county offices 
in making reports to the Central 
Registry, are also important fac- 
tors. 

“*We've tried to keep our 
reporting system very simple and 
uncomplicated,’’ Cooper added, 
‘tand we believe that the ease 
with which county offices can 
make reports has contributed to 
an increase in the number.’’ He 
said that some states with more 


County okays new sheriff’s cars 


The county authorized the pur- 
chase of four new automobiles 
for the sheriff’s department 
Monday. Two cars will come 
from Strickland Chevrolet and 
two from Sherman Holland Ford 
based on low bids.

One of the first conflicts on 
departmental billing arose in the 
County Commission Monday 
when Engineer Jimmy Ray and 
Solid Waste Supervisor discussed 
how to assign landfill costs. 
Ray’s highway department has 
always been responsible for the 
machinery and men at the lan- 
dfills, and often both men and 
machinery have to be moved to 
the county chert pit. The 
problem of how to assign costs to 
the highway department and thie 
landfill operation fairly caused 
considerable discussion. 

One of the new county 


bulldozers is being kept at the 
chert pit most of the time, 
because it is not needed as badly 
at the Westover landfill as at the 
chert pit. . 


Hours at the county landfills 
will change with daylight savings 
time, according to supervisor 
Carlton Franks. He said the 
closing times would be set at 6 
p.m. Mondays through Fridays. 
This means the three landfills will 
be open from 7 to 6 through the 
week, from 8-4 on Saturdays and 
closed on Sundays. 

Scavengers have returned to 
the landfills, and Franks told the 
Reporter the State Health Depar- 
tment is supposed to provide 
stricter regulations for the county

Problems of expense at the 
county animal shelter were 
detailed by Engineer Jimmy Ray 
to the Commission Monday.

complicated reporting systems do 
not receive nearly the 
cooperation from their local of- 
fices that Pensions and Security 
does. 

Reports of neglect--failure to 
provide such essentials as food, 
shelter, and  supervision-- 
significantly exceed the number 
of abug reports. Also, Pensions 
and Security is receiving more 
reports of sexual abuse of very 
young children than it has 
received in the past. 

“The most serious cases of 
abuse and neglect occur in 
children under six years of age,”’ 
Cooper added. Results of this 
abuse are often broken bones, 
black eyes, concussions, scars 
and bruises. 

Under the law, the Com- 
missioner said, Pensions and 
Security has a responsibility to 
receive reports of suspected child 
abuse and neglect, to investigate 
those reports and to provide 
protective services when needed, 
Although every effort is made to 
keep children and parents 
together, sometimes removal 
from the home is the only alter- 
native. 

“Some of the services we 
provide to the family are coun- 
seling, day care and foster care,”’ 
Cooper said. ‘‘Even when 
children must beremoved from 
their own homes, we try to work 
with the families to prepare them 
for the time when the children 
can be brought back home.”” 

Alabama law requires certain 
groups coming into frequent con- 
tact with children--such as 
teachers, social workers, doctors 
and nurses--to make reports of 
suspected child abuse and 
neglect. Anyone can make a 
report, either to the county office 
of the Department of Pensions 
and Security or a law enfor- 
cement authority. Reports are 
always investigated to determine 
whether they are founded and 
whether a need for services is in- 
dicated.

Teenage pregnancies will cost 


county $2 million in 20 years 


If you add up the costs in- 
volved when teenagers have 
babies in Shelby County, you will 
come up with the figure of 
$2,282,620 for the next 20 years. 

These are only for expenditures 
that government will be asked to 
make and do not include what it 
will cost the individual families. 


This figure was released this 
week by the Alabama Health 
Department’s Bureau of Mater- 
nal and Child Health/Family 
Planning. 

In an interview with the Repor- 
ter, Health Educator Ed Meehan 
in Montgomery said the average 
cost throughout che United States 
for medical and welfare costs of 
teenage mothers and their babies 
for the next 20 years is $18,000 
per each teenage pregnancy. 


The figures were compiled by a 
New York firm and included in a 
report to the U.S. House of 
Representatives. The report says, 
“There is probably no more 
serious health and welfare 
problem confronting the united 
States today than the high rate of 
adolescent pregnancy."’ 

In 1977, the number of babies 


born to girls between the ages of 
fourteen and nineteen in Shelby 
County was 159. The number of 
first births to teens was 122; and 
there is a probability that there 
will be further pregnancies oc- 
curring among these same girls. 
Using the $18,000 average per 
teenage birth, it is anticipated 
that over the next twenty years 
$2,282,620 will be spent in Shelby 
County, in this connection. 

The analysis concentrates on 
available statistics in two areas: 
medical costs and welfare costs 
It does not concern itself with the 
many intangible costs of teenage 
pregnancies occurring each year: 
heartbreak, sickness of mothers 
and babies, family breakdown or 


blighted hopes. 
There are facilities available to 
assist teenagers who are 


pregnant, in delivering healthy 
babies, and also to assist 
teenagers who are not pregnant, 
in developing responsible at- 
titudes toward parenthood, Both 
males and females can contact 
their County Health Department 
office is. order to either receive 
help or be directed to the proper 
source of assistance.

The Question of the ‘‘Rapture’’ 

Though the doctrine of the 
“‘rapture”’ is widely taught in the 
religious world today, the doctrine is 
not taught in the Scriptures. In fact, 
the term ‘‘rapture’’ cannot be found 


in God’s word at all. And, the 
Scriptures teach against the 
doctrine. 


This doctrine, which is a part of 
the man-made teaching of premillen- 
ialism, may be defined as the belief 
that the saints will be taken into 
heaven for seven years, during 
which time the sinners will undergo 
great tribulation on earth, Then, 
Christ will come to earth and reign 
on David's literal throne in 
Jerusalem for a literal thousand 
years. The Bible knows nothing of 
such doctrine, which demands that 
the resurrection of the righteous and 
the resurrection of the unjust take 
place at different times. 

The Bible knows nothing of such 
doctrine. Acts 24:15 speaks of the 
‘resurrection both of the just and 
unjust,’’ not at different times but at 
the same time. Christ's teaching is, 
**The hour shall come in which alli 
that are in the grave shall hear his 
voice, and come forth; they that have 
done good, unto the resurrection of 
life; and they that have done evil, 
unto the resurrection of damnation.”’ 
(John 5:28,29) Note that Christ 
stated that both the good and the evil 
would be raised at the same time. 
Christ also said, ‘‘I will raise him 
(the righteous) up at the last day.’’ 
(John 6:40,44) And, in John 12:48 
Christ said that His word would 
judge him (the one who rejects His 
word) in the last day.’’ Note that the 
righteous would be raised the same 
day the wicked are judged. I 
Corinthians 15:23-26 teaches that 
Christ must reign until death is 
destroyed, at which time he ‘‘shall 
have delivered up the Kingdom to 
God,”’ not begin His reign. Death 
shall be destroyed when the good 
and evil are raised at the same time 
at the last day.

three blocks from Lincoln Center 
in New York City, she said she 
gets up early like most New 
Yorkers, at 7 a.m., prepares her 
own breakfast and reads the New 
York Times. 

Then she walks to work at her 
office in Times Square and is at 
her desk by 8:45. 

Phones start ringing at 9, and 
when California wakes up, more 
telephones are ringing by 12 she 
smiled. 

‘*As food editor, I talk to each 
of our five home economist 
editors. Women’s Day has the 
most creative home economist in 
the world. Everything in our 
magazine is tested on kitchen 
ranges just like the ones used in 
homes. We talk about what ideas 
they are working on, and I get 
out the letters. We all sit down 
and taste foods at lunch, which 
often means a ‘‘mixed bag’’ 
menu. Since lunch is part of the 
working day, we take a break af- 
ter lunch. 

‘*In the afternoons I read copy, 
confer with the editor and other 
people. We purchase lots of 
manuscripts. Sometimes I will 
telephone a writer and ask the 


writer to update or expand the 
material, or whatever.’” 

Mrs. Voltz does not have time 
to do much writing any more and 
does no primary blue pencilling 
of copy. That is left to an 
assistant. ‘‘I spend lots of time 
pushing on people - employees, 
competitors, compatriots, people 
in related fields...and spend lots 
of time at nutrition meetings.”’ 


She is called on to review diet 
books, responding to the enor- 
mous interest in diet and self 
fulfillment books. 

What does she notice about 


changes in the American family? 
‘‘Americans know less about 
food than they did in the 
1940’s,"’ she replied without 
hesitation. ‘‘They don’t know 
what they’re eating. 

“They think if they eat one 
good meal a day, that’s it. There 
is more eating out, and it is 
viewed by many consumers as 
‘This is the night I can eat what I 
want’ without regard for 
nutrition.”’ 

On the other hand, she said 
that the major food choices at 
home are made to please the 
family. Among ‘Woman’s Day’ 
readers, if the husband or 
children don’t like it, forget it. 
*‘Our readers are still interested 
in family fulfillment,’’ she avers. 

But she notes that the average 
American family is spending less 
time in food preparation. ‘‘Our 
everyday meal takes less time to 
prepare, although there’s another 
group into gourmet cooking-- 
but that’s a hobby, like jogging.”’ 

Women are thinking there are 
other things to give their 
children, like ‘meaningful time’ 
family recreation, reading, 
biking, and activities, she notes. 

Mrs. Voltz now devotes much 
of her time to studying trends in 
family lifestyles, and 
demographics, in order to keep 
the foods sections of her 
magazine in tune with and 
leading the times. 

For a few hours last week she 
had the opportunity to renew her 
‘roots’ in Montevallo and share 
with a new generation of college 
students and alumni her en- 
thusiasm for life. 

But she let slip one sentence 
that may have shown a little 
nostalgia, ‘‘Oh, I wish I could 
make a living in a small town.”’

Christie, 51, who lives in 
Maylene, got interested in pan- 
nine for gold when a friend took 


him to northeast Alabama six 
years ago. 


“It put my eyes out the first © 


time I saw any gold in the bottom 
of my pan. I got excited,’’ he says 
with a gleam in his eyes. 


Christie and his friend found 
gold that first day. Since then, he 
says, he’s never come back empty 
handed. 

“I always come back with 
gold. Not a whole lot, but enough 
to go back looking for more.”’ 

Unfortunately, Christie ex- 
plains, he hasn’t had time to pan 
for gold in the last two years. 
During the days he runs a filling 
station on Hwy. 13. At night he 
works as a foreman at the Dickey 
Clay company’s Hopewell plant. 

Chritie says he’s been watching 
the gold market with keen in- 
terest lately. And little wonder. 
An ounce of the precious metal 
on the international market 
brings about $400. The last time 
Christie panned any gold it was 
bringing $35 an ounce. 

**Yep,’’ he says. ‘‘I want to get 
back to panning real soon.’’ 

In four years of panning 
Christie claims to have found a 
total of an ounce of gold.

people started yelling about big 
strikes at Sutter’s Mill. The miner 
packed off to California. 

But the gold is still here, buried 
in the hills and streams of 
Alabama. 

Christie says that when looking 
for gold, quartz and black sand 
are two good signs to watch for. 
But neither one carries a written 
guarantee. 

Christie explains that quartz 
veins catch the heavy gold flakes 
and hold them. Plant roots 
sometimes do the same, he says. 
All you have to do is separate 
shiny stuff from the dirt. 

Thats where the gold pan 
comes into play. 

Rotating the pan filled with 
dirt and water, Christie explains 
that the trick is to separate the 
gold, letting it sink to the bottom 
of the pan, while sloshing out the 
discard. 

“I don’t ever get in a hurry 
because I don’t want to loose any 
of those shiny little slivers,’’ says 
Christie. It takes him about 15 
minutes to go through a pan of 
dirt. 

When he’s made his final 
wash, he takes a toothpick, 
carefully removes the glitter from 
the bottom rim of the pan, and 
puts the tiny bits of gold in a 
small glass cylinder with water. 
With a little luck and know-how, 
Christie says a person can pan 
about $20 of gold a day. 

Christie says that he has heard 
of an old-timer who claimed to 
have panned gold out of the 
Cahaba River. Naturally Christie 
checked out the rumor, but to no 
avail. That doesn’t mean there’s 
no gold in the Cahaba, but if 
Christie couldn’t find it then 
there’s probably no one in the 

county who could. 

(Christie, it might be noted, 
alleges that there is one man in 
Shelby County who owns a Ger- 
man Gold Needle, a metal detec- 
tor so accurate in locating gold 
that it has been outlawed for fear 
of driving gold prices sharply 
downward.)

Houseparents wait 


for family to arrive 


by Bert Seaman 


A family of five has finally 
moved into the $175,000 spacious 
brick home near Harpersville. 
But twelve of the occupants are 
missing. 

The completely furnished 


home is the Sheriffs’ Girls Ranch 


and it was expected that house 
parents and the girls would start 
moving in soon after the facility 
was dedicated in April. 

However, until this month, 
mildew has been collecting in the 
dwelling put up by the Bir- 
mingham Home _ Builders’ 
Association and furnished by the 
Ladies Auxiliary. 

But when the lease on their 
nearby home expired this month, 
Dick and JoLynn Kelton, who 
were employed last year as 
houseparents, moved into the 
home with their three youngsters. 

The reason the home hasn’t 
been occupied has been due to the 
lack of operating funds. Before a 
ranch can be opened, one of the 
requirements is that there be 
$30,000 in the budget to run the 
facility. 

And that money _ hasn’t 
materialized. According to Ran- 
ch Director Tony Birchfield, 
**This has been a'terrible year for 
us financially.’’ (There are five 
other ranches in the state.) 

Noting that the $150,000 raised 
from the recent Barbara Man- 
drell Golf Tournament has gotten 
the Sheriffs’ Boys and Girls Ran- 
ches’’ out of debt and on top 
again.’’ Birchfield expressed 


hopes that brighter days may be 
just around the corner. 

As a result of the money shor- 
tage, the Keltons employment 


was terminated at the end of 
August. But because they wanted 
to be available when the ranch 
opened, the couple elected to stay 
on without pay. 

When they had to move out of 
their home, Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow asked them to move into 
the Girls’ Ranch home so the 
premises wouldn’t be deserted. 

Birchfield said he hopes the 
ranch will be able to open around 
the first of the year. But there 
isn’t any assurance that will hap- 
pen. 

So far, according to the Shelby 
County Sheriff, there is only 
$10,000 in the operating budget 
for the ranch. While he and 
Talladega County Sheriff Jerry 
Studdard will be working on fund 
raising events, Glasgow urges in- 
dividuals to send in contributions 
so the girls who need the care the 
ranch can provide can move in. 

Unless funds are specifically 
earmarked for the Polly Brush 
unit, money that is collected for 
the ranches goes into the general 
operating fund. That means that 
none of the money collected from 
the recent golf tournament will 
go toward opening the Shelby 
County ranch. 

Pointing out that a barn and 
storage building need to be put 
up, Kelton said that donations of 
rough lumber are needed. The 
house-parent, who has been over- 
seeing the 480 acre ranch since he 
arrived, also mentioned a need 
for barbed wire and fence posts.

New rules add chaos 


to taxpaying season 


by Marcia M. Sears 

If it’s any consolation, there 
are counties in this state that are 
in a more confused tax situation 
than Shelby County. 

Some counties have not even 
mailed out their ad valorem tax 
notices yet, and may not get them 
out until the first of the year. 

Homestead Exemption 

But that assurance may not 
give much comfort to those 
Shelby Countians who have 
already stood in a long line to re- 
claim their homestead exemption 
this year. 

A ruling by the State Attorney 
General just last Thursday says it 
is not necessary to re-claim the 
homestead exemption if it had 
been claimed in previous years 
and if there is no change in 
ownership of the property. The 
homestead exemption gives a 
considerable tax break to home 
owners, and therefore is claimed 
by all those who qualify for it. 

The only exception to this is 
the taxpayer over 65 who has an 
income of less than $7,500 per 
year. That taxpayer must re-sign 
each year for his or her 
homestead exemption.

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available under Public Law 566, 
the Small Watershed Act. 

Engineers from the SCS will do 
a ground survey of the creek and 
look for obstacles that could be 
causing the flooding in homes, 
businesses, streets and the town 
sewer system. 

Calera officials say that 
flooding within the town limits is 
due to the inability of the town’s 
drainage system to remove the 
storm water fast enough. 

After the survey is completed, 
it will be determined to what ex- 
tent the creek will have to be 
dredged or widened. Agency 
representatives attending the 
Monday meeting determined that 
the work would present no en- 
vironmental or _ ecological 
problems. 

All of the 35 people attending 
the public hearing, which in- 
cluded residents of the city, were 
all in favor of the project.

problem facing many county tax- 
payers however, and that has to 
do with the classification of 
property. 

Residential vs. Commercial 

Many persons have found their 
property tax bill to be much 
higher than they thought it 
should be. In many cases, the 
higher tax is correct, but in many 
other cases, the property has been 
classified as ‘‘commercial’’ when 
it should have _ remained 
‘*residential.’” 

Several taxpayers have already 
caught this difference and raised 
the roof about it. A new ruling, 
just out of the State Department 
of Revenue makes it possible 
from this week on, for taxpayers 
to get back their ‘residential’ 
classification, for this tax year, if 
they had been listed ‘commer- 
cial.’ 

The difference amounts to half 
the tax bill. 

How can a taxpayer find out 
what his classification is? 

There are three ways to find 
out if residential property has in- 
correctly been classified ‘‘com- 
mercial.’’ 

One way would be to contact 
the tax assessor’s office in person 


or by telephone, but that is time 
consuming because the office is 
swamped with taxpayers. 

A second way is to mail Tax 
Assessor Bobbie Reynolds a note 
giving name, address, telephone 
and the number that appears on 
the top left hand side of the tax 
bill. Mrs. Reynolds says she will 
check on it, and telephone the an- 
swer after five o’clock. Her ad- 
dress is the Courthouse, Colum- 
biana, AL 35051. 

The third way is to look at the 
notice that was sent to property 
owners by the Shelby County 
Board of Equagization in July or 
August of this year. That notice 
lists both the appraised and 
assessed values of the property. If 
the assessed value is 20% of the 
appraised value, it is listed as 
‘commercial.’ If it is only 10%, 
then it is considered ‘residential.’ 

The residential rate applies 
only to a single-family dwelling 
occupied by its owner. 

A duplex, apartment or 


multiple dwelling is taxed at the 
commercial rate even if the owner 
lives in one of the units. 

The reason for so many in- 
correct classifications goes back 
to the old system of record 


keeping, according to Mrs. 
Reynolds. When it came time to 
reappraise all the property in the 
county, the only information the 
tax workers had was the 
homestead exemption or the 
‘forest land’ designation. If they 
saw a homestead exemption, they 
assumed the property was 
‘residential’ and classified it as 
such. All other property 
automatically received the ‘com- 
mercial’ designation. 
What To Do 

If a taxpayer feels his property 
is classified incorrectly as ‘com- 
mercial’ he or she can get it re- 
classified as ‘residential’ on the 
spot by submitting some kind of 
proof, such as a utility bill, that 
shows the property was occupied 
by the owner on October 1, 1978. 

If a taxpayer has already paid 
his taxes this year, and now finds 
the classification was wrong, he 
can go to the tax assessor and 
request a credit. On presenting 
the credit letter to Fay Quick, 
Tax Collector, a refund can be 
made. Mrs. Quick said she 
refunded some $300 to a man 
Monday, who had earlier paid a 
tax of $600 based on the wrong 
classification.

The episode began when Cun- 
ningham was stopped by Mon- 
tevallo police officer Jesse Payne 
for driving a car without tail 
lights. A quick check showed the 
car Cunningham was driving had 
been reported stolen. 

Cunningham was lodged in the 
Montevallo jail. pending the 
receipt of stolen car charges from 
Birmingham police. 

Sometime between 4 and 4:30

Montevallo police then inser- 
ted the description of the car in 
the NCIC machine (a com- 
puterized device that alerts police 
to stolen property)..and waited. 
Monday afternoon Montevallo 
was contacted by the Bir- 
mingham Police Department 
saying that Birmingham Police 
Officer Linda Graham had 
picked up Cunningham, still 
driving the 1978 Chevrolet he had 
taken from the automobile lot in 
Montevallo. 

A Montevallo officer was 
dispatched to Birmingham to 
return Cunningham to Shelby 
County. 

He is now in Shelby County jail 
in Columbiana where he faces 
several additional charges, such 
as escape, car theft, and $1,300 
damages to the steel gates.

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VA retiree recounts memories

Serving Shelby County’s 
veterans has been the job of 
William Clark of Four Mile for 
almost 16 years. He retired 
recently and talked with the 
Reporter about some of the 
work his job entailed. 


He helped veterans apply for 
any of the many benefits that 
were available to them. Most of 
the veterans he saw were from 
World War II, because, ‘‘There 
are more of them.’’ But Korea 
and Vietnam veterans were also 
often needing his services. 


Overseas duty was not a 
requirement for obtaining 
veterans benfits. ‘‘Having been 
in the service one day makes you 
avet.’’ Clark notes. 

Educational benefits available 
for veterans have changed from 
the GI bill of WW II days to a 
variety of aids today. Clark en- 
joyed helping men and women 
veterans see that they obtained 
whatever educational benefits 
were available to them. 

Hospitalization is another 
benefit that veterans of their 
dependents often needed help 
with and Clark provided the 


assistance they needed. 

A veteran himself, Clark 
joined the Army in 1942, on 
George Washington’s birthday. 
He smiled when he recalled that 
although he lived in Anniston at 
the time, he was not assigned to 
Fort McClellan in Anniston, but 
rather, was sent to Fort McPher- 
son, Georgia, for his basic 
training. 

Clark went overseas first to 
Ireland, then to England during 
the war. He was in on the initial 
invasion of Africa and came on 
up through Italy as the Army ad- 
vanced.

Beef, poultry prices 
hold foodbasket line 


With inflation continuing its 
pressure on consumers, Alabama 
food shoppers found budget- 
saving bargains in meat and 
poultry items during October. 
The price decreases for these 
items helped keep the retail food 
price increase at less than one 
percent for the past month, ac- 
cording to the Alabama Farm 
Bureau Food Price Survey. 


The October market basket of 
twenty items was shopped for 
$23.97, which is a sixth-tenths of 
one percent increase since Sep- 
tember. Seasonal increases in 
produce and a moderate upturn 
in dairy prices contributed to the 
overall increase, said Dick 
Fifield, survey director. 

With a 1.6 percent decline in 
beef prices, food shoppers could 
find special bargains in T-bone 
steak and ground beef. ‘‘Pork 
chops were also a good buy with 
a decrease of five cents per pound 
and both poultry and egg prices 
declined 3.3 percent,’’ Fifield 
said. ‘‘Since shoppers spend 
nearly one-third of their food 
dollars for meats, these meat 
prices should have a significant 
impact on their food budget.”’ 

The continuing increase of 
pork and poultry production 
have kept thtse prices down, said 
Fifield. ‘‘This is not such good 
news for the producers. The high 
grain prices coupled with low 
prices received by producers have 
really hurt scme farmers. When 
it takes two pounds of feed to 
make ore pound of poultry, it is 
hard for producers tomeet ex- 
perses.”’ 

Fifield said the only answer is 
for the livestock producer to 
eventually adjust his production 
level to the demand, preventing 
over-production. ‘‘But, this is a 
difficult adjustment which, in the 


meantime, will allow shoppers to 
reap the benefits. Those con- 
sumer groups who were enraged 
about meat prices last winter 
should now acknowledge that our 
agricultural system does provide 
abundant, inexpensive food 
items.”” 

Northwest Alabama had the 
lowest market basket price this 
month with $23.42 northeast, 
$23.78; central, $24.19, and 
south, $24.48.

‘Pennies’ fraud pursued 


A high level of unemployment 
is usually accompanied by in- 
creased fraud in the state’s 
unemployment compensation 
program. The prospect of ‘‘easy 
money’’ is apparently an 
irresistible temptation for many 
claimants as economic pressures 
build, points out William J. 
Davis, director of the Alabama 
Department of Industrial 
Relations. 

Davis warned, however, that 


ine department has one of the 
most active fraud detection units 
in the nation. The department 
uses computers and a team of in- 
vestigators to ferret out those 
claimants who abuse the system. 
Fraud is currently costing the 
state unemployment compen- 
sation program about $3 million 
annually in benefit dollars. 
Eventually, the department will 
recover about 50 percent of the 
fraudulent overpayments. ‘‘They

DWI, speeders 


A statewide Selective Traffic 
Enforcement Program (STEP) 
began in Alabama in October. 
An $832,500 funding of state 
trooper Overtime pay will reap 
nearly 88,000 extra man-hours in 
the crackdown on the DWI 
and/or speed violator on many 
segments of Alabama highways. 

The first of four intense enfor- 
cement periods will end Decem- 
ber 31. Activity is now taking 


place in the Opelika, Dothan, 
and Decatur districts. 

January 1-March 31, 1980 will 
target the districts ‘of Mobile, 
Huntsville, and Anniston; March 
1-May 31, 1980 pull in Bir- 
mingham and Montgomery; and 
overlapping programs again will 
take place with the April 1-July 7, 
1980 activity in the Selma, 
Tuscaloosa, and Evergreen 
districts, 


unemployment compensation 
rip-off is probably the most 
common white collar crime in 
Alabama today,’’ Davis con- 
tinued. 

Fraud is committed most 
frequently, the director ex- 
plained, by claimants who 
initially have a legitimate claim 
for benefits but who continue to 
draw benefits after they resume 
working. Such violations will 
usually be detected by the com- 
puterized ‘‘cross match’’ system, 
which matches employer wage 
data with claims information. 
The computer identifies those 
persons who are simultaneously 
earning wages and drawing 
benefits. 

Making a false statement for 
the purpose of obtaining jobless 
benefits is a misdemeanor, 
punishable by a maximum fine of 
$250 and/or a jail sentence of up 
to three months. Each false 
statement constitutes a separate 
offense. In addition, the depar- 
tment may assess an ad- 
ministrative penalty which 
eliminates or reduces future 
benefits.

Personal computer gives 
child the gift of speech 


@Since personal computers 
caught the public eye in 1975, 
there has been speculation about 
the day when our lives would re- 
volve around these wondrous 
machines. 

Few people, however, would 
dispute that such a dream has 
preceeded reality by a consider- 
able margin. 

At the end of 1978, the indus- 
try had installed less than 
250,000 units. Most people 
have never seen or'touched a 
personal computer. 

Indeed, most people don’t 
know what a personal computer 
is. Yet for all this, personal com- 
puters are striding rapidly into 
American life. 


Would the real personal 
computer please stand up? 


A home computer is a device 
that serves the average person 
without prior training or detailed 
instructions. 

It does tasks, such as watering 
the lawn and maintaining tem- 
perature control. 

And, like a television set, it is 
incorporated into the popular 
culture. But, the role of the TV 
is understood, and a support net- 
work exists (broadcasters, re- 
pair shops, retailers) for the 
product to be readily put to work 
in a useful function. 

People don't buy television 
sets; they buy entertainment and 
information. 

A personal computer, on the 
other hand—like a calculator or 
a tool kit—is a device whose

size and price allow it to be oper- 
ated by knowledgeable individ- 
uals for personal use. 

It is not yet a consumer appli- 
ance; nevertheless, many per- 
sons use such machines every 
day to handle tasks, such as text 
editing and scientific calcula- 
tions. 

Out of such use will come the 
knowledge and support required 
to make computers a consumer 
item. 

So what’s it good for, 
anyhow? 

The mass market (unlike 
engineers and accountants) is 
not satisfied with dealing in 
numbers. 

As it begins to use the com- 
puter, its first demand will be for 
a ““friendly"’ machine. 

It’s one thing to sit an engi- 
neer in front of a stack of print- 
out. If interested enough, he or 
she will break the code. 

But, for a demanding audi- 
ence, take a ten year-old child. 
Born in the television age, 
raised upon the sophisticated 
graphics of Sesame Street— 
how can a traditional computer 
hold a child’s interest? 

Yet, it probably will be im- 
portant for that child to grow up 
understanding computers 

Fortunately, this vast market 
is spawning computers that can 
satisfy such an audience 

The most progressive of these 
personal computers is the Apple 
II, made by Apple Computer, 
Inc 

This machine was the first 
personal computer to combine 


“one box” packaging with such 
unique human interface ele- 
ments as 15-color graphics; 6- 
color, high-resolution graphics, 
sound (and speech) synthesis; 
and joystick hand-control in- 
puts. 

These humanizing elements 
have made possible some fas- 
cinating applications.

Chris’ father is an engineer 
with personal computer knowl- 
edge. 

He developed a system that 
could present words or letters on 
a video screen, allowing sen- 
tences to be constructed by 
means of a moveable cursor 
which could be controlled by a 
knee switch. 

Thanks to this machine, Chris 
can ‘speak.’ He can build sen- 
tences on a screen to talk to his 
friends. Chris can now reach out 
to affect things that he can’t 
reach from his wheelchair 

Using a standard Apple inter- 
face to remotely contro! AC de- 
vices, Chris can now turn on or 
off lamps, entertainment equip- 
ment and other household items. 

Chris thinks it’s a miracle. It’s 
not; it’s a personal computer, on 
its way to becoming an appli- 
ance.

(Everyone talks about keeping 
up with the Jones’, but have you 
ever tried to follow their televi- 
sion viewing schedule? 

Mr. Jones used to set his 
alarm clock every night so that 
next morning he could jump up, 
turn off the alarm and switch on 
the TV to the Today Show while 
he dressed to go to work. 

But now he has a television 
set that can be programmed to 
automatically turn on at 7:00 
AM on the proper channel, be- 
coming his new alarm clock, 
Monday through Friday.

Color TV sets with ‘brains’ 


get best picture automatically

The marriage of television to 
the electronic computer has pro- 
duced a new generation of color 
TV sets which are designed to 
provide the best picture every 
time—automatically. 

Most models of the new 1980 
color sets have incorporated 
computer functions in their tun- 
ing and color-adjustment sys- 
tems to take care of all the work, 
leaving the viewer to do nothing 
but enjoy. 

For example, the vast major- 
ity of consoles, and many porta- 
bles and table models, now fea- 
ture all-electronic tuning. 

This system does away with 
the last mechanical components 
in the TV set, not only making 
channel-selection much easier 
but eliminating one of the major 
causes of service calls. 

A large number of tuning sys- 
tems use the computer principle 
of “‘random access'’—which 
simply means any channel may 
be selected at random, without 
the necessity to tune through any 
others. 

This is usually accomplished 
by pushbutton (or “‘touchbut- 
ton,”’ which even saves the ef- 
fort of pushing). For example, 
you can tune directly from 
Channel 12 to Channel 36 to 
Channel 7. 


More improved tuning 


Another popular tuning fea- 

ture is high-speed channel-scan, 
which lets you tune all occupied 
channels in sequence, uutomati- 
cally skipping any channel 
which isn’t on the air in your 
area. 
With the advent of electronic 
tuning, wireless remote control 
is becoming an increasingly 
popular feature at a lower price 
premium. 

New sets adjust color and tint 


w 


to a special “vertical interval 
reference” (VIR) signal which 
is sent out by many stations 
along with the picture, through a 
series of computerized color- 
consistency circuits, or a com- 
bination of both. 


New TV sound 


For the first time, many major 
television manufacturers have 
sharply improved the sound sys- 
tems in at least some of their 
sets. 


This is designed to make full 
use of new high-fidelity network 
systems, which employ satellite 
or microwave relays to transmit 
far better sound along with net- 
work programs. 

Some TV set manufacturers 
have added separate audio am- 
plifiers, of the type used in hi-fi 
systems, to improve sound 
reproduction. 

Others use ‘‘synthesizers’’ to 
provide the directionality and 
clarity normally associated with 
stereophonic sound. 

The improvement in both pic- 
ture and sound for 1980 have 
been at least partly influenced 
by the growing demand for su- 

r10! tr ts to recreate 

he Coe of Pome video re- 
corders and videodisc systems. 

Both systems are capable of 
producing extremely high qual- 
ity pictures, and the videodisc 
(now in the introductory phase 
in some areas of the country) can 
supply pictures and sound which 
are superior to normal broadcast 
reception. 

The variety of television sets 
continues to increase as the 
number of sets per home multi- 
plies. 

Color portables with screens 
five inches or less in diameter 
are designed to play indoors on 
house power or outside using 
their own batteries. 
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Giant screen TV 


Projection color sets are a 
separate category in themselves. 

These giant-screen models 
project a picture onto a screen 
which is separate from the pic- 
ture tube, in a manner similar to 
projecting a motion picture. 

Among specialized new color 
sets for 1980 are those which 
may be pre-programmed to turn 
off, switch channels and turn off 
up to a week or more in advance, 
30 you never need miss your fa- 
vorite shows just because you 
forgot. 

Other new sets let you watch 
two or more channels at one 
time on several screens or a 
small picture inserted in the 
larger one. 

With a special closed-circuit 
TV camera, these sets let you 
keep and eye on Baby or moni- 
tor the front door while you're 
absorbed in the Nine O’Clock 
Movie. 

The black-and-white set has 
become “‘everywhere televi- 
sion.”’ You can take it wherever 
you go. Screens range from as 
small as 1'/ inches to 22 inches. 

The newest product is the 
**mini-combo,” a complete en- 
tertainment center in a compact 
package. Most of these units 
also contain audio cassette re- 
corders and AM-FM radios. 


Inflation fighters 


Best of all, for the consumer, 
a combination of technology 
and strong competition among 
TV set manufacturers has re- 
sulted in products whose prices 
label them as “best buys,"’ prod- 
ucts which have not suffered 
from the inroads of inflation 
which are manifest in almost 
every other aspect of America’s 
daily life. 

The Consumer Price Index 
for all products has more than 
doubled the index for television 
sets in the past 12 years, clearly 
establishing the video value. 
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Survey shows popularity of TV 


@More television sets are 
owned today than either tele- 
phones or automobiles, accord- 
ing to an RCA survey. 

There are approximately 140 
million color and black-and- 
white television sets in Ameri- 
can homes, compared with 120 
million residential telephones 
and 119 million family cars. 

The television set achieved 
its dominant position in 
America despite the fact that 


black-and-white television is 
just 33 years old, and color tele- 
vision celebrates its 25th an- 
niversary this year. 

The automobile is about 80 
years old and the telephone has 
been around for more than a 
century. 

RCA said 1978 marked the 
first time that the number of 
color TV sets in use exceeded 
the number of black-and-white 
units.

After Cox and members of his 
family harvested the cane, they 
hooked a tractor to a crossbeam 
on the old mill and started 
squeezing the juice. 

When it had boiled to the 
proper consistency, the juice was 
poured into cans to be used by 
members of the family and frien- 
ds. 

“We should be able to get 
about 300 gallons from what 
we’ve harvested,’’ remarked 
Cox. He proudly noted that he 
and his father had once produced 
2,800 gallons in a season. 

During the recent syrup 
making process, Cox and _ his 
helpers arrived at the mill every 
morning at 6 and stayed at their 
task until 8 in the evening. ‘‘This 
used to be a big social event,’’ he 
reported.

The Reporter’s Hunting and 
Fishing expert talks about herb 
cooking this week, and how he 
Jearned to prepare wild game for 

- premium flavor when he was a 
soldier in Europe. 


by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Most of us, except Gourmet 
magazine readers, never got in- 
volved in herb cooking until 
European influences of World 
War II. Oh, we knew about dill 
in pickled cucumbers. There was 
curly Italian parsley that adorned 
m; steak or fish dish in 
restaurants. After the war I ate 
the parsley with gusto. Then 
there were sesame and caraway 
seeds on buns and cookies. 
Mustard is also classified as an 
herb, but I’ve eaten it as greens as 
long as I can remember. Chilies 
were common in Mexico dishes, 
but as a teenager in Selma in the 

30's, I didn’t know a tace from a 
torilla. Members of the onion 
family -- leeks, chives, shallets, 
garlic and similar champions of 
French creative cookery -- were 
little known until the past couple 
of decades. 

My interest in herb cooking 
became a fact in 1944, just 
behind the desperate German 
lines, when a French peasant 
woman turned my 10-in-One 
U.S Army Ration of corned beef 
hash into the ‘‘piece de resistan- 
ce’’! My battery cooks never did 
anything but open a can of hash 
and heat it up. That day within 
range of German long range ar- 
tillery I stuffed one can of hash, 
unopened, along with packs of 
cigarettes and chocolate into my 
pack bag to barter for fresh eggs, 
fresh tomatoes, and fresh mature 
onions along the French coun- 


= tryside. All officers and EM’s 
- did it. Things got so bad I 
- couldn’t keep a mess of GI 


powdered eggs down. Even now I 
won’t eat Spam. 

Anyway, I got the fresh eggs 
and produce, but the woman and 
her husband, whom we had just 
liberated, invited me to stay and 
eat. He and I went out and 
bagged about six pheasants.

When we returned, 
sumptuous dinner on the table. 
But the main thing I remember 
was the delightful taste of that 


hash! With her broken English 
and my little army French phrase 
book, I figured she had used a 
combination of herbs with that 
hash. And you cooks know as 
well as I that ‘‘hash’’ means the 
end of the line for beef, pork and 
poultry. But at that time, 
however, I couldn't have 
distinguished rosemary from 
tarragon. 

During the Occupation period 
in Europe our German women 
cooks in military government 
used herbs daily in our meals. 
There was no comparison in the 
fresh foods we savored daily as to 
what the military consumed. 

My biggest interest in cooking 
with herbs has been centered on 
those used in cooking wild game 
and fish. As a result, I now grow 
some 25 species and varieties of 
herbs in my garden. To me the 
fresh green herbs are ten times 
better than the dried form you 
buy in cans on the spice shelf in 
your supermarket. In fact, I’m 
now freezing packets of green 
herbs until the following spring. 

There’s a lot to know about 
herbs for cooking. For example, 
I bagged a few ringnecked ducks 
30 years ago in a big swamp near 
Tuskegee. The recipe called for 
one bay leaf (dried). This dish 
turned out well. Then I jump- 
shot some black mallards and 
woodies. I figured that if one 
dried bay leaf would do a good 
job, why not three dried leaves 
for a better taste? The cooked 
mess was so strong my family 
could hardly eat it! The rule of 
thumb I follow now is to use the 
amount of herbs prescribed and I 
have to assume a half teaspoon 
thyme means dried thyme, etc. 
Since I use fresh herbs, I triple 
the amount needed for the dish. 

Some herbs, like bay, are as 
strong to the palate as a hydraulic 
press is to a bale of cotton. Other 
herbs are strong and over- 
powering: safe, garlic, hor- 
seradish, sorrel. Some herbs can

Let’s get down to the nitty grit- 
ty in cooking with herbs. My 
most memorable introduction to 
garlic was a suggestion to rub my 
next raw steak with it -- I had not 
seen a garlic press then in the late 
*40’s -- and cook my steak rare. 
Before that I preferred fried 
chicken to steak anytime, because 
my parents’ standard was well 
done country fried steak with no 
garlic touch. Nowadays I grow 
most of my own garlic and use it 
on all venison steaks, roasts. I 
also grow my own bay, but I have 
to pot the growing bush every 
winter and take it inside. Green 
bay leaves are a must every time I 
make venison stew. 


For wild turkeys dressing you 


can use parsley, sweet majoram 


For wild duck you can 
make a marinade, using 
tarragon, rosemary, parsley, 
chopped onions, garlic, caraway 
seed. 

I checked one venison stew 
recipe I found in one of my herb 
cookbooks and here’s the list of 
herbs: parsley, garlic, leaf sage, 
coriander, rosemary, majoram, 
thyme and leeks. 1 personally 
believe too many herbs kill one 
another’s flavor. 


or sage. 


When eating {ried fish I usually 
make a rosemary, butter and 
lemon juice sauce. I also like 
fresh horseradish I usually grind 
and freeze every winter and serve 
with my fish and oysters and 
shrimp. I can tell you this: grin- 
ding horseradish will open up 
your sinuses! My tears in the 
process will soak my handker- 
chief to dripping. 

You can make dill sauce with 
shrimp and herb butter, using 
garlic, or basil, or dill, etc. 
You'll have to do your own ex- 
perimentation, but at least follow 
the herb recipes you find in most 
cookbooks today. 

However, don’t brag, you’ve 
invented some new tricks with 


herbs. The Bible includes 
references to anise, mint, garlic 
and coriander!

Though Shelby Countian s are 
usually the last to take advantage 
of them, Shelby County is laced 
with. some of the most favorable 
bicyeling paths around. 

Some 25 serious cyclists from 
all over the Southeast converged 
on Genery Gap, October 14, to 
spend. a beautiful autumn day 
bicycle-racing. 

The ‘U.S. Cycling Federation 
and its local affiliate, the 
Alabama Wheelmen, sponsored 
the event which began at the iter- 
section..of SC 52 and Jefferson 
Co. 2. 

The racers, divided into seven 
classes, took off at 11:45 Sunday 
morning south on SC 52 for over 
a mile of downhill speeding 
before turning west on SC 13. 
Passing the dangerously-diagonal 
Southern Railway tracks at Tur- 
ner Crossing, the group turned 
north again on SC 1 and over- 
came a long and tiring ascent 
back up to Shades Crest. From 
there, a short jog put them on 
Jefferson County 2, and a 
pleasant ride along the ridge, 
with a splendid view of the 
Cahaba valley to the south, was 
theirs until the finish line just 
before the Indian Ford Fire Hall 
now under construction.

When engineers stumped 


Pelham man invents machine... 


by David Moore 
What is it? 
‘It’s an environmental 


simulator,’ says the machine’s 
inventor, Harry Cosper. 

It looks like a do-hickey. Or 
maybe even a thing-a-ma-jig. It 
might have stepped straight out 
of the pages of a Dr. Suess book. 

“It’s not very pretty, but it’s 
functional,’’ Cosper says. ‘‘It’s 
the only one like it.’ There is a 
parental pride in his voice, like 
maybe he’s showing you pictures 
of his children. 

Actually, he designed the 
machine for his daughter-in-law, 
Elizabeth Cosper, a doctor in 
marine biology at Lamont- 
Dogerty Marine Observatory in 
Palisades, New York. The 
machine will be used in the 
cultivation of microscopic marine 
organisms for research. 

Through a series of assorted 
pulleys and drive belts mounted 
on a board, a small electric motor 
turns a metal screen disc com- 
posed of filters of various den- 
sities. A light situated behind the 
filter simulates the cycle of a day 
from sunrise to sunset, allowing 
organisms to grow in an en- 
vironment akin to their natural 
surroundings. 

The machine works like a tran- 
smission of sorts, and actually 
has four speeds (2, 18, 28 and 36 
revolutions per day) for perfor- 


ming different experiments. 

Cosper heard that engineers 
working a similar simulator were 
stumped and said it couldn’t be 
made. That was just the kind of 
stimulation the Pelham man 
needed. He spent eight weeks 
thinking about the machine, six 
weeks tinkering with it, and a 
month working on it in earnest. 

“IT get nothing out of it but 
maybe honorable mention in a 
scientific journal,’’ Cosper says. 
He doesn’t say so, but you can 
tell he also gets an immense self- 
satisfaction from having built it. 

Cosper, who is retired from the 
social security office in Bir- 
mingham, says he’s always been 
on the ‘‘nosey”’ side when it came 
to machines and making things.”’ 

“I’m not a mathmatician or 
engineer--although I have been 
accused of it before,’’ Cosper 
says with a pleased chuckle. ‘‘I 
pride myself in my common sen- 
se.”” 

Cosper, according to his wife, 
Linnie, spends hours a day 
tinkering on projects in his 
basement. In fact, he even 
designed their house in Indian 
Hills some seven years ago. 

When he’s not working in the 
basement, expressing his 
opinions on Howard Cossell, or 
talking about Rube Goldberg (a 
turn of the century cartoonists 
and sculptor who designed com- 
plicated gadgets to do simple or

‘*Every time we borrow it will 
cost us,’’ Knowles remarked. 
**But we have no choice,’’ he ad- 
ded. ‘*We have to pay our people 
and our bills.’’ 

After approving the payroll, 
the education panel gave Knowles 
permission to borrow up to 
$750,000 in order to meet it and 
pay other bills. 

Last month the Board ap- 
proved a $125,000 loan to get by. 
Both that amount and the present 
loan, which are due Jan. 15, 
1980, will be paid off with local 
tax money when it is received. 

With the intention of putting 
money now used for ad- 
ministration into training oppor- 
tunities, Knowles recommended 
to the Board that they enter into a 
direct contract with the state in- 
school CETA program. 

By changing the present setup, 
which now means going through 
a district office, the superinten- 
dent pointed out that the person 
in charge would be in a better 
position to write programs and 
compete for funds. 

The panel voted in favor of the 
proposal and to hire Mrs. Norma 
Wilson, who is familiar with 
the program, to be the coor- 
dinator. 

“‘The only charge to us,”’ 
Knowles related, ‘‘would be for 
the floor space this lady would 
occupy and for the heating and 
cooling of that area.’’

That was 
the conclusion of most of the 80 
civilians from Alabama who saw 
Marine Corps recruit training at 
first hand last week at Parris 
Island, S.C. 

Today’s Marine recruit gets 
plenty of tough discipline and 
rigorous physical training, but 
new regulations and extra super- 
vision have been added to prevent 
the training abuses. that 
sometimes occurred in the past. 

The Marines continue to instill 
in their recruits that Marines are 
“the best’. Their training is 
aimed at building ability to han- 
dle tough situations, and that in 
turn leads to great self confiden- 
ce. 

Parris Island is the training 
center for all male recruits from 
east of the Mississippi, and it is 
the only training center for 
women Marine recruits. About 
24,000 men are trained at P.I. 
each year, and about 2,400 
women are trained there. 
Women’s facilities are being ex- 
panded to 9,000 by the year 1980 
(About 26,000 men take their 
training at the San Diego-Camp 
Pendleton center.) 

There is a difference in training 
standards for men and women. 
The men spend 10.3 weeks at it, 
but the women finish in 8 weeks. 
Men have a 6-day week in 
training, with a 10% hour day. 
Women have 5% day week and 
do not have to take marksman- 
ship, weapons, field training, or 
serve On mess and maintenance 
duty. Women’s training involves 
‘much drill and physical training’ 
according to a Marine 
spokesman. They must be able to 
run 1% miles in 15 minutes by the 
end of their 8 weeks. 

All enlisted women must have 
a high school diploma. The Cor- 
ps strives to enlist 75% of its men 
with diplomas. The attrition rate 
for women recruits is about 13% 
and for men, it is 14%. 

About 5% of the women 
recruits have children when they 
enter the Corps. The Corps 
requires that they have firm 
arrangements made for the 
child’s care during the eight-week 
training period. After that, the 
women have a scheduled work- 
day and can care for their own 
children with the aid of schools 
or day care centers. 

Women serve in non-combat 
duty, and some of the fields they 
can train for are: electronic 
technicians, plumbers, elec- 
tricians, air controllers, bands, 
cooks, bakers, truck and heavy 
equipment drivers, and drill in- 
structors. 

Pay for men and women 
recruits is the same: $448 per 
month. 

One officer described the basic 
training period as a ‘‘love-hate 
relationship between recruits and 
the Marine Corps.”’ 

When men recruits arrive at 
Parris Island they are given 
haircuts and initial physicals. 
The haircuts are not only for 
traditional reasons, but also -for 
psychological reasons. One of- 
ficer told us the haircut ‘‘puts a 
glaze over their eyes for about 
three weeks.’’ 

The recruit spends two weeks 
on the rifle range, which is said to 
be the most enjoyable period of 
his training. After that he is 
assigned a week in the mess halls. 
One officer called mess duty 
‘“‘real world exposure.’’ It is 
almost universally disliked by the 
recruits. 

Four weeks are devoted to per- 
formance oriented training. 
Swimming 100 yards and sur- 
viving in the water for 5 minutes 
is required. Recruits spend a 
week camping in field conditions. 
in tents, practicing infiltration 
techniques where they crawl un- 
der barbed wire with fake gunfire

In the past the famed Marine 
drill instructor has had a mixed 
public image. Seen as super- 
tough, who was too hard on some 
recruits, yet was praised for 
making men out of boys, the 
training and attitudes of drill in- 
structors has changed slightly 
over the years. 

Today’s drill instructor goes 
through an eight week training 
period to learn the skills required. 
To be a drill instructor today 
requires the ‘‘hardest, most 
demanding physical requirements 
ever in the history of the Corps’’ 
according to Captain Wills, 
director of the DI school at Parris 
Island. He said the drill instruc- 
tor must have an I.Q. over 90 and 
must be prepared to work an 84- 
hour work week. He learns the 
‘legitimate uses of stress in or- 
der to teach an understanding of 
courage.”’

developmental program. There 
will be a change in their body, 
mind and spirit. The change in 
spirit is not taught, it’s absorbed. 
You don’t do young people any 
service by giving them easy 
training. You will see stress at

On the recommendation of 
Police Chief C, E. **Bull’’ Car- 
ter, the panel passed the ordinan- 
ce Monday night which covers 
airguns, pistols, rifles, all types 
of knives and slingshots. 

It was mentioned that a num- 
ber of street lights, traffic lights 
and car windshields had been put 

t with airguns and slingshots. 
If’s hoped that the new law will 
put an end to this type of nuisan- 
ce. 

There is already a state law on 
the books, it was pointed out 
against carrying concealed 
weapons. ‘‘This will add some 
extra teeth tor the benefit of the 
city,’’ remarked Mayor Jack 
Zuiderhoek. 


The new ordinance will carry a 
maximum fine of $200 and im- 
prisonment of up to 20 days. 
Both penalties can be imposed. 

Another ordinance that was 
passed concerned the updating of 
sub-division regulations and ad- 
ding some new provisions. The 
recommendations were made by 
the city’s zoning board and a 
public hearing was held three 
months ago. 

When there were no objections 
to the proposal, it was given to 
city attorney Karl Harrison 
draw up. Since the regulations 
are too lengthy to publish, they 
are available for inspection at city 
hall. 

Although the three council 
members present favored giving 
the local YMCA a 20 year lease, 
the motion was tabled until the 
next meeting so the Coun- 
cilwoman Charlotte Burke and 
Councilman Gene Glasgow could 
voice their opinions. 


Habitual criminals 


face new sentencing | 


fhe ncw ‘Habitual Offender’ 
Act wall be a zood thing, accor- 
ding to Circuit District Attorney 
William Hill 

Hili told the Reporter in an in- 
terview that the new law, which is 
scheduled to go into effect the 
first of the year, should lead to 
keeping habitual criminals off the 
streets, 

According to Hill, the new law 
will deal with sentencing the 
Class A, B, and C felonies. 

If a person has previously been 
convicted of a Class C felony and 
then is convicted of another Class 

, he or she will be punished as if 
the second offense were a Class 
B. 

If convicted for a second Class 


B felony, the offender will be sen- 
tenced as if he or she had com- 
mitted a Class A felony. 

Hill told the Reporter that un- 
der the ‘‘Good Time Law”’ many 
criminals have learned how to 
manipulate the system, where a 
life sentence means a maximum 
prison term of 8 years. 

He thinks the new ‘Habitual 
Offender’ Law ‘‘will build some 
consequences into the system.”” 

Hill has been serving as District 
Attorney for the 18th Judicial 
District (Shelby, Clay, and Coosa 
Counties) since last spring. He 
was named to fill the vacancy 
created when former D.A. 
Harold Walden was elected Cir- 
cuit Judge. 


Helena woman killed 


in three-car crash 


A three car crash on rain slick 
U.S 31 in Pelham Thursday 
evening killed a Helena woman 
and injured three other people. 

According to Coroner Billy 
Thompson, Mrs. Mary Warren, 
59, of 1510 Citation Terrace, 
Helena, was announced dead on 
arrival at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital at 6:56 p.m., November 
1. 

PPD Sgt, D.B. Matson, who 
was on the scene, said Pelham 
paramedics worked intently to 
revive Mrs. Warren without suc- 
cess. 

Matson explained that ap- 
parently the 1979 Buick, driven 
by Mrs. Warren’s husband, 

an D. Warren, went out of 
control on the wet pavement, 
skidded across the median from 
the northbound lane, and was 


struck in the passenger’s door by 
a southbound car. 

The second car, a 1977 
Chevrolet Nova driven by 
Thomas E. Simmons, 39, of 904 
Colonial Drive, Alabaster, was 
struck in the rear by a third car, a 
1979 Mercury driven by Robert 
Bruce Durbin, 33, of No. 1 Ed- 
dins Lane, Montevallo. 


Leman Warren and Durbin 
were taken to SMH, treated for 
minor injuries and released. 
Simons was listed by SMH in 
satisfactory and improving con- 
dition Monday. 


Sgt. Matson said that the ac- 
cident occured at 6:20 p.m., and 
that it was raining steadily at the 
time. The wreck partially 
blocked traffic for over an hour, 
Matson added.

Installing sewer lines to some 
new apartment units, the couple 
had crossed a strip of land owned 
by the Columbiana Housing 
Authority. And because an 
easement had not been obtained 
the authority filed a suit against 
the Walkers requesting that the 
lines be removed. 

Attorney Karl Harrison had 
pointed out the city could be 
brought into the suit if they en- 
tered the dispute so no action was 
taken on the matter. 
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Pelham plans park 
with federal grant

Plans for a city park in 
Pelham, which have been in the 
making for about two years, have 
finally started coming together. 

At Monday’s council meeting, 
a resolution was passed agreeing 
to comply with the requirements 
set down by the Department of 
Conservation and National 
Resources in order to receive a 
land purchase grant for the park. 

Mayor Burk Dunaway said the 
grant will be for $128,906.50. 

The money will be used to pur- 
chase nearly 42 acres of land 
located between U.S. 31 and 
Hwy. 105, behind the Pelham 
skating rink, Dunaway pointed 
out. 

Other grants are being applied 
for which will enable the city to 
build ball parks, picnic areas, 
tennis courts and bike trails in the 
park, according to city clerk 
Willie May Dennis. 

To receive the land purchase 
grant, the city has to pay a sur- 
charge of $1933, she said. 

In a 4-1 vote, the council ap- 
proved a request for a liquor 
license for ‘‘A Touch of Class’’ 
to be located at 2105 Old Mont- 
gomery Highway.

escapes new jail 


Montevallo police and county 
law enforcement officers have 
found that it’s no easy task to 
hang on to a 17 year old 
Homewood youth. 


Anthony Cunningham, who is 
the first prisoner ever to have 
escaped from the new Shelby 
County jail, made his first suc- 
cessful break-out from the Mon- 
tevallo jail seven days earlier. 

Jailers say that Cunningham 
managed to get out through a 
window in the Columbiana 
facility at approximately 2 p.m. 
Friday. It’s assumed that the 
youth made good his getaway in a 
1974 Chrysler that was stolen 
from its parking place on the 
main street of town. 


According to jail sources, 
Cunningham took the arm off a 
chair in the pod where he was 
being held, and used it to pry the 
frame off one of the unbreakable 
plastic windows. 

It’s reported that the area 
where the youth was being kept 
has been designated for female 
prisoners. And the windows in 
that pod, it’s said, are different 
from those in the rest of the 
prison. 


Because that area cannot be seen 
from the tower, Cunningham had 
been gone for two hours or more 
before he was missed. 

No one is certain how the 
clever prisoner managed to get 
outside the barbed wire topped 
fence, Since there are no holes in 
the enclosure, one jailer theorized 
that he might have squeezed un- 
derneath. 

Cunningham left the Mon- 
tevallo jail by way of an 11 by 12 
inch ventilator through which he 
managed to cram his 168 pound 
frame. 

A description of the car in 
which the youth escaped from the 
Municipal jail was put in the 
NCIC (National Crim. - 
mation Center) machine and he 
was picked up in Birmingham 
two days later and taken to the 
Shelby County jail. 

The same procedure has been 
followed after Cunningham’s 
second flight from jail, but at 
presstime Tuesday, there was still 
no word as to his whereabouts. 

Montevallo police had arrested 
the Homewood youth after they 
had stopped him for driving with 
out tail lights and then found the 
car was stolen.

County assessor answers your tax questions 


Shelby County Tax Assessor Bobbie Reynolds prepared this list of 
the questions most commonly asked by taxpayers and provided the 
answers. 


PROPERTY OWNERS QUESTIONS & ANSWERS 


Q. 1 went to the Board of Equalization and they didn’t make any 


changes, can you? 


Q. Why did I get two notices, I’ve only been getting one? 

A. The new mapping system in the State; if a piece of property 
crosses a section line, a railroad or main road, it is a separate parcel. 

Q. This shows me with 13 acres, I have 15. 

A. Acreage shown in calculated acres. It normally will differ from 
deed acreage, as it is only for taxable property, not excluding rights of 


way and other factors. 
Q, Is my tax notice correct? 


A. We will check it out and if it isn’t, we will be happy to see that it 


is corrected. 


Q. Why didn’t I get Homestead? 


A. Your deed is dated November 11, 1979, since the tax year runs 
from October to October you would have had to be living in the house 
on October 1, 1978 to have received Homestead this year. 

Q. Why did my tax bill jump this year? 

A. All the property has been revalued in the State under a Federal 
Court ORDER plus Amendment No. | put property in classes; farm, 
pasture, timber and residential property are in Class No. 3 at 10%, 
rental and undeveloped lands are in Class No. 2 at 20%. The com- 
bination of the reappraisal and Amendment No. | has resulted in a 


higher valuation in your case. 


Q. Why did the taxes on my home go down this year? They are not 


as much as last year. 


A. Last year residential was assessed on a 15% ratio. This year it is 


A. l’msorry, I cannot change any values: 

Q. What do I do next after the Board refused to lower these values? 

A. You have the right to Appeal the values to Circuit Court for this 
tax year. 

Q. What can I do if I don’t want to go to Circuit Court? 

A. Not anything for this year, but when the Board goes back in 
session in March, you may write a letter requesting an appointment 
with the Board and meet with them again. 

Q. What is current use? 

A, Current use may be applied for on property that is in Class No. 
3 and is being used as farm land, crop land or timber land. If your 
property qualifies for current use, the value will be adjusted for tax 
purposes. 

Q. How do I get current use on my property? 

A. You may get an application in the Assessor’s office to fill out 
and turn back in before December 31, 1979. This will be for taxes due 
October, November and December, 1980. 

Q. I went before the Board of Equalization and they said they were 
going to change my value, but my tax notice did not reflect that 
change having been made, 

A. The Board hearings resulted in approximately 8,000 changes - 
1,200 changes that because of deadlines to be met did not get made. 
But, as we have time these changes are being made and you will receive 
a corrected tax notice, because we are tied up during the working day 
waiting on the public, we are slow in making these corrections and it 
may be the first of the year or later before you get a corrected tax 
notice. 

Q. You were supposed to change this for me, or the mappers on the

If you 
never signed for Homestead on this property, you may sign for the 


exemption and receive it next year.

The Question of Infant Baptism 

As in the study of other religious 
questions, one must go to the New 
Testament in order to answer the 
question ‘‘Who is a fit subject for 
New Testament baptism?" Inas- 
much as Christ taught that the 
commandments of men lead to vain 
worship (Matthew 15:9), we must 
speak as the oracles of God (1 Peter 
4:11) -- that is, seek for a Bible 
answer to all religious questions. 
Thus we approach the question, 
“Are infants fit subjects for New 
Testament baptism?" 

Jesus Christ answers this inquiry 
in Mark 16:15, where He states, ‘Go 

into ali the world and preach the 
Rospel to every creature. He that 
believeth and is baptized shall be 
saved; he that believeth not shall be 
condemned.’" Here. we see two 
characteristics of the one who is to be 
baptized. First, he has the capacity 
of being taught the gospel, and 
second, he has the capability to 
believe. Christ therefore teaches 
clearly that infants are not subjects 
for New Testament baptism. 

The Apostle Peter teaches, 
‘Repent and be baptized every one 
of you, in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of your sins, and ye 
shail receive the gift of the Holy 
Spirit.’ (Acts 2:38) Luke recorded 

, that, **They that gladly received his 
word were baptized, and there were 
added unto them that day about 
3,000 souls."’ (Acts 2:41) One can 
thus see from the above events that 
those baptized were able both to 
repent of sins and to receive the 
word. Since infants have no sins of 
which to repent and since they 
cannot gladly receive the word, the 
events in Acts 2 rule out an infant's 
being baptized for the remission of 
sins. 

A brief perusal! of the book of Acts, 
the book of conversions, will show 
that no infant was baptived for the 
remission of sins in the early church. 
Any such practice is foreign from the 
teaching of the scriptures, holds it 
origin with the commandments and 
doctrines of men, and is destitute of 
the authority of Jehovah. 

Dear reader, have you gladly, 
received the word, believed, 
repented and been baptized in water 
for the remission of your sins? 
Though no infant is subject to these 
commands, all responsible individ- 
uals must comply therewith.

Police duties at many colleges 
and universities have undergone 
‘‘an amazing evolution’’ in the 
last 10 or 15 years, according to 
University of Montevallo Police 
Chief David Nichols. 

The old campus ‘‘security 
guard’’ concept has given way to 
highly organized and 
professionally trained law enfor- 
cement officers, who are involved 
in fields as diverse as traffic con- 
trol and parking, energy use 

_ monitoring, criminal _in- 
vestigations, fire safety inspec- 
-tions and emergency medical 


. work. 
* Nichols, who recently wrote 
‘Campus Police: The New 


Professionals,’’ in a_ national 
* Magazine, American School and 
University, also said that univer- 
sity police are generally younger 


‘and more educated than their 


counterpart city or county of- 
And students have in- 
~ fluenced the change. 

College students today, he 
said. are generally more serious 
about their studies than students 
who were on campuses only five 
~-or 10 years ago. They also want 

to study and enjoy the varied 
socia] and cultural activities of- 
_.fered on most campuses, Nichols 
added, in a safe, comfortable set- 
ting 
__” Students also prefer younger 
_ well educated officers who are 
> capable of communicating easily 
with the various groups of 
“Students, faculty and university 
staff. 

At Montevallo, the 10 full-time 
employees have completed an 
average of 3.4 years of college. 
Five have earned bachelor’s 


Although students no longer 
are required to register in and out 
of dorms within specific hours, 
the buildings are still locked late 
at night, he said. Students in each 
dorm know the combination to 
door locks. Many buildings 
which contain expensive equip- 
ment are also closely monitored, 
he said. 

Public relations -- knowing and 
understanding people on and off 
campus and helping them know 
and understand you and your job 
-- is another major thrust of the 
department, Nichols said. UM 
Police meet with students in 
class, at fraternity, sorority and 
dormitory meetings and during 
other on-campus programs. They 
also have presented programs at 
local kindergartens, nursery 
schools and other public schools. 

UM energy conservation 
program, which has received 
national and state recognition in 
recent months, has also involved 
UM police. When they make 
their building security inspec- 
tions, they also check for lights 
degrees, one is working on a 
master’s degree and one is 
working on a bachelor’s degree. 

“We'll compare to any other 
police force in the area,” said 
Nichols, who is beginning work 
on a doctorate in_ higher 
education administration at the 
University of Alabama. 

UM’s police force is young, 
too. The average age of UM 
policemen is 28. 

‘We believe younger officers 
relate better to our students and 
better complement the youthful 
atmosphere of the University,” 
Nichols said.

In addition to all of their on- 
campus work, the UM Police also 
work closely with local city and 
county policemen, too, Nichols 
said. 

“The two departments, city 
and campus, lend themselves to 
reliance on each other,”’ he said. 
‘*We have good relations with the 
City Police Department.”’ 

Just last September, campus 
police provided back-up service 
for the city 20 times. 

UM Police know other area 
law enforcement officers through 
not only their day-to-day work 
but through organizations such 
as the Shelby County Chiefs of 
Police Association and the 
Fraternal Order of Police. 

‘We stress professional 
growth, training and service,’’ 
Nichols said. ‘‘We are striving 
for a better department through 
education, training, selective em- 
ployment practices and better 
public relations.”’ 

Yet several of the officers have 
more than five years of law en- 
forcement experience, and the 
majority have completed the 
Alabama Police Academy. 

‘*But we haven’t stopped 
here,’’ Nichols said. UM officers 
have attended several continuing 
education and training programs, 
and several have been sent to 
special schools in burglary in-

Chelsea problems stem from lack of support 


Coach Richard Conkle is under 
fire at Chelsea High School from 
several members of the communi- 
ty. A resolution was adopted at 
the Quarterback Club meeting 
last week calling for his resigna- 
tion. 

It is becoming apparent that 
some college football trends are 
sneaking into the high school 
ranks. When a coach doesn’t win 
everyone right away blames the 
coach and asks for a replace- 
ment. The trouble is, most people 
believe that a coaching change 
will automatically make the team 
a winner. That hasn’t worked out 
in several instances. 

Coach Conkle has been at 
Chelsea since football began for 
the school some 13 years ago. 
Two perfect seasons and several 
winning ones have been posted at 
the school and most of those 
Conkle was the only 
coach. 

In the past 10 years, most 
coaching staffs have grown from 
two to five or six. The reason was 
obvious, six coaches can get more 
done than two. Chelsea hasn't 
enjoyed such changes though, as 
Conkle and one assistant and 
handled the chores for football. 

‘The days of a two-man staff 
are over’? one county coach 


lamented a week ago. ‘‘We’ve 
been playing teams with staffs of 
five and six every game this 
year.”’ He quickly added that he 
wasn’t offering an excuse for los- 
ing, but that with a larger staff, 
the fine points of the game can be 
handled with more individual at- 
tention. Thus, this coach says 
that a large staff makes coaching 
easier and the team is able to con- 
centrate on the more important, 
larger aspects. 

What has happened to Chelsea 
is what seems to me as an obvious 
lack of communication between 
the athletic department and the 
school. administration. When ex- 
tra coaches are needed, the nor- 
mal method of procuring them is 
to inform the principal that a 
need exists and then when a 
teaching position opens, both the 
principal and coach get together 
to see if they can get a coach to 
fill the vacancy. That has yet to 
happen in Hornet country. 

A new coach was hired at 
Chelsea this fall, but not with the 
approval or knowledge of Con- 
kle. Let me add that Conkle is 
not dissatisfied with his new 
assistant, only with the manner in 
which he was employed. 

A new coach at Chelsea will en- 
counter the same problems Con- 


kle has the past several years-not 
enough support from the com- 
munity and school. Until that is 
changed, Chelsea will continue to 
suffer defeats. 

The problem appears to me 
that many angry football fans 
know little about the game and 
about what it takes to win. 
Besides having qualified coaches, 
the team needs athletes. 

I don’t want to hurt anyone’s 
feelings, but Chelsea isn’t blessed 
with an abundance of star 
athletes and those that will 
become good football players at 
the school still have some ex- 
perience to get under their belts. 

Chelsea has had the misfortune 
this year to play a lot of senior 
ball clubs and teams which have 
some high quality athletes. That, 
coupled with the inexperience of 
the Hornets will cost some 
games. What Chelsea needs is 
more time and more help on the 
field and less bickering in the 
background. 

Surely some will say I’m help- 
ing to protect a coach, but they 
will be wrong. I’m defending the 
system of coaching. When 
parents and residents can dictate 
who will coach, than a change is 
needed. 

Someone said at Chelsea a 


week ago,‘‘When the Bear loses 
he accepts full responsibility for 
the loss.’’ The answer is elemen- 
tary. Bryant chooses who he 
wants to play for him and high 
school coaches don’t. 

‘*We’re tired of these losing 
seasons’? was one quarterback 
club member's comment. My 
answer to them is,‘‘Where were 
you several years ago when it 
became apparent that the athletic 
department needed some help°’”’ 
Money isn’t the only asset that a 
school draws upon. Support 
from the community and parents 
of the players is the biggest asset 
and without that, no school can 
become a winner. 

It would be sad to see Conkle 
leave Chelsea but in one way it 
would point out to the people of 
the community that winning in- 
volves more than who the coach 
is. 
With the support of the com- 
munity and administration, near- 
ly any coach can have a respectful 
season. Conkle is also capable of 
the same if he had a sound base 
of support. It’s up to the poeple 
of Chelsea to start getting behind 
the cart and pushing instead of 
standing on the side and telling 
everyone why it won’t go for- 
ward.

Squirrels became idol game 
statewide Oct. 25. Hunters in 
some northern Ala. counties have 
been bagging the bushy-tailed 
rodents since Oct. 15. Their 
season will close Jan. 2, 1980 and 
hunters in remaining counties will 
enjoy legal squirrel hunting 
through Jan. 11. Daily bag and 
possession limit is eight squirrels. 

In my yearling years the 
squirrel was the most popular 
game species of the woodlands. I 
spent almost every fall and winter 
afternoon after school in a 
beautiful Dallas county swamp. 
My weapon was a .22 calibre 
Savage Model 23 A bolt action 
five-shot rifle. I saved my pen- 
nies during depression years of 
the early ‘30’s and bought a 
Weaver 3-power scope sight with 
post _recticle. An adjustable 
leather sling completed the 
assembly. After school every day 
when rain wasn’t falling I drop- 
ped my books in my room, slung 
my rifle over my shoulder and 
bike pedaled the five miles to the 
swamp oak bottoms. 

I firmly believe my early 
squirrel hunting years taught me 
rules and techniques of proper 
rifle shooting and stalk hunting. 
Rule of thumb then was to bag a 
squirrel with a head shot. This 
meant a clean, quick kill and no 
damage to body meat. After 
returning from the war, however, 
I collected my squirrels with a full 
choke bored shotgun with No. 6 
shot. With a shotgun I bagged 
more squirrels and was able to 
save the squirrel brains which are 
delicacy on the breakfast table. 
However, many years ago I 
discovered brains contain a lot of 
salt, are high in cholesterol and 
polyunsaturates. You can’t win! 

Before 1945, the squirrel was 
top game species to the majority 
of Alabama hunters. Starting 
that year biologists began to trap 
and restock deer in counties 
where. this game species had 
disappeared decades ago. On the 
heels of deer restocking, turkeys 
were reintroduced in areas that 
would support them. State 
Biologist Bill Kelly in a recent 
report stated that an annual state 
mail survey of hunters revealed 
the steady decline of the squirrel 
as most popular game species 
statewide. 

In 1964, squirrel hunters out- 
numbered deer hunters 2-to-1. 
Rabbit hunting was second in 
popularity. By 1967 increase in 
number of deer hunters was spec- 
tacular, but squirrel hunter num- 
bers remained about the same. 
Dove replaced the rabbit as

holder. of eocuad place in 
popularity. By 1972 deer hunter 
numbers were on a par with 
squirrel shooting enthusiasts. 
The 1975 survey revealed the 
196,400 deer hunters outnum- 
bered the 172,700 squirrel hun- 
ters. And 168,770 hunters rated 
the dove as about equal to the 
squirrel in popularity. 

The gray, or ‘‘cat’’, is the most 
abundant squirrel and there are 
several subspecies. The larger, 
lazier fox squirrel is abundant 
here and there. Many persons 
object to eating squirrel meat 
because the animal is a rodent. 
But to me squirrel must be as 
tasty as beef, which often is being 
produced with poultry litter as 
feed. What about folks who like 
snails? 

Squirrels can be taken by still 
hunting -- sneaking slowly 
through the oaks and hickories 
when ground leaves are wet. If 
leaves are dry, I select a big tree 
to prop against. Some hunters 
use dogs, especially late in the 
season when squirrels race about 
over the ground searching for 
nuts. 

I usually don’t shoot the first 
squirrel of dawn. If I hold my 
fire, soon two or three squirrels 
will begin romping about. If | 
collect a couple of these, I sneak 
through the woods a couple hun- 
dred yards to a new position. 

Skin squirrels quickly as 
possible. The pelt is easily 
removed when the carcass is still 
warm. This holds true for deer, 
birds, etc. I learned this during 
the years I trapped mink, 
muskrat, raccoon and beaver for 
the fur trade. 

Maybe it’s my imagination, 
but I believe there are fewer 
squirrels in hunting woods today. 
The acorn is staple fall and winter 
food of squirrels, but it is also 
preferred food of the white-tailed 
deer and the wild turkey. 

In cities the squirrel‘is a pest | 
because it cannot be controlled 
with firearms. It robs you of 
your pecan crop and sweet corn is 
often a delicacy. I even saw one 
squirrel race from my garden 
with a Small Fry tomato in its 
mouth! 

By the way, squirrels you bag 
before cold frosts may often be 
infested with wolves -- larvae of 
the warble fly, which also affect 
cattle -- and hunters with wolve- 
infested squirrels or rabbits 
usually throw them away. I sim- 
ply clean out the indentations in 
the flesh and cook away! 

As I have said in my columns 
the past five years, tender young 
squirrel is best broiled or fried. I 
cut the varmint into four to six 
pieces, dip them in milk, dredge 
in seasoned flour and fry in hot 

cooking oil or shortening. When 
pieces are brown, I remove, add 
to the skillet a little flour and 
brown, and then a cup of my 
homemade beef or chicken stock 
with enough water to keep the 
gravy from getting too thick. 

Then I pour gravy over scratch 
biscuits. This will make you ap- 
preciate the secrets of the past in 
pioneer cooking. Older squirrels 
make good stew. I’ll cover these 
recipes along with others later on.

The Bethea National plant and 
main office is located in Pelham. 
But their work stretches clear 
across the U.S. and numerous 
foreign countries. 

Located on Hwy. 31, the 8.5 
acre facility produces high 
quality, cast aluminum and duc- 
tile iron clamps, fittings, 
brackets, conductors and guying 
equipment to suspend high

voltage, overhead power tran- 
smission lines. 

From salesmen to furnace ten- 
ders and pattern makers, the 
company employees 320 workers, 
of which 200 are from Shelby 
County. Bethea National boasts 
approximately $10 million in 
sales, with an annual payroll of 
$4.2 million. 

The company was incor- 
porated as the Bethea Company

in 1950 by Malcolm Bethea. In 
1962 the company’s foundries, 
then located in Bessemer and 
Greenville, Alabama, were con- 
solidated into the present facility 
in Pelham. 

In 1977, the Interpace Cor- 
poration acquired the company 
as a subsidiary. The cost of the 
acquistion was approximately 
$7.2 million. 

Now operating under the name 
of Bethea National, the company 
is a part of Interpace’s Lapp 
division, which specializes in elec- 
trical utility construction produc- 
ts. 

Bethea National has always 
been a self-contained operation, 
purchasing raw _ materials, 
processing them through to 
finished products, and selling 
them. 

According to Bethea Industrial 
engineer John Ives, the company 
also produces componenets for 
products built by other in- 
dustries, such as automotive, 
agricultural equipment and valve 
companies. Most of these out- 
side products, he points out, are 
produced by the company’s iron 
casting facilities, as virtually all 
the aluminum casting is done for 
Lapp and Interpace. 

Ives points out that Bethea 
National observes stringent 
quality controls because high 
quality parts are necessary to 
withstand the oft times severe 
weather conditions where power 
lines are stretched through ex- 
treme climates. 

At Bethea, a product is 
designed, usually by house 
engineers, to meet specific ap- 
plications, Ives says. 

In the company’s pattern shop, 
pattern makers convert blueprint 
drawings to wood mock-ups or 
replicas of a specific part. 

From the wood replicas, im- 
pression plates are made and 
molds are formed in black 
processed sand. Ives says that 
high volumn items are in the 
process of changing over from 
the one-shot sand molds to per- 
manent molds, and that some of 
the equipment to do this has

In the aluminum foundry sec- 
tion of the plant, three 350 
kilowatt electric induction fur- 
naces melt the metal at a tem- 
perature of 1400 degrees, 
Fahrenheit. Melting capacity of 
the furnaces is 1350 pounds per 
hour. 

Pourers deftly ladle the molten 
aluminum into the molds which 
are set out on a large work floor. 
After the aluminum hardens, the 
sand molds are burst open and 
the shiny parts are sent through a 
heat treatment process which 
bakes the parts at 1000 degrees 
for fourteen hours. 

Ives explains that the heat 
treatment changes the crystal 
structure of the metal, and is 
followed by a water bath which 
quenches or freezes this changed 
molecular state. The part is then 
‘taged’’ for four hours at a tem- 
perature of 310 degrees to allow 
the stress from the quenching 
process to come out, Ives adds. 

All these processes are done to 
increase the tensile strength of the 
metal. 

In the plant’s iron foundry, 
one of the main differences in the 
process is the infusion of 
magnesium into the molten iron. 
Ives explains that this is done to 
remove impurities from the steel 
and strengthen it. The infusion 
process is accompanied by a blin- 
ding flash of light. 

As a further step in quality 

ntrol, parts are examined by a 
magnetic particle inspection 
process, Ives says. 

The different pieces to each 
part are mated together in the 
processing and assembly rooms, 
then boxed for shipment. 

From the Bethea National 
plant in Pelham, high voltage 
hardware is shipped cross- 
country and points around the 
world. Ives explains that 
although national utility con- 
Struction is down, exports to 
developing nations in Central and 
South America, Africa and the 
Middle East are keeping produc- 
tion up at this important Pelham 
industry.

With two major steps already 
taken and two left to make, the 
annexation of Riverchase by 
Hoover appears to be halfway 
toward becoming reality.

Legislature. 

Should the annexation pro- 
posal be passed, the Jefferson 
County municipality of Hoover 
would extend its city limits into 
North Shelby County.

The 3000 acre Riverchase 
development currently contains 
about 200 single family dwellings 
and about 1000 undeveloped lots 
in Shelby County, and some 32 
business property owners 
(including South Central Bell, 
Blue Cross/Blue Shield, and 
Loehmann’s Village) in Jefferson 
County. 

The 20-year agreement finaliz- 
ed earlier this month was signed 
by Hoover Mayor John Hodnett, 
Howard V. Levy of New York 
with the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society, and John M. 
Harbert, III, of Harbert Con- 
struction in Shelby County. 

The agreement calls for the city 
to cover the cost of a sewage 
treatment plant up to $3.5 
million, with Harbert picking up 
any overrun on that figure. Basic 
sewer charges will be $37.50 for 
single family lots and $75 per acre 
for non-single family property. 

Tap-on fees cannot be more 
than Hoover residents currently 
pay in Jefferson County. 

The agreement also calls for 
police, fire and garbage collec- 
tion to be provided to Riverchase

Does NSFD have legal right 


to give service to Wine Ridge? 


Some county officials are 
claiming that North Shelby 
County Fire District’s (NSCFD) 
contract for fire protection with 
Wine Ridge is illegal because the 
district is expanding its boun- 
daries across county lines. But 
NSCED trustees disagree. 

Trustee John Pruitt defends 
the contract from the standpoint 
that it was sigmed with a 
**separate body”’ (the Wine Ricge 
Service District) and that the 
boundaries of the NSCFD were 
not extended at all. 

‘*‘We haven’t changed boun- 
daries one inch,’’ Pruitt says, ad- 
ding that the district’s charter 
made provisions for it to contract 
with other parties. 

Wine Ridge is located in Jef- 
ferson County, south of the 
Cahaba River, and the only ac- 
cess to it is via County Hwy. 370. 
The Wine Ridge Fire Board also 
includes Coshatt Estates. 

The contract between Wine 
Ridge and NSCFD was set up in 
early October. For $18,000 per 
year, NSCFD will answer fire and 
rescue calls for the 181 houses in 
Wine Ridge. 

Prior to the contract, Wine 
Ridge was served by Rocky Ridge 
FD, located some six miles away, 
or twice as far as the NSCFD 
station on Hwy. 17. 

Trustee Jack van Pelt, agreeing 
that the district had not actually 


expanded its original boundaries, 
said that it would be ridiculous 
not to serve Wine Ridge because 
there’s an invisible county line 
down the center of the road. 

At the NSCFD’s board 
meeting November 5, Sheriff’s 
deputy Louie Cosby presented 
the idea of using the district fire 
station as a north-end brarch 
station for the Sheriff’s depar- 
tment. 

Van Pelt said the idea 
originated with Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow as a means of saving 
traveling time and gas for 
deputies working shifts in North 


by Hoover, as well as recognition 
of the Riverchase Homeowners 
Association, and that Riverchase 
retain its identity as the 
‘*Riverchase Area of Hoover.’’ 

State Senator Doug Cook, 
Rep. J. T. (Jabo) Waggoner, and 
Rep. Dewayne Lewis met Friday 
with city officials and Riverchase 
developers to discuss the agree- 
ment. 

Although none of the 
legislators was available for com- 
ment, indications are that one of 
them will introduce a bill for the 
annexation when the Legislature 
convenes in February.

The town took 
care of the cost last year, Scruggs

The council voted unanimously 
to assume the cost from now on. 

It was brought to the panel’s 
attention by Councilman Bill Bob 
Ray, that beaver dams are begin- 
ning to create a problem. The 
Mayor said he was aware of the 
situation and that the three dams 
he knew about would be taken 
care of as soon as possible. 

Pointing out that there 
wouldn’t be time at the meeting 
to go through the figures of last 
year’s audit item by item, the 
Mayor asked the panel to take 
their copy of the document home 
and study it. ‘‘We’ll talk about it 
next time,”’ he said. 

After considering the matter of 
updating their license fee 
schedule for several months, the 
council held a special called 
meeting last Monday and set the 
new amounts businesses will have 
to pay. 

Licenses for the new year will 
go on sale Jan. 1. 


Tax Structure of Alabama, Dr. 
Vickrey made his four-way pro- 
posal for increasing the amount 
of revenues available for public 
education. 

His proposal for more local 
support would require public 
school systems and public col- 
leges and universities to generate 
at least one-fifth of their annual 
operating budgets in 1980-81, 
one-fourth of the budgets in 
1981-82 and one-third in 1982-83. 
The increases for local school 
budgets could come from local 
taxes or other sources such as 
federal funds, and colleges and 
universities could generate funds 
from tuition and fees or other 
sources including federal and 
private sources, 

In his first tax proposal, beer 
and cigarette taxes, now charged 
on a per-unit rate, would be 
changed to a percentage-of-cost 
rate, he said, to ensure that as the 
price goes up, the relative tax 
does not go down, ‘“‘as it has for 
years.”’ 

Vickrey’s second tax proposal, 
an increase in corporate income 
taxes from five per cent to six per 
cent, ‘‘should be seriously con- 
sidered,’” he said. ‘‘It’s the same 
rate that Georgia and Tennessee 
now have.”’ 

Under Dr. Vickrey’s pro- 
posals, taxes earmarked for the 
Alabama Special Education 
Trust Fund would remain ear- 
marked, with the possible excep- 
tion of the sales tax on food. If 
the food tax were removed, the 
lost revenue to the ASETF would 
have to be replaced from sources 
other than freom the beer and 
cigarette tax or the corporate in- 
come tax. 

Vickrey said he made his pro- 
posals based on statistics that 
show that the state’s revenue base 
is inadequate to support the ser- 
vices citizens of the state are 
demanding, ‘‘and on the basis of 
the fact that we have excess tax 
capacity when compared to other 
States.”’ 

Alabama ranks 49th in total 
tax burden per household 
(federal, state, and local taxes), 
“about 38th in relative federal 
tax burden for the state, and 50th 
in per capita state and local tax 
burden, the UM president said. 

‘We Alabamians may well be 
the least taxed people in America, 
as well as the least taxing people 
in America,”’ Vickrey said in call- 
ing for what he called the leader- 
ship necessary to ‘‘shore up the 
foundations of Alabama’s inade- 
quate revenue base.”’

Refund checks 


still unclaimed 


Approximately 800 
undelivered refund checks, total- 
ing $218,743.88, await Alabama 
taxpayers for 1978 and prior tax 
years, Dwight T. Baptist, District 
Director of Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice, says. 

The most common reason for 
an undelivered refund check, ac- 
cording to Baptist, is that the tax- 
payer has moved and left no for- 
warding address with the U.S. 
Postal Service. 

It is not necessary for the tax- 
payer to consult or engage the 
services of a “‘locating’’ or 
‘searching’ service or anyone 
else, to obtain information with 
respect to the refund. The tax- 
payer need only to establish his or 
her identity and right to receive 
the check. This can be done by 
addressing a letter to: Internal 
Revenue Service Center, Atlanta, 
GA 31101. The letter should in- 
clude the following information: 

1. the name and address exact- 
ly as shown on the tax return; 

2. present name and address, if 
different from that shown on the 
return; 

3, the tax year for which re- 
fund is believed due; 

4. the social security number; 

5. amount of refund claimed, 
and any other pertinent informa- 
tion needed to verify the claim; 

6. signature, if joint return, 
both should sign.

Though illness now prevents Maude Denson from making her old 
rounds through the Cahaba Valley, long time area residents still 
remember her well. Not only did she teach many of them in school and 
church, but she was an elder of New Hope Cumberland Presbyterian, 
and a community news correspondent for the Reporter for some 50 


years. 


Montevallo Volunteer Firemen 
made their first run since October 
27, last Monday, to the trailer of 
Gary Wilson off Alabama 
Highway 155, about two miles 
outside the city limits.

In a quiet way, she has probably 

touched the lives of more resi- 
dents in Cahaba Valley than any- 
one else. 
_ Part of the reason is because 
she has probably lived there 
longer than anyone else. Another 
part of the reason is because she 
taught school and Sunday school 
there. On top of that, for many 
years she was the Shelby County 
Reporter’s community news 
correspondent for Cahaba 
Valley. 

Maude Denson turned 82 last 
February, She lives with her 
daughter and son-in-law, Emma 
Jo and William B. Todd, on 
Cahaba Valley Road (Hwy. 119 
North), about a mile east of her 
church, New Hope Cumberland 
Presbyterian. The Todds’ house 
is on the property once owned by 
Mrs Denson’s father, not more 
than 100 yards from the site of 
the house in which she was born 
in 1897. 

Except for the five years after 
marrying Morgan Denson in 
1917, when the couple moved to 
Bessemer, Mrs. Denson has lived 
her life in Cahaba Valley. They 
returned to help take care of her 
father, W.L. DeShazo, when 
Mrs. DeShazo died. 

Mr. DeShazo was one of the 
county’s first dairy farmers, and 
Mrs. Denson had no qualms 
about jumping in and helping on 
the farm. Milking cows at 2 a.m. 
was an everyday affair. Some'of 
the milk was sold to Foremost 
for hand made ice cream. 

Perhaps Mrs. Denson’s fon- 
dest memories are of her days as 
a kindergarten teacher. She 
taught for several years at New 
Hope Elementary in the 40’s, and 
for 17 years in her own living 
room, She also taught first grade,

filled in as a substitute teacher, 
and taught countless children 
(and their children) Sunday 
School. 

**I sure miss the children,” 
Mrs. Denson told the Reporter in 
a recent interview. 

But apparently she made 
quite an impression on them. 


According to Charlotte Thorn- 
ton, one of the ‘‘children’’ from 
the area, ‘‘I think about how she 
contributed to my spiritual life, 
how important it was to her, and 
the impression that it left on me. 
She has always been close to 
God.”’ 

Mrs. Thornton, who not only 
had Mrs. Denson as a first grade 
teacher, but also rode to church 
with her, says the woman taught 
a ‘‘tremendous amount of 
people.’’ A small scattering of 
some of her former students in- 
cludes Sarah Bishop Street, Eddie 
Finch, Cheill Bailey Benson, 
David ‘‘Spud’’ Bishop, Carlene 
Street Barefoot, Katherine 
Bishop, and ‘‘several of the 
Dunaway boys.”” 

‘I’ve taught a little,’ Mrs. 
Denson says modestly. 

‘*Everybody remembers her 
and the discipline--she’d rap you 
on the head with a pencil or 
thimble. But she was sweet, too,”’ 
Mrs. Thornton remembers. 


Mrs. Street says that Maude 
Denson had her children reading 
out of the newspaper when they 
were in kindergarten. 

That the newspaper was used 
in her teaching comes as no sur- 
prise. Though Mrs. Denson can’t 
remember he, !ong she wrote for 
the Reporter, William Todd says 
his mother-in-law reported the 
events of Cahaba Valley for some 
50 years. 

“I wrote the news every week 
from all around here,’’ says the 
former teacher-writer. 

Since Cumberland Presbyterian 


farm in the house her father 
built. 

About her husband, Mrs. Den- 
son says, “‘He was a good person, 
and always promoted the church 
and the area.’’ With a little per- 
suasion the petite woman 
‘‘guesses’’ she might be the same 
way. 

Six years ago Mrs. Denson was 
hospitalized and spent several 
years in a nursing home before 
moving in with the Todds. Had it 
not been for that, she would have 
undoubtedly remained as busy as 
ever. 

“I’m sort of absent-minded 
now,’’ Mrs. Denson says. 
**Things don’t stick with me. But 
sometimes I remember things-- 
good things like dinners on the 
ground (at church socials).”’ 

Asked what she would choose 
if she could get out of the house 
and do anything she’d like, Mrs. 
Denson sat quietly in her rocker 
and thought for a moment before 
answering. 

“I'd go out and visit my neigh- 
bors. Walk, I guess.’’ 

‘Mother, you know what 
you’d do,”’ her daughter Emma 
Jo Todd reminds her with a 
smile. ‘‘You’d get that old black 
Ford out and ride.’’ 


Mrs. Denson’s eyes light up as 
pictures from her past pop back 
into her mind. 

*‘That’s right. I’d forgotten,”’ 
she says sheepishly, like maybe 
she’d played a joke on herself. 


And there’s no telling what else 
she might do if she could get out 
again. Probably she’d end up 
teaching somebody something. 
Teaching and communicating 
always played a large part in her 
life. 

As Maude Denson wrote in the 
History of New Hope Christian 
Endeavorers Society, September 

1937-38: ‘‘The swiftly passing 
years bring home the realization

Chelsea citizens respond 
to Keporter Editorial 


In reply to Richard Crosby’s 
editorial titled ‘‘Chelsea Problem 
Stems From Lack of Support’’, 
pulished in the November 8th edi- 
tion of the Shelby County 
Reporter: 

(1) You stated, ‘“‘When a 
coach doesn’t win, everyone right 
away blames the coach and asks 
for a replacement... 

Fact: Coach Richard Conkle’s 
record at Chelsea is 48 wins, 90 
losses and 2 ties. This includes all 
forfeitures and averages 3.6 wins 
per year. No one has reacted 
hastily based on one or two years 
performance. 

(2) You stated, ‘‘Two perfect 
seasons and severa! winning ones 
have been posted at the school 
and most of those years, Conkle 
was the only coach..’” 

Fact: There has only been three 
winning seasons in the history of 
the school. There was an ex- 
cellent assistant coach during the 
two perfect seasons as attested to 
by the players on those teams. At 
no time during any winning 
season or at any time since, has 
Conkle been the only coach. 

(3) You stated, ‘‘The days of a 


two-man staff are over... We’ve 
been playing teams with staffs of 
five and six every game this 
year.”” 

Fact: There are only three 
schools in the Shelby County 
school system that have a larger 
coaching staff than Chelsea. 
Chelsea has played several 
schools within the last school 
year with only two or three man 
coaching staffs. 

(4) You stated, ‘‘When extra 
coaches are needed, the normal 
method of procuring them...both 
the principal and coach get 
together...to fill the vacancy. 
This has yet to happen in Hornet 
Country... What has happened to 
Chelsea... (is a) lack of com- 
munication between the athletic 
department and the school ad- 
ministration.”” 

Fact: The administration has 
agreed to cooperate with the 
athletic department in any way 
that it can and will fill any 
teacher vacancy with someone 
that is a coach, a competent 
teacher and with Conkle’s ap- 
proval and knowledge. Coach 
Conkle has not only been inform- 


ed about the hiring of assistant 
coaches at Chelsea but has active- 
ly participated with the principals 
in hiring assistant coaches in past 
years. 

You stated, ‘‘A new coach at 
Chelsea will encounter the same 
problems Conkle has the past 
several years - not enough sup- 
port from the community... 

The problem appears to me 
that many angry football fans 
know little about the game and 
about what it takes to win.” 

Fact: Before anyone can 
establish a base of support, they 
must have the ability to welcome 
and work with the support in- 
stead of resenting it. You can be 
the most knowledgeable person 
in the world about football, but if 
you don’t possess the leadership 
abilities that it takes to build con- 
fidence, pride and motivation, 
you will never have a successful 
football program. 

(6) You stated, “‘I don’t want 
to hurt anyone’s feelings, but 
Chelsea isn’t blessed with an 
abundance of star athletes...’

During his stay in the county, 
the archeologist will make a 
survey of the prehistoric sites that 
have been documented and those 


C jthat have been reported by local 


* residents. 

Whatever artifacts Ray finds 
will be examined and cleaned in 
the old Helena police station 
which was turned over for his 
use. 

One of his first projects, Ray 
said, will be to survey a two mile 
wide strip between the Coosa and 
Cahaba Rivers to determine the 
inhabitants, during what time 
period they lived there and how 
the area has changed. 

Although he’s familiar with ex- 
cavation work, which he did at 
Fort Toulouse, Ray will mainly 
be conducting an above ground 
survey here. 


In order to examine whatever 
remains previous inhabitants of 
the area left, Ray plans to forma 
volunteer group that will 
periodically check courthouse 
records to keep abreast of sub- 
divisions that are being 
developed. 

‘“‘We want to get the owners’ 
permission to explore the land 
before houses go up,’’ the ar- 
sheologist, explained.

Marilyn Cunningham, a 10th 
grade student at the school, 
claimed that the principal made a 
“‘pass’’ at her when she went to 
his office the morning of Oct. 25 
to ask for lunch money. 

Corbett’s lawyers Richard Bell 
and Bob Echols, did not put their 
client on the stand, but instead 
called teachers, students andthe 
girl’s mother to testify. 

The basis of their case was that 
the plantiff had a reputation for 
being untruthful. Even though 
this seemed to be confirmed by 
testimony, District Judge Robert 


Armstrong ruledethere was pro- 
bable cause that a crime had been 
committed. 

After listening to six hours of 
testimony, the judge retired for 
five minutes to consider the 
evidence. 

In rendering his decision, 
which he gave at 8 p.m., Judge 
Armstrong stressed that presen- 
ting the case to the grand jury 
was not a determinatién of guilt. 

But he said that the state’s 
evidence, at that point, 
“essentially unrebutted by direct 
evidence’’presented by the 
defense. 

When Corbett left the cour- 
troom with his wife and other 
family members, his face seemed 
to register an expression of 
resignation. 

As she greeted friends in the 
hallway outside the courtroom, 
Mrs. Cunningham wore a look of 
satisfaction and her daughter’s 
face was wreathed in smiles as she 
came through the courtroom 
door. 

In her testimony, the MHS 
sophomore maintained that Cor- 
bett asked her to step into his of- 
fice when she said she wanted to 
talk to him.

Superintendent holds conference 


Superintendent of Education Charles Knowles announces that MHS 
principal Cratie Corbett, will remain at his post until the grand jury 
makes a decision on his case. The MHS principal appeared at a 
preliminary hearing last week on a charge of child molestation.

MHS principal stays on job

Even though Montevallo High 


© School Principal W. C. Corbett 
was bound over to the Shelby 
County grand jury Thursday on a 
child molestation charge, he will 
still remain in charge at the 
school. 


At a press conference the day 


after the preliminary hearing in 
District Court, Superintendent of 
Education Charles Knowles said 
that Corbett would stay in his pres- 
ent position until the grand jury 
decided on the disposition of the 
case, 


. The grand jury’s next session is 
set for Nov. 26. 

Charges against the 51 year old 
principal who has headed the 
school for twelve years, were 
brought by Mattie Ruth Cunn- 
ingham, mother of the 15 year 


_ old female black student that he 


allegedly molested. 

According to Knowles and 
testimony given by Montevallo 
Police Chief Troy Kirkland, Cor- 
bett maintained from the beginn- 
ing that he was innocent. 

Marilyn Cunningham, a 10th 
grade student at the school, 
claimed that the principal made a 
“‘pass’’ at her when she went to 
his office the morning of Oct. 25 
to ask for lunch money. 

Corbett’s lawyers Richard Bell 
and Bob Echols, did not put their 
client on the stand, but instead 
called teachers, students and the 
girl’s mother to testify. 

The basis of their case was that 
the plantiff had a reputation for 
being untruthful. Even though 
this seemed to be confirmed by 
testimony, District Judge Robert 


Armstrong ruled«there was pro- 
bable cause that a crime had been 
committed. 

After listening to six hours of 
testimony, the judge retired for 
five minutes to consider the 
evidence. 

In rendering his decision, 
which he gave at 8 p.m., Judge 
Armstrong stressed that presen- 
ting the case to the grand jury 
was not a determinatién of guilt. 

But he said that the state’s 
evidence, at that point, was 
‘tessentially unrebutted by direct 
evidence’’presented by the 
defense. 

When Corbett left the cour- 
troom with his wife and other 
family members, his face seemed 
to register an expression of 
resignation. 

As she greeted friends in the 
hallway outside the courtroom, 
Mrs. Cunningham wore a look of 
satisfaction and her daughter’s 
face was wreathed in smiles as she 
came through the courtroom 
door. 

In her testimony, the MHS 
sophomore maintained that Cor- 
bett asked her to step into his of- 
fice when she said she wanted to 
talk to him. She told the court 
that the principal closed one door 
and told her to close the other. 


After giving her the 75 cents 
for lunch, which Cunningham 
reported putting in the back 
pocket of her slacks, she said the 
principal continued to hold her 
hand, kissing it and her grm all 
the way up to her neck. With his 
other hand, she related, he fondi- 
ed her. 

ye didn’t call for 


help, Cunningham insisted she 
told the principal to stop while 
trying to get out the door. 

MHS secretary-bookkeeper 
Opal Long and student office 
workers all testifed they didn’t 
remember the door between their 
office and the principal’s being 


closed. 
Approximately 30 people, 
mostly students, were sub- 


poenaed to testify. But only 13 
witnesses took the stand with 
Marilyn Cunningham being the 
main witness for the state.

Thursday, Bolinger was driv- 
ing a 1974 Camero instead of a 
pickup, and he ended up in 
University Hospital, reportedly 
with smashed and broken bones 
in his left hip, arm and leg. 

Humphries reported that he 
was driving towards Vincent near 
Hwy. 62 Thursday, when he pick- 
ed up a car on radar, driving 
towards Harpersville at 76 mph. 
Humphries said as the two cars 
passed, he recognized Bolinger, 
who had by then slowed to 68 
mph. 

Humphries flicked on his blue 
and red lights, turned around and 
headed after him, radioing ahead 
to Harpersville PD Chief Elvis 
Linger. 

‘*When I got to the viaduct (at 
the city limits) I saw a big cloud 
of smoke. The engine was laying 
on one of the road, and the 
transmission was on the other. 
The Camaro was chopped in 
two,” the chief said.

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Marijuana suspect 


bound to grand jury 


The odor of marijuana smoke 
on a suspect he had stopped for 
speeding Oct. 14, prompted 
Helena policeman Alvin Coggins 
to search the driver’s vehicle. 

William Henry Boykin III of 
Shalimar, Fl. was subsequently 
arrested and charged with Viola- 
tion of the Alabama Uniform 
Controlled Substances Act. 

Testifying at the preliminary 
hearing Thursday for the 22 year 
old Florida man, the Helena 
policeman said that after smelling 
the odor of marijuana smoke on 
the suspect, he looked in the car. 
Coggins reported that the butts 
he saw in the ashtray looked like 
marijuana cigarettes. 

After Judge Robert Armstrong 
heard further testimony from 
Coggins, another man riding in 
the police car with him, and 
Sheriff's Department In- 
vestigator Tom Barnes, he ruled 
that Boykin be bound over to the 
grand jury. 

Boykin will remain free on 
$10,000 bond which he posted the 
day after his arrest. 

Attorney Bill Swatek, who 
represented Boykin, claimed that 
his client’s car had been im- 
properly searched. But District 
Attorney Billy Hill contended 
that the Helena policeman had 
had probable cause after smelling 
the marijuana smoke on Boykin. 

When the trunk of the car was 
examined, officers found a suit- 
case containing a white powerdy 
substance believed to be cocaine 
and a blue zippered satchel con- 
taining $152,500 in cash. 

The contents of a drawstring 
pouch Coggins saw protruding 
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from under the front seat is 
thought to be marijuana and a 
paper sack found in the trunk is 
also thought to contain that drug. 

Barnes testified that when he 
Questioned the suspect at the 
Alabaster Police station where he 
was taken after his arrest, Boykin 
had claimed the suitcase had been 
given to him by a man at the 
Ramada Inn at Ft. Walton 
Beach, FI. 

Boykin also told him, the in- 
vestigator said, that the man had 
paid him $2,000 to deliver the 
suitcase to the baggage area of 
the Birmingham Airport by 10 
a.m. the next day (Oct. 15).

Local court system praised for 
disposing record number of cases 


Chief Justice C.C. (Bo) 
Torbert, Jr. said today that in 
spite of a 10 percent increase in 
court cases filed, Alabama’s trial 
judges disposed of 17 percent 
more cases during the first six 
months of 1979 than they did in 
the same period a year ago. 

“The result of this,’’ Tobert 
said, ‘‘is that since the first of the 
year, we have had an actual 
decrease in cases pending before 
our circuit and district courts and 
it has occurred because of the

Statistics compiled through the 
case reporting system of the Ad- 
ministrative Office of Courts 
show that judges in 16 state 
judicial circuits and in 29 district 
courts have reduced their pending 
cases, meeting a goal Torbert 
urged for all judges during late 
1978. ; 

The chief justice complimented 


meeting this goal of a reduction 
in pending cases. He also com- 


plimented Circuit Clerk Kyle 
Lansford and local court sysem 
employees for their support ef- 
fort in handling court cases. 

Statistics show that the pen- 
ding caseload of the Shelby 
County District Court was reduc- 
ed by 9.4 percent during the first 
six months of this year. 

“The primary purpose for the 
existence of our courts is to 
dispense justice in a fair, speedy 
and cost-effective manner, and I 
believe we are discharging that 
duty in Alabama,”’ Torbert said.

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Reporter updates 
typesetting equipment

If you noticed something dif- 
ferent about our classified pages 
‘in the Shelby County Reporter 
last week, you were right. 

We set them with our new 
machinery, and the type style for 
classified ads is just a little bit dif- 
ferent from the style we used to 
use. 

Last week we installed an up- 
to-the-minute kind of typesetting 
machinery, which we hope will 
enable us to keep up with the con- 
tinuing demands for speed in get- 
ting out the newspaper. 

The Reporter has continually 
upgraded its mechanical equip- 
ment through the past several 
years to better serve the people of 
Shelby County. Machinery in the 
printing business has undergone a 
major revolution in the past 25 
years and new inventions have 
been coming forth at a rapid rate. 

From the old linotype 
machine, the Reporter in the past 
12 years has gone through IBM’s 
MTSC system, which was a 
radical improvement at the time, 
into photo typesetting. The IBM 
will be phased out finally after 
serving us well. We have been us- 
ing it for backup to our newer 
machines for the past three or 
four years. We will also phase out 
the first of our photo typesetting 
machines this week. 

Our new system provides 


typesetting keyboards for our 
reporters to use when they write 
their stories. The stories are 
recorded magnetically on a disk, 
which is then proof-read by the 
editor on a ‘television’ screen 
which is part of the equipment. 

Corrections can be made elec- 
tronically. Words can be in- 
serted, spelling can be corrected, 
paragraphs can be deleted, and 
new paragraphs inserted. 

Then the disk is inserted into a 
master machine, and the copy is 
printed on long strips of paper 
ready to paste down on the 
master sheets of the paper. 

We are still keeping the major 
new machine we purchased two 
years ago, and it will be used for 
backup and for setting advertis- 
ing copy at a rapid rate. 

The difference in type is most 
noticeable in the classified and 
legal sections, because the type 
style used in the general news col- 
umns is exactly the same as we 
previously used. We feel that the 
“English Times’’ type is the 
easiest to read, so we did not alter 
the style when we added the new 
equipment. But on the classified 
pages we added a new style, call- 
ed ‘‘Helios’’ which we hope our 
readers will find easier to read. 

We welcome all comments and 
suggestions from you, gur 
readers, because the Shelby 
County Reporter is published for 
you.

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Milking three times a day proves good move 


by David Moore 
“Folks who hadn’t tried it, 
‘said I was crazy,”’ says Ralph 
Bearden. 

But as the saying goes, three 
times is a charm. and recent 
figures prove this true. They pro- 
ve too that maybe Bearden isn’t 
so crazy after all. 

Last November the Vincent 

changed his milking 
schedule from the traditional two 
times a day, to three times a day. 
His results after one year--22% 
increase in milk production. 

Of course an additional milk- 
ing means the 165-head herd has 
to eat an extra meal each day, in- 
creasing Bearden’s daily feed cost 
by $35. The electric bill for his 
milking machines and the cost of 
other supplies has increased 
about $15 per day, too. 

Even so, Bearden says his pro- 
fits have increased to the tune of 
about $100 a day. And since 
dairy farming is a 365-days-a- 
year job, that profit increase is 
indeed substantial. 

But according to county exten- 
sion agent John Jones, milking 
three times a day would not be 
profitable for all dairy farmers. 
The key, Jones says, is the labor 
factor. 

If extra labor is hired to milk 
the cows that additional time, it 
may make the new schedule 
financially impractical, Jones 


ys. 

**I ended up with some extra 
help. That’s why I tried it when I 
did,’’ explains Bearden. ‘“‘It 
wouldn’t work for everybody, 
but it worked for me.”’ 

According to Auburn animal 
scientist Dr. William Barnes, the 
average milk production for the 
state is 13,013 pounds per cow 
per year. During the past year 
Barnes kept a computerized 


check on Bearden’s herd (which 
was already above state average) 
and found that the herd is now 
giving an average of 16,939 
pounds of milk--an increase of 
2415 pounds per cow. (Note: 8.6 
pounds of milk equals one 
gallon.) 

Jones points out that another 


For the third time 


advantage Bearden has realized 
since going on the new schedule is 
a reduction in cows’ calving inter- 
val from 13.6 to 13 months. This, 
he points out, means that a cow 
can enter its lactation or milk 
producing period sooner, thus 
aiding in the increase of produc- 
tion.

Dairymen attest that cows, 
much like people, have varying 
personalities and different needs, 
and Jones and Barnes say that the 
animals respond well to the add- 
ed attention of a third milking. 

As late as the 1920's, Barnes 
continues, cows were milked five 
and six times a day. As times 
changed and the number of 
dairies began to decrease, herd 
sizes began to grow, resulting in 
the move to mechanical milkers 
and the concept of twice a day 
milking. 

Bearden claims that switching 
from two to three milkings has 
completely altered the life style 
on his farm. Before going on the 
new schedule, he milked his herd 
at one o’clock, mornings and

afternoons. Now he or his 
milkers take the cows to the 
parlor at 1 a.m., 9 a.m. and again 
at 5 p.m. 

For the first couple of months, 
the Vincent dairyman says, three 
milkings ‘‘liked to have killed 
me.’’ Now he says he’s used to it, 
and enjoys it. 

“It’s worth a little extra 
work,’’ Bearden says with a 
laugh, adding that if he had to, 
he’d rather cut the size of his herd 
than return to two milkings. 

Bearden recommends that 
anyone wanting to switch to the 
new concept of three milkings 
should make sure they have am- 
ple labor to handle the job. He 
also suggests sticking with the 
schedule at least a month to give

How to get the most heat 


by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Installing a new wood-burning 
system in your hunting lodge or 
camphouse may be your best bet 
in reducing your own energy 
costs. But to get maximum 
benefits, you must consider wood 
to burn, when to harvest it, etc. 

For instance, how do you 
measure your wood for fuel? A 
cord is a stack of wood 8 ft. by 4 
ft. by 4 ft. This represents a 
volume of 128 cubic feet, which 
includes about 80 cubic feet solid 
wood and 48 cubic feet of air 
space and bark. 

What woods are best for burn- 
ing? Of universally available trees 
hickory heads the list with 24.6 
million Btu’s per cord. To refresh 
your knowledge of physics, a Btu 
is British thermal unit and is the 
quantity of heat required to’ raise 
the temperature of one pound of 
water one degree F° at or near the 
39.2 degree mark. White oak is 
second with 22.7 Btu's; followed 
in gore order by beech, red 
oak, southern pine, red maple 
and elm. The importance of the 
top two woods is shown in that, 
compared to stoker coal delivered 
for $60 per ton, hickory is worth 
$67 per cord; white oak, $62. 
Beech breaks almost even at 
$59.40. 

Many oldtimers in wood cut- 
ting for household burning -- 
your grandparents, and beyond -- 
knew the best time to cut and 
season fire wood. This is more im- 
portant today because this is part 
of wood conservation and was 
especially important 50 years ago 
since everything had to be cut 
with crosscut saw and ax and split 
with ax and wedges and hauled 
home in mule-drawn wagons. 
Nowadays the chain saw and 
mechanical wood splitter do the 
job in record time and you use 
your truck to haul the wood to 
your lodge. 

Dry wood was the key then and 
still is today. For example, wood 
for this winter’s fires should have 
been cut last spring so that it 
could air-dry during the hot sum- 
mer months. A pound of air dry 
wood cut six months ago has 
about 25 percent moisture con- 
tent and will contain 6,400 Btu’s. 

t same wood, cut, say a 

nth ago, is green and will 
average about 4,000 Btu’s. (If 
that wood were oven-dried, it 
would average 8,500 Btu’s) Just 
think, you get 40 percent more 
benefit by early cutting and cur- 
ing firewood! 


All this means that if dry wood 
is burned, less wood will be need- 
ed to get the same heat output 
from your stove or fireplace than 
if green wood is used. If you plan 
to install a wood-burning 
cookstove in your lodge or cabin, 
you should use dry wood for 
maximum benefits. Remember, if 
you cut your own wood with a 
chain saw and use a mechanical 
log splitter, cutting that wood in 
early spring means getting the 
most heat for an hour’s work. 

In most cases those persons 
with a cabin usually own a few 
acres and those acres grow suffi- 
cient trees for firewood. Harvest 
of dead and diseased trees will 
mean wood that is already dry or 
partially dry. 

However, I urge you to leave 
those trees that may serve as den 
trees for squirrels, wood ducks, 
owls or even bees. Do not 
drastically reduce your hard- 
woods, else you will also reduce 
mast production -- acorns, 
beechnuts, etc. - that is most im- 
portant for game species during 
fall and winter. 

Some of the larger timber com- 
panies will grant low cost permits 
to cut certain hardwoods for per- 
sonal use. Contact those with of- 
fices in your vicinity. In some 
cases you may be able to work 
out a deal with private lan- 
downers. Even if you have to de- 
pend upon someone cutting, 
hauling and delivering wood to 
your cabin or lodge, the price in 
rural areas may be more than 
reasonable. It’s a good idea to 
have a rick of wood to fall back 
upon if disaster knocks out your 
electricity for several days, or 
fuel oil deliveries are delayed. 


By all means take all safety 
precautions with your wood- 
burning system. Have sufficient 
insulation beneath a stove in a 
room. Place a screen over a 
fireplace at all times to catch fly- 
ing sparks. Don’t burn wood that 
pops, such as poplar or cedar. 

There can be other advantages 
associated with your wood- 
burning stove, furnace or 
fireplace. The newer models of 
stoves can double for cooking. 
On one European model you lift 
the ‘‘cosmetic’’ front thus expos- 
ing a cast iron surface for pots 
and pans. It also has a pull-out 
grill for broiling hamburgers, 
steaks and roasts. 

While you may not be shovel- 
ing ashes as often as in the past,

New law may help 
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Could you adopt one of these? 


Most children in Alabama will 
sit down to Thanksgiving dinner 
with family and friends, but Gary 
Cooper, Commissioner of the 
State Department of Pensions 
and Security, knows of at least 
120 who will not. 


‘“‘We currently have 120 
children available for adoption 
who have not been placed,”’ said 
Cooper. ‘“‘Many of them are 
older children, black children, 
physically or mentally handicap- 
ped children, or members of sibl- 
ing groups.”’ 

In an effort to make the plight 
of these children known, Gover- 
nor Fob James has proclaimed 
the week of November 18-24 as 
Adoption Week in Alabama. Na- 
tional Adoption Week is being 
observed concurrently across the 


whiteness. 
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country. 

The Department of Pensions 
and Security and a number of 
other private agencies licensed by 
the department have the authori- 
ty to place children for adoption 
in the state. 

Cooper said that he was par- 
ticularly concerned about 
children who are hard to place. 
“We have no problem finding 
homes for healthy, white infants 
because they are what most pro- 
spective adoptive parents want,’’ 
he said. ‘‘But there are many 
other children who need and 
deserve permanent homes just as 
much.’’ He added that Alabama, 
along with many other states, has 
few white babies available for 
adoption.

Cooper said that sibling groups 
are hard to place because many 
prospective adoptive parents can- 
not afford more than one child. 
Pensions and Security tries to 
find homes where brothers and 
sisters can be placed together. 
The adoption subsidy law, 
passed during the last session of 
the state legislature will go into 
effect in December and is ex- 
pected to ease the plight of many 
children seeking adoption, said 
Cooper. Currently, many 


families of moderate means 
would like to adopt handicapped 
or older children but cannot 
because of the expense. The sub- 
sidy law will allow many of these 
families to adopt.

the bond hearing, Smith was 
quick to second the DA’s request 
that he be kept in jail. 

Although Smith has six 
brothers and a sister, none of his 
family was present in the cour- 
troom. 

Later, as he talked to the 
media, the District Attorney call- 
ed Smith’s refusal of bail a ‘‘most 
unusual gesture. In fact,’’ he 
said, ‘‘it’s the first time I’ve ever 
seen it happen.’’ 

Because the murder suspect 
was unable to afford a lawyer, 
Judge Robert Armstrong ap- 
pointed former Jefferson County 
District Attorney Fred Pickard to 
represent him. 

A preliminary hearing for 
Smith was set for Dec. 6. Hill 
said that the case could be tried 
during the December term of 
court, but more likely it would be 
set for spring. 

The battered body of the man 
Smith knew causally during his 
employment at Western Super- 
market was found around noon 
Nov. 19 by Mountain Brook 
police. 

The wooded area on a dirt road 
between Calera and Columbiana 
was near the dairy farm where 
Smith was born and where he 
spent much of his boyhood. 

S. L. Tolleson Jr., owner of 
the farm where Smith’s father 
was employed, recalled that the 
suspect had seemed like a ‘‘fine 
youngster.’” 

‘“We were shocked when we 
heard about what had happen- 
ed,”” he said. 

According to the dairyman, the 
family moved several times as the 
elder Smith found employment 
on other farms. 

When the Mountain Brook 
Supermarket closed at midnight 
Saturday, the last time that 
Osborne was seen alive, 
employees reportedly saw Smith 
inside the store talking to the 
assistant manager. 

Around 4 a.m. Sunday, Calera 
policeman Robert Walker saw 
Smith walking along Hwy. 25 in 
the direction of Montevallo and 
gave him a ride. 

When he got into the patrol 
car, Walker reported that Smith 
wasn’t carrying anything. But 
suspecting that Smith might have 
discarded the money that was 
missing from the supermarket’s 
safe along the roadside, police 
later searched the area without 
any success.

Mountain Brook police began 
their search for Osborne when he 
was reported missing Sunday 
morning when the store opened. 
One source gave the amount that 
had been taken from the safe as 
$8,000. 

A spokesman for Western 
Supermarkets reports that a $500 
reward is being offered to anyone 
having information that will lead 
to the recovery of the stolen 
money. 

During their questioning of 
Smith, Mountain Brook police 
changed his status from witness 
to suspect and he spent Monday 
night in the Mountain Brook jail. 
The next day .a..warrant was 
sworn out chérging. him with 
murder and he was transferred to 
the Shelby County jail. 

Mountain Brook Police Chief 
John Haley reported that infor- 
mation obtained from Smith and 
other facts gathered during the 
investigation led to the discovery 
of Osborne’s body. The 
murdered man’s car was found 
three miles away at the Clara 
Neal Motel in Calera. 

When Shelby County Coroner 
Billy Thompson examined the 
victim’s body at Cooper Green 
Hospital, he set the time of death 
at approximately 3 a.m. Sunday. 

The day before had been 
Osborne’s 20th birthday. His 
place of residence was listed as 
3307 Ridge Manor Drive. For a 
short while during his high school 
years, he had lived with his 
grandmother in Pelham.

In Spain Park 
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Observatory takes shape 


by David Moore 


On a clear Shelby County night 
the galaxy Andromeda, 2.5 
million light years out in deep 
space, appears to be just another 
dim star among the heavenly 
hosts. But with the aid of a 
12.5-inch reflecting telescope the 
spiraling galaxy, turned on its 
edge, suddenly bursts into a cold, 
dazzling array of starry brillance. 

But first you need a telescope. 
And second you need a clear 
place to use it, away from the 
lights and pollution of the city. 

This is the reason the Birm- 
ingham Astronomical Society has 
chosen Spain Park on Valleydale 
Road as the site for the club’s 
new observatory. 

Working with donations and 
money they raised, the 
astronomy club has to date, built 
the foundation and walls of their 
16x20-foot observatory on the 
hill behind Spain Park’s 
greenhouse, according to former 
club president Conrad Kussner. 

Kussner said that the club has a 
12.5-inch reflecting telescope (the 
diameter of the reflector), eight 
feet long which they will per- 
manently mount in the obser- 
vatory sometime, he_ hopes, 
before January. The club will 
also house an eight-inch reflec- 
ting telescope in the Shelby 
County facility. 

According to Kussner, the 
main phase of construction left to 
be finished on the building is the 
lift-off, fold-back roof which will 
allow visual access to the night 
sky. 

A second planned building is 
ready to have its foundation 
poured, he said, noting that it 
would be used as a photography 
darkroom, and possibly to house 
computer equipment in the 
future. 

Kussner noted that the obser- 
vatory is being built to aid the 
club in ‘‘deep sky’’ research, and 
although it will be used primarily 
for that purpose, the observatory 
would be available on a limited 
basis to other groups such as col- 
lege classes and scouts. 

Though some controversy has 
arisen over the club’s use of 
Spain Park for the location of 
their facilities, Kussner said, 
““We have an understanding with

In federal funds 


County schools get only 6% 


Shelby County’s schools 
receive the lowest level of federal 
funding of any county system in 
the state, and local funding is 
also well below average, 
Montevallo Rotarians were told 
last Thursday night. 

Dr. Richard McBride spoke at 
the meeting on the subject of pro- 
blems in education. 

A breakdown of revenue 
sources for Alabama School 
systems in 1977-78 revealed that 
of the $12,252,967 received by 
the Shelby County school system 
in that year, only 6 percent came 
from federal funds. 

This figure was as low as or 
lower than any other county in 
the state, and was higher than on- 
ly two city systems, those of 
Mountain Brook and Vestavia 
Hills. 

Local money raised for Shelby 
County schools, at $2 million, or 
16 percent of the total, was also 
below the state average of 21 per- 
cent, he said. 

In the third major area of 
school funding, state revenue, 
Shelby County took in 78 percent 
of its budget, higher than the 
state average of 66 percent. 

McBride, a longtime educator 
and former state representative 
from Jefferson County, has been 
in Montgomery with the State 
Department of Education for the 
past two years. 

Stressing the capital impor- 
tance of finances to education, 
McBride distributed a number of 
Statistical information sheets 
prepared by the Education 
Department’s division of 
research and information service, 
which he heads. 

Several of these analyzed the 
Special Education Trust Fund, 
with its 22 sources of income, in- 
cluding 14 different taxes. 


The fund totalled 
$1,184,799,050 in 1978-9, with 
projections varying from 
$1,366,000,000 to $1,378,000,000 
for 1980-1. About $4 million is 
spent yearly to collect the fund. 

Disbursements 
(appropriations) included 
$5,368,554 for the University of 
Montevallo last year, plus a con- 
ditional appropriation of 
$400,000 that was wiped out by 
proration, At Gov. James’ re- 
quest, the UM budget request for 
the present year is the same as last 
year’s. 

Another item of interest to 
educators was a summary of the 
exemption-caused losses in 
revenue of the state sales and use 
tax, which goes mainly to the 
education trust fund. 

The tax’s 68 loopholes let 
$285,756,121 gush out of the 
treasury annually. Exempting 
food and drugs, as Gov. James 
has proposed, would almost dou- 
ble that. 

Of the present exemptions, 
three auto-related ones (a 112% 
rate on new car sales instead of 
4%: a break on trading in used 
cars; and a total exemption for 
gas and oil) account for well over 
half the revenue loss. 

One sheet illustrated the high 
cost of today’s fringe benefits by 
breaking down the state’s cost of 
hiring a teacher for a year. 

The average teacher’s salary in 
Alabama is $12,567.55, but when 
sick leave, personal leave, in- 
surance, funds to replace fees, 
social security, retirement, 
unemployment compensation, 
and other expenses are added, the 
State winds up paying $18,309.65 
for the nine months of instruc- 
tion. 

McBride announced that the

working to raise local education 
funding levels across the state, a 
goal recently supported by UM 
president James Vickrey in 
testimony before a_ legislative 
committee. 

State money was originally in- 
tended to provide only a 
minimum program, when the 
present system was enacted in 
1935, McBride said, but many 
local systems lacked the will 
power to tax themselves and rise 
above the minimum. 

Two other problem areas 
besides money that McBride ad- 
dressed were the issue of union 
control of education, and teacher 
competency. 


On the first, McBride took a 
conservative stand and decried 
the weighty influence of the 
AEA, with its 41 registered lob- 
byists and $16,000 political con- 
tribution for a single state board 
of education seat in 1978 that 
didn’t pay that much in four 
years of salary. 

Even scarier is the national 
parent of the AEA, the NEA, 
said McBride. Larger than either 
the teamsters or the auto 
workers, the NEA is the only 
union with its own cabinet posi- 
tion, and has as its goal a federal 
takeover of the present state- 
based educational system, he 
said. 


On the second issue of teacher 
competency, McBride endorsed 
the liberal view that the system as 
a whole is responsible for 
classroom failures, including lack 
of supervision by local school 
systems, mediocre teacher train- 
ing schools, and perhaps too lax 
licensing requirements of the 
state board of education. 

McBride took no stand on

Trial courts will not 


ask for budget increase 


Alabama Chief Justice C.C. 
Torbert, Jr., said today that the 
state’s trial court system can 
operate on its current level of 
funding and he will not ask the 
legislature to increase the 1980-81 
budget for the trial courts above 
that level. 


Torbert said that improved ac- 
countability of budgetary spen- 
ding through the new expense ac- 
counting system developed by the 
Administrative Office of Courts 
coupled with increased savings in 
the area of jury management by 
trial judges and clerks of court 
will enable the system to hold the 
line on any budget increase for 
the 1980-1981 fiscal year. 

‘*Because of savings within the 


system, we will be able to absorb 
the impact of inflation and rising 
caseloads on our budget without 
asking for more funds,”’ the chief 
justice said. 

The current annual funding 
level for state trial courts is $30.4 
million, which includes the full 
amount for legislatively-enacted 
cost-of-living raises. “‘If the con- 
ditional cost-of-living raise for 
employees turns out to be less 
than seven percent, our budget 
will be reduced by whatever that 
amount turns out to be,”’ Torbert 
added. 

Torbert said the system’s 
budget has been submitted for in- 
clusion in the general fund 
budget which will be presented to 
the legislature in February.

“The Question of Inherited Sin"* 


A prevailent doctrine in the religious 
world today teaches that each person in- 
herits the sins of his parents. This doctrine 
also teaches that a child is totally depraved 
and is wholly inclined to do evil. One scrip- 
ture used to defend this doctrine is Psalm 
51:5. Such use is a gross misapplication of 
this verse. The verse states, ‘‘Behold, I was 
shapen in iniquity; and in sin did my 
mother conceive me.” 

First, notice that this verse does not dis- 
cuss David's birth at all. It discusses 
“conception’’—not “‘birth."" The above 
false doctrine would demand that the verse 
say “birth.”’ 

Second, this verse speaks of some time 
in David's ancestry when an adulterous re- 
lationship brought about a conception. 
This was of great significance to the Jew, 
for Deuteronomy 23:2 states, ‘‘An illegiti- 
mate child shall not enter into the congre- 
gation of the Lord; even to his tenth gener- 
ation of the Lord."* Thus, no descendent of 
one thus conceived could enter into the 
assembly of Jehovah. 

Third, David was very aware of this 
regulation, because an incident of sexual 
immorality was in his ancestry. Genesis 38 
tells of an incestuous relationship between 
Judah and his daughter-in-law Tamar. 
David was a descendent of Phares, who 
was then conceived. 

Fourth, Matthew 1:3-6 details the 
genealogy from Judah to David through 
Phares. They are as follows: Phares- 
Esrom-Aram-Aminadab-Naason-Salmon- 
Boaz-Obed-Jesse-David. Please notice that 
none of the ancestors of David could enter 
into the assembly. David, the tenth genera- 
tion, was the first one who could enter the 
assembly. No wonder he stated, ‘‘Il was 
glad, when they said, Let us go up to the 
house of Jehovah."’ Thus, David was very 
much aware of his mother Tamar’s having 
conceived one of his ancestors in sin. This

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—° New fireplace inserts increase heat 
tremendously according to testing

Millions of homeowners are in- 
stalling wood-burning heating 
systems, so why shouldn’t those 
persons Owning or planning to 
build cabins? 

Older dwellings in the 
backwoods or along a lake front 
are already equipped with the old 
fireplace. Most of the modern 
modest abodes in far back places 
are electrically warmed or are gas 
or fuel oil heating. A fireplace 
may be present but just for show. 
I’m turned off with any fireplace 
anywhere that has piped-in gas 
burning blue flames under ar- 
tificial logs. That’s the height of 
sophisticated vanity. 

With the energy crunch beginn- 
ing with the 1973-74 oil embargo, 
there’s been a turn-around in the 
acceptance of wood-burning 
stoves, fireplace inserts, even cen- 
tral heating furnaces. There has 
been a 15 percent increase an- 
nually since 1974 in use of wood 


as a fuel. Between 1972 and 1977 
numbers of wood burning stoves 
in use has increased from 250,000 
to 2,000,000. One-fifth of homes 
in northern New England rely on 
wood as their primary heat 
source and 30 percent more use 
of wood as a_ supplemental 
source. 

Seeing the upsurge in wood 
fuel use, I recently visited the 
Auburn University Woodburning 
Laboratory, which is the largest 
research unit in the nation ex- 
perimenting with wood-burning 
fuel systems. Tom Pruitt, assis- 
tant manager, was helpful in giv- 
ing information I want to pass on 
to you readers thinking about in- 
stalling wood-burning systems in 
hunting lodges or camphouses. 


**Old-fashioned fireplaces 
most of us know about,’’ Tom 
pointed out, ‘‘burn wood with 
only three to 10 percent efficien- 
gy." 


Imagine! For every 100 Btu’s 
in wood, 90 to 97 go up the 
chimney instead of heating a 
room or cabin! 

‘“*But,’’ Tom continued, 
“Some of the newer stoves on the 
market are burning wood with a 
40 percent heating efficiency. The 
zero-clearance fireplace insert in 
an old fireplace may get 25 to 30 
percent heating efficiency.’’ 

‘*This type of fireplace insert is 
so well insulated, you can place 
your hand on the wall and feel 
only a slight warmth. The heat is 
absorbed by the circulating air 
heated by the burning wood. Of 
course, this lessens fire hazards in 
an old chimney.’’ 


Incidentally, I discussed the 
“old chimney’’ situation with 
Pruitt and also with John Berar- 
di, part owner and manager of 
Hearth Warmers, Opelika, Ala., 
a store that deals with sale and in- 
stallation of wood burning

DE-ICERS, used to de-freeze 
car windshields, generally con- 
tain methanol. Methanol is the 
alcohol capable of causing blin- 
dness. Follow the same storage 
instructions as mentioned with 
antifreeze. 

CARBON MONOXIDE is a 
non-irritating, colorless, and 
odorless gas that may leak into 
the car when the muffler fails. In 
the wintertime when car windows 
are closed and the muffler system 
on the car is faulty, carbon 
monoxide gas may leak into the

If the chimney is solid and 
sound, regular sheet metal flue 
pipe can be used. After winter is 
gone, the lodge owner will simply 
have to clear out the flue with a 
special brush. While I was 
discussing wood heating pro- 
blems with Berardi, a shipment 
of fireplace inserts was being 
unloaded. The particular brand 
had been tested by Energy 
Systems, Inc., a private firm 
testing wood-burning equipment 
for commercial firms. This par- 
ticular model of fireplace insert 
produces 44,000 Btu’s per hour in 
burning 8+ pounds of wood at

low ‘‘speed.’” The average burn 
rate of 11.4 lbs. wood per hour 
produces 53,571 Btu’s per hour. 
Pushing the wood burning rate to 
17.6 lbs. wood per hour produced 
almost 81,000 Btu’s. Most amaz- 
ing is the heating efficiency. The 
low burn rate registered more 
than 61 percent; the average, 
5516 and the high range, 54.6! 
Remember, these statistics are 
produced under controlled 
laboratory conditions, but they 
are still a far cry from three to 10 
percent! 

Other interesting features of 
newly developed wood-burning 
stoves, fireplaces, etc. are that 
they need be fired only at long in- 
tervals, in some cases only two or 
three times daily. Burning is so 
complete that ashes have to be 
removed only every three or four 
days. 

If our forefathers had had 
available these statistics and 
research and scientifically 
manufactured equipment, many 
more millions of us today might 
not be facing a fuel shortage!

If you 
are planning to cut your own 
wood with a chainsaw, remember 
these safety tips. 

Always put the saw on the 
ground and brace it by putting 
your foot on the handle before 
pulling the starter cord. Never 
hold it in one hand and snatch the 
cord with the other-- a lot of ac- 
cidents happen this way. 

When cutting wood, the saw 
blade may hit a knot or rough 
spot and kickback. Many injuries 
to face and legs occur each year 
because of kickbacks from chain- 
saws. Watch what you are doing 
and be careful to help reduce risk 
of injury when using your chain- 
saw.

ting dogs, but.....the dog owner 
who spends time training his 
female dog, only to have her 
come into heat when the hunting 
season arrives, is often a disap- 
pointed hunter. 

Spaying has been the logical 
answer to the problem of female 
hunting dogs coming into heat 
for some hunters. But many 
hunters don’t like the per- 
manence of spaying and have 
turned to liquid contraceptives. 
The chemicals are available from 
veterinarians and a daily dose of 
drops either on the dog’s food or 
in her mouth, keeps the female 
out of heat. 

The developer of the unique 
drug did ten years of testing on 
well over 2,000 dogs in both field 
situations and laboratories. 

Some hunters feel that the 
removal of the dog’s reproduc- 
tive organs just might negatively 
affect the dog’s natural instincts. 
Other hunters find that their 
spayed dogs are less active and 
tend to gain too much weight. 
Spayed dogs require less food, so 
many owners often  ovetfeed 
them. 


In any event, it appears that 
hunters with unspayed dogs can 
now look forward to enjoying the 
sport more than ever. Thanks to 
the birth control agent that keeps 
their dogs out of heat during the 
hunting season.”” 

Here’s another note picked up 
from news releases that usually 
end up in the round file. 

“‘When getting ready to store 
your boat for the winter, don’t 
overlook the need to get water 
out of the gas tank. Even a small 
quantity left there for months can 
result in corroded spots. 

A full tank is the best solution 
to this problem. A full tank is im- 
mune to explosion, and it won't 
let condensation form on the in- 
ner surfaces. 

Another quick check before 
saying goodbye to your boat for 
the winter is to check the fuel 
filter for signs of an undue 
amount of water. Change it if 
you’re in doubt of its seawor- 
thiness.”’ 

Well, that’s all the tips this 
week. Keep hunting and let us 
know of your results in Shelby 
Outdoors.

Outdoor expert discusses 


cattails and bass caviar | 


For Better Hunting and Fishing 
by Earl Franklin Kennamer 
Now and then I’m faced with a 

paradox. 

For 40 years I have been 
recommending steps to prevent, 
suppress and eradicate cattails in 
farm ponds. I have always sug- 
gested a pond shoreline be dug 
before flooding so the water 
anywhere in a pond or lake will 
be two to 2{ feet deep and thus 
prevent cattails and other 
shallow-water growth becoming 
established. If cattails are well en- 
trenched, the pond owner must 
use herbicides to kill the plants. 
Too many cattails and other 
water weeds provide unnecessary 
cover for small fish and also in- 
terefere with fishing and sap the 
water of nutrients. I assure you 
any chemical must be used 
regularly for ‘‘continuing’’ 
eradication and certain chemicals 
pollute the water and possibly 
fish. 

Now I learn that Douglas C. 
Pratt, botany head, Univ. of 
Minnesota, has done work to 
develop the cattail into a com- 
mercial energy unit. 

Here are startling statistics he’s 
unraveled on cattails -- which 
could become a cultivated crop 
like corn or soybeans in the near 
future. One ton of oven-dried

cattail biomass (amount of living 
matter) contains 15 million 
British thermal units (Btu’s). One 
Btu equals 252 calories, or 
amount of heat energy required 
to raise the temperature of one 
pound of water one degree F. An- 
nually you might produce 15 tons 
cattail biomass per acre yielding 
225 million Btu’s. Minn. has bet- 
ween four to six million acres of 
wetlands which could produce 
some managed cattail production 
for energy. The energy yield from 
4.9 million acres of cattails would 
equal Minn.’s total energy con- 
sumption in 1975! Managed 
stands of cattails produce 16 to 
19 tons of dried biomass per acre 
annually, compared to 11 to 12 
tons from corn. Cattail produc- 
tivity exceeds high yield corn by 
50 percent. 

With Ala.’s warmer climate 
and longer growing season, we 
could possibly outproduce Min- 
nesota cattail yields by 50 per- 
cent. I can see city dwellers call- 
ing their local cattail processing 
plant and ordering a ton of cattail 
bricks for this new wood-burning 
stoves!

And third, we showed in 
our last match against FIU that 
we can compete with the ‘big 
folks’.”” 

Indeed, Montevallo almost 
clinched a national spot outright, 
dropping the semi-finals of the 
double-elimination tournament 
to FIU 9-15, 15-13, 14-16. 

Making it all the more disap- 
pointing was the fact that 
Montevallo had a 14-6 lead in the 
final game, but couldn’t notch 
that one last point.

golden caviar or eggs? Did you 
think the bass was about to 
spawn? State Game and Fish 
Biologist Fred R. Harders recent- 
ly issued a report to help clear up 
the picture in the minds of bass 
anglers who don’t know the 
whole story. 

Harders points out that 
‘presence of eggs (even at this 
time of year) does not always 
mean the fish failed to spawn or 
is going to spawn. Not all eggs 
produced by bass are used in 
spawning. All eggs do not mature 
at the same time. This would ac- 
count for female bass containing 
eggs after the spawning season. 
Eggs are formed in fall and 
winter and are held until the spr- 
ing spawing season.’” 

The point I have stressed so 
often is that female bass are pro- 
ducing eggs now for the next 
spawning season. Remember, a 
woman does not become a 
mother until nine months after 
her egg is fertilized. During spr- 
ing, water temperature is the trig- 
ger for bass spawning. When the 
water warms to 60-75 degrees F. 
in March, April and May, the 
female will shed her eggs. 

The male bass selects a site and 
sweeps out a nest. After spawn- 
ing, the female abandons the 
nest, leaving the male to guard 
the young fish for several weeks. 
Some females will spawn more 
than once during spring with 
several different males.

County retailers expect good Christmas sales

Even in the face of inflation 
and forecasts of recession, North 
Shelby County retailers are op- 
timistic about Christmas sales 
this season. 

One of the most often cited 
reasons for a good sales season is 
the high cost of gasoline which 
local merchants predict will cause 
people to shop closer to home, as 
opposed to making shopping ex- 
peditions into Birmingham. 


The cashier at an Alabaster 
hobby shop is one man who 
claimed shoppers won’t be driv- 
ing as far this Christmas due to 
the gas situation, but he also add- 

‘ed another advantage the gas 
situation has lent to the hobby 
business. 

“The hobby business is going 
to come into its own,” he said. 
‘*People are going to have to stay 
home more.’’ 

And, according to him, hob- 
bies are an excellent form of 
home entertainment. He not only 
predicted good sales on toys for 


Qhildren, but for ‘‘older boys, 


too. As they say, the only dif- 
ference in men and boys are the 
price of their toys. As long as 
there are kids, people are going to 
buy stuff,’’ he said. 

Martha Morrow who works at 
an Alabaster music store said that 
since people are home more these 
days, they’re buying more 
records. ‘‘They buy a lot for 


gifts, too,’’ she added. 

Among the stars of the plastic 
discs, Mrs. Morrow predicted the 
Sugar Hill Gang, Fat Back Band, 
Smokey Robinson, Funkadelics 
and the Eagles to be big sellers. 
The Bee Gees, she noted, are do- 
ing ‘‘pretty good.”’ 

If people are staying home to 
listen to records, then it follows 
that they need a stereo to play 
them. Joe Roca, manager of a 
Pelham radio and electronics 
shop, said his stereos are in great 
demand this time of year. Raco 
pointed out, however, that his 
biggest sellers this year will be 
electronic toys and computerized 
games: 

“I look at it (the Christmas 
season) optimistically because 
we’ve been doing a relatively 
good business the last five mon- 
ths. Maybe it’s because the reces- 
sion, or inflation--whatever it is 
we’re supposed to have--hasn’t 
hit this area yet,’’ Raco said. 

A sales clerk at a Pelham 
cosmetic store said their sales are 
traditionally up this time of the 
year because women buy new 
makeup for Christmas social 
functions. But, she added, the 
store also sees an increase in the 
sales of gift items such as lingerie. 

‘‘Buying and spending is 
Christmas to people,’’ she ex- 
plained, adding that ‘‘once they 
get Thanksgiving out of the way, 
they concentrate on Christmas-- 
one holiday at a time.”

Though these interviews were 
conducted the day after 
Thanksgiving, considered by 
retailers nationwide as the 
heaviest shopping day of the 
year, there were few, if any 
customers in the stores that mor- 
ning. Many potential shoppers 
apparently had their spending 
spirits dampened by a near cons- 
tant rain which fell, often heavi- 
ly, throughout the day. 

‘**The weather may slow things 
down, but if we have a cold snap, 
sales will pick up,’’ predicted 
Susan Byars at a Pelham fashion 
shop. 

Though some customers have 
already purchased large articles, 
such as suits, and put them on 
layaway, she admited she is 
‘Scared to death, but we’re get- 
ting ready for it (sales) just to be 
optimistic. 

Her husband, Michael Byars, 
who manages the men’s depart- 
ment of that fashion store, said 
that tight money may stop people 
from buying early, but that last 
minute shopping will probably be 
good. He also said that it’s not 
yet true that people are buying 
just necessities. 

The Byars noted that sweaters 
and velour tops are their biggest 
movers so far, and that women’s 
clothing generally sells better 
than men’s at Christmas. 

A Pelham sporting goods store 
manager said that people spend 


her Christmas list. Mrs. Morgan indicated that the 
current economic woes are affecting her 
Christmas spending. 


Gardens on slopes need cover 


If your Shelby County garden 
is located on sloping land, you 
should take special measures to 
guard against erosion this winter. 

Do not leave the garden bare. 
If possible, plant and prepare the 
land in some kind of a cover crop 
to prevent erosion and leaching. 
Oats, rye and clover may be used 
on a prepared seedbed. Ryegrass 
may be planted without any soil 
preparation. However, if 
ryegrass is used, it should be 
turned early in the spring before 
it begins to form a heavy soil. 


If the garden cannot be planted 


gardeners to start planting for 
next year’s crop. Soil testing 
should head the list of fall and 
winter garden jobs. 

Spread lime recommended by 
soil test results as quickly as 
possible. The best way to spread 
lime on a small area is by hand. 
Take one-half the lime and 
broadcast it going in one direc- 
tion, then spread the remainder 


at right angles to the first applica- 
tion. Lime applied just ahead of 
land preparation can be incor- 
porated in the plow layer when 
turning the land. 


Soil test samples should be 
mailed in special mailing boxes. 
They are available free of charge 
from the Shelby County Exten- 
sion office.

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Airborne ‘water buckets’ 


fight county woods fires

Two giant birds hovered over 
the Coosa River several times 
Thursday, each time sucking up 
2,000 gallons of water apiece. 

The birds were actually 
helicopters and attached to their 
undersides were huge buckets 
recently purchased by the 
Alabama Forestry Commission 
to be used in firefighting. 

Assistant State Forester 
Charles Pigg told the Reporter 
that there are only between six 
and eight of this size bucket in 
use in the entire United States. 

He explained that only 
helicopters with the lift capacity 
of those used by the Air National 
Guard in Birmingham were 
capable of carrying the huge 
buckets and their water load. 

Pigg reported that the State 
Forestry Commission paid ap- 
proximately $25,000 for both 
buckets which will be kept at the 
Air National Guard base in Birm- 
ingham. However, he noted they 
are available to every county in 
the state. 

Forestry personnel from 
District 2, which includes Shelby 
County, and U. S. Forestry 
representatives were on hand last 
week to observe a demonstration 


over Gulf States land southeast 
of Columbiana. 

The sky cranes carrying the 
bright orange buckets were 


-CH-54 B’s, and a smaller rotor 


craft known as a Huey, also par- 
ticipated in the exercise. 
Relating that fires were set at 


various locations on Gulf State 
land to do a controlled burn on 
150 acres, County Forester David 
Stone said copter pilots were 
working on accuracy in hitting 
fire sites. 

Five forestry service techni- 
cians, one from Boise, Idaho 


rode in the helicopters to observe 
from above the effectiveness of 
the deluge on the flames. 


Former County Forester Dave 
Duckett, now Fire Control Chief 
for the state, was also part of the 
shake-down operation. 


Solar roof catches fire 


A dry run by the Montevallo 
Fire Department paid off a week 
later when flames were spotted 
on the roof of Alabama Power 
Company’s Solar Energy 
building in Monievallo. 


According to reports, someone 
on the street noticed the roof fire 
at 1:30 Tuesday afternoon. 

Montevallo City Clerk Don 
Hughes notified Power Company 
officials and the 30 employees in 
the building were evacuated. 

The Montevallo Fire Depart- 
ment, following the plan they had 
mapped out last Monday in the 
event the building ever caught on 
fire, had the flames extinguished 
in less than five minutes.

According to Fred Pickard, the 
lawyer appointed to defend the 
accused killer, he will file a motin 
for his client to undergo 
psychiatric testing. 

Investigators still have not 
determined how the 20 year old 
Osborne came to accompany 
Smith to the wooded spot where 
his body was found tied to a tree 
Nov. 19. 

Reportedly there are no other 
suspects in the case so far and no 
weapon has been found. Osborne 
was beaten to death with a stick. 

Investigators are also continu- 
ing to search for the reported 
$8,000 that was found missing 
from the safe at the Mountain 
Brook store early on the morning 
of Nov. 18. 

Smith is a prisioner at the 
Shelby County jail. At his bond 
hearing Nov. 28, he refused bail. 


Grand jury clears Montevallo principal 


When word reached 
Montevallo High School Friday 
morning that Principal W. C. 
Cratie Corbett had not been in- 
dicted by the grand jury, student 
office workers threw an im- 
promptu party for the ad- 
ministrator. 


Corbett, who has headed the

At a preliminary hearing Nov.

After considering the evidence, 
Judge Robert Armstrong had 
ordered Corbett bound over to 
the grand jury.

Echols Jr. had the principal 
testify before the grand jury last 
week. 

The 18 member panel listened 
to testimony for approximately 
ten hours and didn’t disband on 
Wednesday until after midnight. 

**I've never seen such a diligent 
jury,’’ remarked Bell, who noted 
that in most instances testimony 
wasn’t heard after 5 p.m.

Energy saving advised 


at Farm-City banquet 


Put the windows on the south 


side of the house, with an 
overhang. 
That is the advice of Dr. 


Robert Brewer, who spoke to the 
annual banquet marking Farm- 
City Week in Columbiana last 
Thursday. 


Brewer, a professor of poultry 
science at Auburn University, has 
been engaged in research in the 
uses of solar power in recent 
months. His studies are aimed 
primarily at the uses of, solar 
power for livestock buildings, but 
many of the things he is finding 
can also be adopted for home 
builders, 

He showed slides which il- 
lustrate why windows on the 
south side of a home are the best 
for conserving energy and using 
solar power. 

In the winter, the sun’s rays 
would be on the windows and 


would help heat the home, he 
said. In the summer, the rays 
would be directly overhead, and 
the overhang would prevent their 
adding additional heat to the 
home. 

Brewer’s talk touched on all 
the renewable sources of energy 
such as solar, wind, ocean tides, 
wood, biomass, hydroelectric 
energy and nuclear fission. 

He indicated there is tremen- 
dous research going on in the 
field of solar heat for agricultural 
uses such as drying of grain, 
peanuts, etc. 

He emphasized that people will 
need to change some of their 
traditional habits to conserve 
energy and to try new sources of 
energy. 

The banquet was sponsored by 
the Columbiana Kiwanis Club 
and was attended by about 40 
persons from throughout the 
county.

Pelham ponders dog, water, parking

Troubles with dogs, parking, 
telling the truth and city water 
were discussed Monday night at 
Pelham’s council meeting. 

Ordinances concerning the first 
three matters are still under con- 
sideration by the council. 

Concerning the fourth matter, 
the council voted unanimously to 
sell $386,000 worth of bonds teo 
finance the costs incurred when 
the city expanded its water main 
system into areas of Highway 52 
east and Highway 119 north, out- 
side the city limits. The expansion 
also included a new well and 
pump, and a new half-million 
gallon water tank in the Oak 
Mountain area. 

The bond sale will be used to 
close the FHA loan which the city 
took out to finance construction 
of the water system expansion. 
That expansion was completed 
last spring. 

Mayor Burk Dunaway said he 
would send a copy of the bond 
issue to anyone desiring one. 

“Send me a copy, will you,” 
requested J.D. Walters. Walters 
is a resident of Pelham who had 
earlier during the meeting com- 
plained about not having city 
water for five or six years at his 
house off Highway 52. 

Walters said that it didn’t seem 
right that he paid taxes to 
Pelham, yet could not get city 
water to his house. He pointed 
out that former Pelham Mayor 
Paul Yeager had promised him 
water lines would be extended to 
his residence. 

“I’m not going to argue with 
you, because it may not be 
right,’” Dunaway answered. The 
mayor did, however, promise to 
check and see what the cost 
would be to extend the lines to 
Walters’ house. 

Dunaway pointed out that no 


city taxes are channeled into the 
city water system. 

The council is still considering 
a leash law for the city and is 
reviewing such a law, now in ef- 
fect in Alabaster. 

Mayor Dunaway stated that 
the city ‘‘probably gets as many 
complaints about dogs running 
loose as we do about anything 
else.”’ 

The ordinance currently und- 
cer consideration would make it 
illegal for dogs to run loose 
without restraints such as a leash 
or fence. 

Dogs would have to be tagged 
by the city and tagged also for 
rabies shots. Any dog running 
loose would be picked up by the 
city dog catcher and turned over 
to the county animal clinic where 
it would be kept for no less than 
six days before being disposed of 
in a humane fashion. 

After hearing a complaint by 
R.C. Rockett of Cahaba Valley, 
the mayor instructed PPD Chief 
D.O. Watson to have officers cite 
motorists who park in the fire 
lanes in front of the Winn Dixie 
grocery on Hwy 31. 

Watson agreed to have officers 
patrol the parking area more 
often. 

The council decided to further 
study an ordinance requiring 
Pelham residents and businesses 
to fill out ad valorem assessment 
forms for vehicles. 

Councilman Willard Payne 
pointed out that people will 
sometimes fill in the proper ad- 
dress but check a block on the 
form that says they do not live 
within the city limits. 

City clerk Willie Mae Dennis 
attested to the fact that she had 
heard a long time resident of 
Pelham tell a tax clerk in Colum- 
biana that he did not live inside 
the city, a claim which would

“It is urgent that we send a 
clear, unequivocal message to 
Khomeini and the student kid- 
nappers that the American people 
are united and solidly behind the 
President and his policies,’’ he 
said.

ADC payments average 
$38 per month 


Editor’s Note: This article is 


one in a series on the programs 
and services of the Department of 
Pensions and Security, which has 
offices 


in all 67 counties. 
Because Alabama traditionally 


pays among the lowest public 
assistance benefits in the nation, 
it is not a very. good state in which 
to be poor, said Gary Cooper, 
Commissioner of the State 
Department of Pensions and 
Security. 


‘‘We need to raise our 


payments,’’ Cooper said. ‘‘but, 
like many other state agencies, we 
operate on a very tight budget 


that, so far, has prevented us 
from increasing the amount we 

“When people talk about 
‘‘welfare’’ they are usually talk- 
ing about the Aid to Dependent 


Children (ADC) program. ADC 


is a public assistance program 
that provides aid to children who 
have lost the care or support of 
one or both parents because of 
death, illness or continued 
absence from the home. 

The payment for each ADC 
recipient currently averages just 
under $38 per month. Cooper 
said that this figure is among the 
very lowest in the nation, with 
only two other states and Puerto 
Rico paying less. In comparison, 
he added, at least 13 states pay 
more than $100 per recipient per 
month. 


Can diet cut cancer rate? 


If America alters its eating 
habits, could it cut its cancer 
rate? 

Increased evidence pointing to 
a link between cancer and 
America’s dietary habits has led 
to preliminary suggestions by the 
National Cancer Institute that the 
average person might take certain 
steps to inhibit his chances of 
developing cancer. 

Scientists at The University of 
Alabama in Birmingham’s Com- 
prehensive Cancer Center are col- 
laborating with colleagues from

the first of the nation’s fou. 
nutrition sciences centers in in- 
vestigating this possible link bet- 
ween cancer and eating habits. 

Dr. Richard A. Gamis, deputy 
director of the Cancer Center, 
and Dr. Charles E, Butterworth, 
chairman of the Department of 
Nutrition Sciences, agree that 
preliminary findings around the 
country point to the beneficial ef- 
fects of these diet-changes: 

*Maintain the body weight best 
for the individual, especially 
avoiding overweight. 

*Reduce consumption of fat, 
preferably so that it represents 30 
percent of caloric intake; it now 
is 40 percent, a figure called im- 
prudent by medical authorities. 

*Try to maintain an intake of 
some fiber foods regularly. 

*Seek a balanced diet based on 
a variety of foods. 

*Use alcohol in moderation if 
at all. 

The scientists say, ‘‘Good 
nutrition is essential to 
maintenance of healthy body 
tissue and critical to the body's 
ability to heal itself after being 
damaged by cancer.’ 


The amount paid to ADC reci- 
pients is determined, in part, by 
how much money is available to 
pay them, said Cooper. The 
money comes from a combina- 
tion of federal and state funds, 
with the federal government pa 
ing the major share. . 

The ratio of federal to state 
funds changes from time to time, 
but the match is currently about 
7) percent federal and 29 percent 
state. ‘*The federal dollars 
brought into the state through 
ADC contribute considerably to 
our economy,’’ Cooper pointed 
out. ‘‘They help business and in- 
dustry while they are helping 
poor people."’ 

Although the cost of living in 
Alabama is lower than in many 
states, it is not low enough to 
justify such low ADC payments, 
said Cooper. Other programs 
such as food stamps help out, but 
ADC recipients in Alabama are 
still far worse off than in most 
other states. 

The average payment to all 
60,000 ADC families is just 
undert $110 because the average 
family size is less than three per- 
sons. A family must meet several 
qualifications in order to receive 
ADC. The child, or children, 
must be under 18, or under 21 if 
in school or training. there are 
also limits regarding income and 
resources. If a family qualifies 
for ADC because one of the 
parents has deserted, the family, 
in most instances, must cooperate 
in trying to obtain child support. 
Most able-bodied applicants 
must also register for work with 
the Work Incentive Program, 
called WIN.

The Question of Inherited Sin 


The doctrine of Calvanism teaches that 
when Adam swined in the Garden of Eden, 
Adam's descendents were all totally de- 
praved and inheriied Adam's sin. Thus, we 
are all rank swiners and that at birth. This 
doctrine violates the free-moral agency of 
man and completely disregards clear scrip- 
tures that teach that little children are free 
of sin. It also disregards what took place 
when Adam sinned, which this article will 
discuss, 

First, Adam and Eve were mortal, 
fleshly, when they were created and placed 
in the garden. When Eve was made from 
the rib of Adam, Adam stated, ‘‘This is 
now bone of my bone and flesh of my 
flesh." They were to eat of the fruit of the 
garden in order to sustain the food needs of 
the flesh. If they had been spirit beings, 
what need would have existed for physical 
food? 

Second, since flesh has the natural 
inevitable deteroration leading to death, 
something was necessary to keep Adam 

~ and Eve from dying. The tree of life was 
given and eaten for the purpose. Other- 
wise, they would have died physically. 

Third, when Eve was faced with the fir- 
st temptation, she sinned. Satan no doubt 
wasted no time in tempting her, and she 
sinned immediately. 

Fourth, the sin of Adam and Eve did 
not cause man to be totally depraved. It 
did separate Adam and Eve from God 
(Isaiah 59:1,2), but they no doubt were 
later saved. The way the descendents of 
Adam and Eve were influenced by the sin 
is that they would die physically, as Adam 

yand Eve did. This is the only way. When 

dam and Eve sinned, they were put out 
of the Garden of Eden, thus no longer 
able to partake of the tree of life and thus 
live forever. We are likewise unable to eat 
of the tree of life and partake of this vir- 
tual ‘fountain of youth."’ 


Fifth, Adam and Eve, as free-moral 
agents, had the innate potential to do 
right and also the innate potential to do 
wrong. Man today has the same innate 
potentials: The Bible nowhere indicates 
that the sin of Adam brought depravity 
upon man which is inherent and innate. 
Such teaching does away with the free- 
moral agency of man. Where is the one 
scripture, even, that teaches such a doc- 
trine? Even in this sinful environment do 
many people resist the first temptation 
(which Eve did not do), Man has no 
greater innate tendency to do evil today 
than does he have the tendency to do 
right. It is for this reason that Ezekiel 
states, ‘‘The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die; the father shall not bear the iniquity 
of the son, nor the son of the father.’’ 
(Ezekiel 18:20) Christ could say that little 
children are like the kingdom of heaven. 
(Matthew 18:3) Surely Christ would not 
liken the kingdom to rank, depraved sin- 
ners! ‘‘Like sheep, we all have gone 
astry."’ (Isaiah 53:6) We were not born 
astry. 

Sixth, we are fleshly like Adam, our 
physical father, but God is the father of 
our spirits. Like Adam, when he lost ac- 
cess to the tree of life, we lost access to the 
tree of life. Thus, we die physically. 
However, we do not inherit our spirits 
from Adam. They are direct from God. 
(Hebrews 12:9) Does man inherit evil 
spirits from God? If so, God would of 
necessity be evil. He is not! We are not 
totally inclined to evil!

Clarke counties, yielding more 
than $3 million of stolen farm 
equipment. 

Another in Monroe county in- 
volved over one million dollars 
worth of tractors, logging equip- 
ment and other machinery. 

Reporting that he has been 
working for a year and a half get- 
ting the program going in 
Alabama, Golden noted that it 
has resulted in a 35 per cent 
reduction in theft in one of the 
first states to use il. 

The marking system was 
developed by the FBI, Golden 
noted, and it includes state, coun- 
ty, the first letter of the persons 
surname and where he falls in the 
list of people with that letter in 
the county marking system. 

Last week, Golden, Sheriff 
Glasgow and Tommy Martin, a 
field representative with the 
Alabama Farm Bureau, traveled 
to the Royce Morris farm near 
Columbiana to put the first 
Stamp markings on his equip- 
ment. 

According to Golden, the iden- 
tification number should not only 
be placed in certain specified 
places, but in other locations on 
the property being marked that 
will be known only to the owner. 

He also noted that it would be 
a good idea to put up a sign mak- 
ing it known that equipment has 
been marked. 

Anyone interested may contact 
Sheriff Glasgow to make ar- 
rangements to use his marking 
set.

“Everything I do is repeat 
business,’’ says Braddock. When 
I get a new (account) they’re go- 
ing to call me back. I tell the man 
I’m going to do a good job--the 
right job. And I back up my 
word.’” 

The majority of Braddock’s 
business is rebuilding chipper 
discs which are used to cut 
veneered logs into chips for the 
pressing mills. 

When a chipper is down and 
out of action, a company stands 
to lose $80,000 at $120,000 per 
day. And even if your name is 
Georgia Pacific or Weyerhouser, 
it stands to reason you are going 
to want to be back in operation as 
soon as possible. 

When a plant in Virginia calls 
BFP and says their chipper is 
down, Braddock and)or George 
Blake (the only employee who 
moved to Pelham with the com- 
pany) drive up there, install a 
spare chipper, bring the broken 
one back with them and turn it 
over to the shop machinists for 
rebuilding. 

Braddock says that including 
shipping time, his company can 
have the rebuilt chipper back in 
action within two weeks-- 
considered to be a good time for 
such an operation.

Braddock was previously 
employed by one of his com- 
petitors (there are only two in the 
area). As a factory represen- 
tative, he once installed many of 
the chippers he now services. 

The BFP owners explains that 
the recession has helped his 
business boom because with tight 
money companies prefer 
rebuilding, to replacing, expen- 
sive equipment. 

In the last quarter, Braddock 
says orders have jumped from 
about $30,000 a month to nearly 
$60,000. And, he proudly points 
out, that growth is beneficial not 
only to BFP, but to the county as 
well. 

From two employees and 
$25,000 worth of equipment last 
July, BFP has expanded to 14 
einployees and over $260,000 
worth of equipment. 

‘*When I moved here I made it 
a point to hire people from this 
area,”’ says Braddock. ‘‘There’s 
good people working here--good 
machinists.’’ 

By next summer Braddock 
hopes to expand into the adjacent 
to him, building, doubling his 
7500 square feet of space, and 
employing up to 15 more local 
people. 

He says that in the not too dis- 
tant future he might add a parts 
distribution to the business and 
open a branch operation in Loui- 
siana where some 20 of his ac- 
counts are located. The main of- 
fice will remain in Pelham. 

Before moving the business to 
Shelby County, Braddock looked 
for a new location in Forestdale, 
Bessemer and other areas, but 
says he couldn’t find what he 
wanted, 

He noted that First Shelby Na- 
tional Bank was very helpful in 
getting him going in Pelham. 
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He adds that he and his wife, 
Glenda, who works with him in 
the office, once lived in Pelham 
and they are both excited about 
living again in the area. They now 
live in Southwind district of 
Alabaster with their three sons.

A national pipe distributorship 
has announced plans to build a 
pipe yard and relocate its cor- 
porate headquarters in Shelby 
County. 

Concol Pipe, Inc., currently 
based in Birmingham, has pur- 
chased 26 acres of land near the 
Shelby County Airport, between 
U.S. 31 and I-65. Plans for the 
development of the property call 
& construction of an open pipe 

rage yard, facilities to 
customize pipe orders, a railroad 
siding for transportation, and a 
corporate office complex, accor- 
ding to Marvin Dobnikar, Con- 
col vice president in charge of 
sales. 

President and chairman of the 
board of the company is E.E. 
‘*Pete’’ Raughley. Raughley, a 
resident of North Shelby County 
for about five years, was out of 
town and unavailable for com- 
ment. 

Land clearing on the 26 acre 
site is expected to begin in 
December, and stocking of the 
pipe yard should be in progress 
during the first quarter of 1980, 
Dobnikar told the Reporter. 

Plans for the offices are still on 
the drawing board and their con- 
struction is set for sometime next 
year, he said. 

The new Concol Pipe facility 
will cost in the neighborhood of 
$500,000. and will stockpile pipe 
worth about that same amount. 

Dobnikar said that in the first 
year the facility will employ 20-25 
people, some of which will move 
from the Birmingham office. 

Cranes and other equipment 
have already been ordered, and

Board member Herchiel 
Meadows asked the obvious 
question, ‘‘Why are we borrow- 
ing $8.75 million when the cost is 
$7,757,000? 

The answer turned out to be 
that the cost is really $13,038,221 
when everything is considered. 
Actual improvements to the 
hospital will be valued at over $10 
million. This includes the above 
sum to the contractor plus ‘major 
equipment’ of $981,000; land im- 
provements of $213,000; ar- 
chitect and engineering fees of

University of Montevallo 
President James Vickrey angrily 
denies there is any irregularity in 
the way the University handles its 
finances. 

Vickrey contends that remarks 
made in the state capitol last Fri-- 
day alluding to ‘fraud’ among 
some of the state’s universities do 
not apply to the University of 
Montevallo.

straight ever since he became 
president. The University owns 
considerable land, but finding the 
legal titles has run into a very 
time consuming process, he said.

Apparently none of it 
is providing a rental or timber 
sale income. 

On the matter of federally 
funded programs, he said 
separate accounting is maintain- 
ed on each program, as required 


by law and the funds are shown 
in the general university budget. 

The funds from private gifts, 
are in the University Foundation, 
the president said and are not 
reflected in the general budget 
figures. But the books of the 
Foundation are also open, he ad-° 
ded. The Foundation has assets 
of about a quarter of a millon 
dollars that are restricted to cer- 
tain uses as specified by the in- 
dividuals who made the dona- 
tions. Most of the funds are used 
for scholarships to students, he 
said.

Wilsonville increases traffic fines

There was unanimous agree- 
ment at Monday night’s Council 
meeting to raising fines in 
Wilsonville but the panel decided 
they needed time to consider 
granting a pay raise to Municipal 
Judge Joel Watson. 

The fine schedule and court 
costs hadn’t been adjusted in a 
number of years. 


After suggesting how much the 
amounts be increased, Watson 
asked for a $75 raise in his mon- 
thly salary. 

He pointed out that the addi- 


tional revenue should be suffi- 
cient to take care of the raise he 
asked for. 


However, some of the Council 
expressed doubt that it would. 
Councilwoman Dot Scruggs ask- 
ed to see a record of the cases the 
judge heard saying she wanted to 
get an idea of how much was 
taken in in fines. 


Giving his reasons for needing 
an increase in pay, Watson ex- 
plained that his duties were in- 
creasing and he said that he also 
based the request on his ex- 
perience. 

He noted that although the 


town hadn't taken advantage of 
it, his secretary and office equip- 
ment were always available and 
that he was also on call 24 hours a 
day. 

The town has been paying the 
judge $100 a month. He pointed 
out that he wouldn’t need any 
further increases for at least two 
years. 

A $7 increase in court costs for 
non-moving violations will bring 
that amount to $14 and the fee 
for traffic violations will be $17, 
a boost of $8. 

In other financial matters con- 
cerning the town, the panel voted 
to discontinue paying for long 


Speeding is top offense 


Speeding remains one of the 
most frequent offenses for which 
Montevallo police make arrests. 

In his monthly report to the 
Montevallo City Council Mon- 
day night, Police Chief Troy 
Kirkland pointed out that of- 
ficers made 36 arrests for 
speeding in November. 

The next most frequent cause 
for writing arrest tickets is issuing 
worthless checks. There were 
twelve arrests for this violation. 
Driving while intoxicated resulted 
in nine arrests. There were six ar- 
rests for driving on the wrong 
side of the road, three for 
reckless driving and three for 
public drunkeness. Five tickets 
were issued for driving without a 
valid drivers license. 

Single arrests were made for a 
variety of violations, producing a 
total of 90 arrests during the 
month of November. 

Kirkland’s written report also 
stated that $5,372.50 was col- 
lected through the municipal 
court system during the two court 
sessions held in November. 


Police records indicate officers 
patrolled a total of 7,992 miles 
during the month. Records also 
show that 22 prisoners were in- 
carcerated for a total of 36 days 
last month. 

Steve Sedgewick, a represen- 
tative of the Birmingham 
Regional Planning Commission, 
appeared before the council to 
explain Montevallo’s eligibility 
for federal grants under a federal 
waste water program. The city 
must upgrade its sewage disposal 
plant in accord with federal En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
rules and regulations. 


Preliminary studies and cost 
estimates have been made. Pre- 
sent cost estimates come to 
$1,551,000. Work on the project 
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is expected to begin sometime 
next year.

Action urged on 


flag burning 


Saying that the ‘‘American 
people are tired of being abus- 
ed,"’ Alabama Congressman 
Richard Shelby today filed bills 
in the U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives that would make burning 
the American flag a felony and 
that would require the deporta- 
tion of nonimmigrant aliens who 
participate in political 
demonstrations. 

‘**Time and time again we have 
seen foreigners visiting this coun- 
try and enjoying its benefits 
malign our system of government 
and burn our flag,’’ said Shelby. 

‘Americans have always and 
will continue to welcome foreign 
visitors and students to this coun- 
iry, but not if they abuse their 
privileges by advocating the 
downfall of our government,‘ 

Under current law destroying 
the flag is only a misdemeanor, 
while under the legislation pro- 
posed by Shelby, such action 
could be a felony. In addition, 
current law does not prohibit 
political demonstrations by 
nonimmigrant aliens. 

The present status of the law 
allows nonimmigrant aliens to 
participate in a wide range of 
anti-American activity and still 
not be subject to deportation. 

Shelby said that recent in- 
cidents “‘outrage and frustrate 
Americans everywhere and it’s 
time for Comgress to take ac- 
ton.**

Alabaster attorney Jim Pino 
was named by Judge James Shar- 
butt to defend Hope. 

Now an inmate in the state 
penitentiary, Hope is accused of 
possessing valium while he was in 
the Shelby County jail.

Pickard had said after being 
appointed to the case by District 
Judge Robert Armstrong, that he 
would file a motion for his client 
to undergo psychiatric testing. 

Since there is a waiting list at 
Bryce Hospital in Tuscaloosa 
where the testing is usually done, 
Pickard said that he would re- 
quest Smith be taken to Jefferson 
County for the examination. 

The body of the 20 year old 
assistant manager of the Western 
Supermarket in Mountain Brook 
was found by police from that ci- 
ty on Nov. 19. 

Osborne’s battered body was 
found in the Shelby Springs area 
where the suspect had lived when 
he was a boy. 

Smith is believed to have been 
with the dead man the night he 
and $8,000 disappeared from the 
Mountain Brook store. 
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The county’s Solid Waste En- 
forcement Division did not reach 
its income goal for November, 
but its supervisor, Carlton 
Franks, thinks it is because the 
month had two holidays. 

Franks reported to the County 
Commission Monday an income 
of $7,185 for the month with a 
little over three tons of garbage 
and trash collected.

Many of the county’s indigents 
have been eligible under various 
programs to get care at UAB, 
especially maternity cases. 

Snowden expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with Shelby Memorial’s 
policies on obstetrics. ‘‘We have 
that OB department over there, 
and I haven’t heard of more than 
three people having babies there - 
and we spent something like a 
half-million on it.’’

Salaries for county workers 
were discussed in light of the 
state’s recent decision to give 7 
percent increases to state 
employees. Ned Bearden com- 
mented, ‘“‘If the money’s there 
the decision is already made (to 
give all county workers a raise). I 
hope there’s a lot more there than 
we budgeted.” 

Commissioner Jake Morris 
said if the deputies get a raise, he 
favors giving the same raise to all 
other employees, and ‘‘When the 
money runs out, just shut the 
county down.” 

They briefly discussed the fact 
that there is still no firm figure on 
how much money this year’s 
taxes will bring in.

teachers, who are the front line 
troops in the War on Illiteracy, I 
am glad that we have been able to 
make arrangements to fund a 7 
percent raise for them, regardless 
of a possible shortfall in revenue 
coming in to the Special Educa- 
tion Trust Fund.’’ 

Due to efficiencies in govern- 
ment instituted by James since 
coming into office, some $20 
million has been saved in opera- 
tions costs according to the 
governor’s spokesmen. In addi- 
tion, an aggressive campaign to 
collect out-of-state taxes has 
resulted in a $15 million bulge in 
the Special Education Trust Fund 
and has made the teacher raises 
possible. 

‘‘About seven months ago, we 
hired about 40 additional 
auditors for the Revenue Depart- 
ment to go all over the country 
and collect these taxes that 
belonged to the people of 
Alabama,’’ James said. ‘‘Il am 
pleased that this effort was so 
successful. 1 am told that for 
every dollar we have spent on the 
additional auditors, we have 
brought back more than $100 to 
the state of Alabama.”’ 

The state employee raises are 
firm for the entire fiscal year, but 
the teacher raises are firm only 
for the first quarter. Revenue in- 
to the Special Education Trust 
Fund must come in at a rate 14.9 
percent higher than last year in 
order for the raise to be made 
firm for the entire year if it is to 
be paid from the SETF. 

However, James said last week 
that even if the revenue does not 
allow payment solely from the 
trust fund, he will ask the 
Legislature in February to allow 
the use of an expected $10 million 
surplus in the General Fund and 
an $11.5 million surplus in the 
SETF, or any portion needed to 
make up the difference, for 
teacher pay raises.

‘Taxpayers win tussle 


with appraisal figures 


by Marcia M. Sears 

County officials are keeping a 
wary eye on the tax collections 
that are now coming in to the 
courthouse. 

To date they are disappointed 
that the total sum is not higher, 
but many taxpayers are postpon- 
ing payment until the final due 
date of December 31. 

Because of the property reap- 


praisal program, and the 
monumental confusion which 
resulted, county officials were 


unable to get a good estimate in 
advance of this year’s tax season 
as to how much money to expect. 

It now appears that the 
estimates the County Commis- 
sion and the Board of Education 
used to set up their budgets may 
have been too optimistic. 

One of the major reasons is 
that many homes’ were 
automatically classified with 
businesses if the owners had not 
requested a homestead exemp- 
jon. Many persons have come 
orward proving that they have 
lived in the home, and _ this 


reduces their tax by about half. 
Many other errors have been 
resolved and most of them ap- 
pear to be in the taxpayers’ favor 
rather than the county’s. 
However, county officials still 
hope that the increase in taxes on

They 
roughnecks. 
probably agree. 

Their work is hard, grueling. 
And dirty. And it goes on seem- 
ingly forever. Weekends and 
holidays do not exist for the 
roughneck. The job of deep drill- 
ing the earth in search of gas and 
oil demands that a rig be manned 
seven days a week. 


Jutting 150 feet above the bar- 
ren, strip mined hills in the 
southwest corner of Shelby 


. County stands Warrior rig # 9 


operated by Warrior Drilling and 
Engineering Company of 
Tuscaloosa. For 69 straight days 
roughnecks on that rig have been

going at it three shifts a day, 
every single day. 

“It’s ahard job. You turn into 
a hard person,”’ says head driller 
and foreman Marty Sumners. 


When he and his four man day 
shift crew clock out in the after- 
noon, they are not exactly ready 
for teacakes and milk around the 
kitchen table. 

‘*Miller time,’’ is a much better 
description of their frame of 
mind after a day of tripping pipe, 
pulling blown sections and mak- 
ing connections. 

(Of the five man crew, only 
Sumners does not drink that par- 


ticular brand of beer. He goes 
for Michelob.) 
Twenty-seven year old

roughneck Steve Thomason 
claims that he once knew a rig- 
worker who did not drink. ‘‘He 
lasted a week and went back to 
religion,’’ snickers Thomason. 

The rowdiness of the 
roughnecks, which is not limited 
to their off hours, has led to 
numerous encounters with local 
police. 

**Roughnecks just find trou- 
ble,’’ Sumners comments stoical- 
ly above the constant rumble of 
the rigs’ diesels. The 23 year old 
foreman pauses for a moment 
and changes his comment: 
“Trouble just finds them, I 
believe.”’ 

Thirty year old motorman 
Stanley Lee walks into the shack 
up on the rig platform. His am- 
ple, beer-fed belly is covered by a 
black Harley-Davidson t-shirt. 
He wears a golden earring in his 
left ear which you can see behind 
his thick, black beard and under

the long black hair which hangs 
from under his hard hat. Lee 
grins. 

“None of us are badassess-- 
everybody else just thinks we 
are,’” he says. 

Living the pressures of a seven- 
day work week all year long, Lee 
says, ‘‘You gotta’ let out some 
steam.”’ 

A few weeks ago, while man- 
handling the kelley bushing back 
into place around the rotating 
casement pipe on the platform 
floor, Lee’s heavy, steel prize bar 
flipped back and cold-cocked 
him in the head. 

Though Lee was helped to his 
feet, none of his co-workers 
thought too much about the inci- 
dent other than that it was funny. 
The work can be dangerous and 
they all know it. 

“You \cawt hurt. <4 
roughneck,”’ states Sumners. 
“You might scare him, but you 
don’t hurt him.”’ 

One does not become a 
roughneck, the crew explains, 
simply by landing a job on a rig. 
The novice rig worker is called a 
“‘worm’’ and as the name im- 
plies, he is held in low esteem 
among his fellow workers. 

The first day on the rig for a 
worm is more than likely a well- 
remembered occasion--if not a 
traumatic experience. The worm 
is initiated into the 
‘*brotherhood’’ by an informal, 
and somewhat crude ceremony, 
referred to as ‘‘doping’’. 


The worm is held by the 
roughnecks in an unflattering 
position while the doping is ad- 
ministered with a large glob of 
bearing grease on a wooden 
swab.

Though his co-workers now 
consider him a fellow roughneck, 
Mike Sexton, 30, of Gordo, gets 
teased about being the worm on 
the rig. (Sexton generously of- 
fered this reporter the privilege of 
becoming an honorary 
roughneck and the opportunity 
of experiencing a doping first 
hand, but the reporter rather 
quickly changed the subject.) 

Thomason said he was for- 
tunate and missed out on his dop- 
ing because the crew on the rig he 
was working at the time had 
recently doped their boss and the 
initiation ritual had been abrubt- 
ly canceled. 

Besides the long, hard hours 
and the various dangers involved, 
roughnecking is also hard on 
marital life. Three of the men 
have wives at home in Gordo and 
Fayettville, while they have taken 
up temporary quarters in a Col- 
umbiana apartment. The drilling 


operation may continue for up to 
three more months. 

It’s no wonder, says Sumners, 
that divorces are not unusual 
among roughnecks and _ their 
wives. One man on the day crew 
has already been divorced, he 
says. 

Twenty-three year old Frank 
Massey, who has three roughneck 
brothers in his family, lives with 
his parents in nearby Marvel. 
The worst part of the job to 
Massey is the weather, he says. 
And the best part is payday. 

Sumners says that a roughneck 
with a year of experience can take 
home about $450 a week in- 
cluding expense money. That, no 
doubt, is the main drawing card 
for those who enter the drilling 
fields. 

At any rate, it is safe to say 
that those who work the rigs area 
special breed of men. 

Though their vocabularies, 
mannerisms and post-work ac- 
tivities may be offensive to many 
segments of society, everybody 
still needs the gas and oil produc- 
ed by domestic rigs. 

And, as the stickers on their 
hardhats proclaim, ‘‘Every rig

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New judges appointed 


in courthouse shuffle

Governor Fob James announc- 
ed Tuesday the appointment of 
Robert R. Armstrong, Jr., to the 
position of Circuit Judge, Place 
No. 2 of the Eighteenth Judicial 
Circuit. 

He will take the place being 
vacated the first week in January 
by the resignation of Judge 
James Sharbutt. 

At the same time, Governor 
James announced that Mrs. 
Patricia Mungenast Smith will 
become the new Shelby County 
District Judge, the position Judge 
Armstrong holds at present. Mrs. 
Smith is now an Assistant District 
Attorney for the Eighteenth Cir- 
cuit. 

Judge Armstrong is a 1974 gar- 
duate of Cumberland Law 
School, and is 31 years of age. He 
was named District Judge last 
January by Governor James to 
complete the term of District 
Judge Harold Walden who was 
elected Circuit Judge, Place No. 
3. 

Armstrong told the Shelby 
County Reporter he was very 
glad to get the new judgeship. ‘‘I 
enjoy this work more than 
anything I’ve ever done in my 
life,’’ he said. 

He explained that he likes the 
intellectual challenge of analyz- 
ing problems and coming up with 


correct conclusions, to see that 
justice is done. 


Speaking about Judge Shar- 
butt, Armstrong said he was a 
scholar of the law and his deci- 
sions were rarely appealed. ‘‘I 
hope I can do as good a job as he 
has.”’ 

The chief qualities a judge 
must have, Armstrong said, are 
to be fair and honest with all peo- 
ple. 

‘‘That’s what I call ‘blind 
justice’ treating everyone the 
same.”’ 

Judge Armstrong lives in

Alabaster officials 
to receive pay raise

Alabaster’s mayor in 1980 will 
earn a monthly salary of $500 
and members of the council will 
get $100 paychecks. 

The action to raise the salaries 
was taken at Monday night’s 
council meeting to be in com- 
pliance with the law which re- 
quires any increase in pay for city 
officials be taken care of six mon- 
ths in advance. 

At the present time the mayor’s 
salary is $200 and other members 
of the panel get $50 per month. 

It was agreed that the new 
council would decide on the 
amount to be allotted for ex- 
penses. 

The salary increase will not go 
into effect until October of 1980 
when the next council takes of- 
fice. 

Due to accidents in recent 
weeks which involved police cars, 
the panel agreed to declare an 
emergency situation and forego 
taking bids on another car for the 
department. 

A police package LTD now be- 
ing driven by Investigator Larry 
Rollan will be used as a patrol car 
and a used car will be purchased 
for Sgt. Rollan. 

“That will save us about 
$3,000,’’ remarked Mayor Jack 
Zuiderhoek.”’ 

In other action, the panel 
agreed to go ahead with railroad 
crossing work at 12th Ave and 
Railroad Street near Siluria Mills. 


Because so much time had 
elapsed since the original resolu- 
tion had been approved, the 
council was required to adopt 
another resolution. 

According to the mayor, the ci- 
ty’s share of the expense for the 
project will amount to between 
$3,000 and $5,000. The re- 
mainder of the funds for erecting 
a pair of blinking signals facing 
Railroad Street will come from 
the Railway Safety Act. 


The project will also include 
placing warning signs and pave- 
ment marking. 

Mayor Zuiderhoek told the 
panel that he was also going to 


see if any funding was available.

Up $4300 from 1979, the goal 
of the 1980 Cancer Crusade 
stands at $16,800 for the county.

He promised 
Long 130 percent backing from 
the board. 

“Til need a lot of help,’’ Long 
acknowledged, saying his plan at 
this time was to start the format 
Williams set up last year and take 
it from there.

Lime plants defend 


antitrust suit 


Three major lime producing 
plants in Shelby County are being 
charged with price fixing. 

It was learned last week that 
the Dade County, Florida, Water 
and Sewer Authority is planning 
to bring suit against Allied Pro- 
ducts Co,, Longshore Lime and 
Martin Marietta Cement, charg- 
ing them with violating antitrust 
laws. 

A purchasing agent for the 
Florida utility said that bids on 
quicklime submitted by the three 
firms and by three other firms in 
Miami that serve as their 
distributors, were the same with 
only one exception. 

That exception was a _ bid 
slightly lower on freight rates. 

The contract for 18,500 tons of 
quicklime was divided among the 
three Miami distributors. 

Robert Carr of the lime divi- 
sion of Martin Marietta told the 
Reporter Tuesday, ‘‘Our at- 
torneys have advised us not to 
have any comment.”’ He said he 
had not seen a copy of the 
reported lawsuit. 

The three lime producing 
plants are major Shelby County 
employers and Shelby County 
leads the Southeast in the quarry- 
ing and production of lime in all 
its forms. 

Allied has plants in Alabaster 
and Highway 25 between 
Montevallo and Calera. ' 

Longview is located at 
Saginaw, and Martin Marietta is 
north of Highway 25 between 
Montevallo and Calera.

AG wants tougher crime laws

In a tough law and order 
speech to the Fraternal Order of 
Police last Thursday night, At- 
torney General Charlie Graddick 
highlighted some of his goals for 
the future of law enforcement in 
Alabama. 

Of principal importance was 
the new Criminal Code, to go in- 
to effect statewide January 1, 
1980. Copies were handed out 
after the talk. 

Graddick complained that 
former Mobile legislator Doug 
Johnstone proposed 101 amend- 
ments to the original code, which 
would have gutted it. 

The legislature rejected some 
of the amendments, notably 
those that would deny police of- 
ficers the right to use deadly force 
‘‘when appropriate,’’ and that 
would make 2d degree burglary a 
misdemeanor. However, Grad- 
dick said that further work on the 
code would be appropriate. 

On the state judiciary, ‘‘we 
need judges that'll give stiff 
sentences. We’ve got some, but 
we don’t have enough,’’ Grad- 
dick stated, to the applause of the 
thirty or so policemen in atten- 
dance. 

Noting the discrepancy in the 
Alabama Uniform Controlled 
Substance Act, which prescribes 
a 2-15 year penalty for possession 
of a bag of marijuana, and the 
same for selling heroin, Graddick 
opinioned that possession 
penalties should be left as they 
are, but selling penalties greatly 


increased. 

**Take that Juvenile law, and 
move it back to 16 years of age,”’ 
Graddick said, receiving en- 
thusiastic applause for the second 
time. Everyone present seemed to 
agree that too many 17 and 18 
year olds are hardened criminals. 

Saying that it was unusual for 
him to like federal courts, Grad- 
dick urged state adoption of a 
number of trial procedures used 
there: joinder of multiple defen- 
dants into one trial, which in- 
creases the likelihood of convic- 
tion of the junior members of a 
group of criminals; a one-to-one 
jury strike, instead of the present 
system that gives the defense two 
strikes for every one of the pro- 
secution (except in Jefferson 
County, where loca! legislation 
provides for one-to-one already); 
and the federal rules on pre-trial 
bail which were recommended as 
being tougher than Alabama’s. 

Although he sympathized with 
the people of St. Clair county, 
Graddick said that we do need a 
new penitentiary in the state. 

**People don’t like landfills or 
pens in their back yard. But it’s 
better to have them (convicts) 
locked up in your back yard than 
roaming around loose in your liv- 
ing room,”’ he said. 

Graddick hoped he could work 
with Lt. Governor George 
McMillan, author of the present 
incentive good time law, to 
tighten it up. Now it rurs so 
automatically that it de facto 
repeals the discretion of the par- 


dons and paroles board. 

A new feature Graddick en- 
dorsed would be a provision that 
prisoners who ‘‘messed up”’ 
would lose some of their ac- 
cumulated good time. 

On prison administration, 
Graddick told an anecdote about 
a three time-convicted murderer 
who always decapitated his vic- 
tims with a lawn mower blade, 
being assigned to cut grass along 
the highway in Montgomery. 

Graddick said the controversial 
new prison commissioner from 
Arkansas had tightened up on 
slips like that, and also succeeded 
in getting his prisoners to really 
work on the prison farms. 

Meeting in their new place off 
County 26 near Saginaw, Shelby 
County Lodge #41 of the FOP 
closed the session to outsiders so 
that past president Sonny Daven- 
port could install the new officers 
for 1980. 

They were: Lyle D. Mitchell, 
president: James L. Jones, vice- 
president; Mark Austin, 
secretary-treasurer; Tom Barnes, 
guard; Virgil Rice, conductor; 
and Douglas Jackson, chaplain. 

State trustee for 1980 was D. 
O. Watson.

Keister, Howard D. Brodgen, 
John C. Palmer, Jr., Pat Swin- 
ney, Robert W. O’Connor, and 
Dr. C. Allen Graves.

It takes a lot 
of skill to get too often overlook- 
ed and underestimated on the ex- 
pense of both labor and material. 

Also, the public tax payer is a 
contributor to this continued safe 
operation.

Unemployment tax

An unemployment tax imposed 
on workers four and one half 
years ago will remain in effect 
during 1980. William J. Davis, 
director of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Industrial Relations, said 
private industry employees are re- 
quired to pay one-half of 1 per- 
cent on the first $6,600 earned, or 
a maximum of $33 during the 
year. 

The Alabama Unemployment 
Compensation Law requires 
employers to deduct this tax from 
their workers’ pay during any 
calendar year when the State 
Unemployment Trust fund, at 
the end of any fiscal year, is 
below the amount required for 
the next calendar year.

UM budget passed 


A $2.1 million budget increase 
for the University of 
Montevallo’s 1980-81 budget was 
approved Friday by the Alabama 
Commission on Higher Educa- 
tion (ACHE), and UM President 
Jim Vickrey was pleased. 

The recommended funding for 
the 1980-81 UM budget includes: 
$6,576,000, organization and 
maintenance budget (general 
operating expenses); $50,000, 
vocational education; $164,000, 
Alabama Traffic Safety Center; 
$208,000, Communications 
Center; $296,000 Speech and 
Hearing Center; and $218,472 in 
‘quality enhancement’’ funds 
for program accreditation and 
library purchases. 

“It’s taken us more than two 
years to secure a reasonably ade- 
quate recommendation from 
ACHE,” Dr. Vickrey said, ‘‘and 
its gratifying to see that things 
like quality and stewardship now 
mean something in Mon- 
tgomery.”’ 

His comments were apparently 
among the few complimentary 
remarks made to ACHE in con- 
nection with the controversial 
plan that Gov. Fob James re- 
quested -- recommendations of 
which have been described in re- 
cent news stories. 

The UM president also com- 
mended the Commission for 
what he called its ‘‘total commit- 
ment to the enhancement of the 
quality of postsecondary educa- 
tion in Alabama.”’

The doctrine affirms that the 
bread and the fruit of the vine of the 
Lofd’s Supper become the literal body 
and blood of Christ, when they are bless-

This false doctrine presumes to teach 
that a weak and unworthy man can turn a 
wafer of bread and some wine into the 
human body of Christ, the identical body 
and person of Christ being in heaven at 
the: same time. Presumably, Christ is 
agaja killed as a sacrifice, is eaten, and is 
offered for the people's sins. 

Christ used symbolic language when he 
stated, ‘‘This is my body"’ and ‘‘This is 
my blood."’ (Matthew 26:26-29) In John 
10:9; He stated, **I am the door,’’ but He 
is certainly not a literal door. He was no 
more speaking of His literal blood and 
body than He was referring to Himself as 
a Ieral ‘‘shepherd’’ or His followers as 
literal **sheep’’ in John 10:1-10.

State won't 
pay for drugs 


Medicaid recipients in 
Alabama no longer have some of 
their prescription drugs paid for 
by the state program. 

On Saturday, December 1, the 
Medicaid program deleted about 
400 drugs from its approved list. 

Governor Fob James and 
Medicaid Administrator Hoke 
Kerns approved the exclusion of 
many drugs for blood circulation 
difficulty, coughs and colds, 
ulcers and gastrointestinal pro- 
blems, general pain, and urinary 
tract infections. 

Health Law specialist Micki 
Stiller of the Lega! Services Cor- 
poration of Alabama said. 

**Alabama’s poor, diabled, 
and elderly people will be 
drastically affected by this cut- 
back,’’ she said. 

‘*The Medicaid recipient 
should first talk to his or her 
druggist to see if prescribed 
medicines are still covered under 
Medicaid,’’ Ms. Stiller said. 

“If not, then the recipient 
should discuss with his or her 
pharmacist and doctor whether 
another approved drug can be 
substituted for the one now us- 
ed,’’ she said. 

“The doctor can also ask 
Medicaid for special permission 
to continue paying for the present 


‘medicine, even if it has been 
removed from the list,’’ Ms. 
Stiller said.

Outdoor gifts should fit receiver

Have you selected, that 


Christmas gift for your outdoors 
enthusiastic spouse, son, 
daughter, husband, etc.? If you 
haven't, better stir yourself. The 
countdown is hours away. 

Naturally, the outdoors lean- 
ing of the gift receiver has a Jot to 
do with the type of gift you might 
buy. You don’t give a minnow 
bucket to an angler who fishes 
with artificial lures exclusively! 

I’ve mulled over the suggestion 
problem and as a woods-and 
stream Santa Claus, I would sug- 
gest the puzzled gift-giver select 
first those items, relatively low 
priced, that would satisfy the 
GENERAL outdoorsman or out- 
doorswoman. 

COMPASS. Prices range from 
three dollars to more than a hun- 
dred. However, I’m partial to 
the liquid-filled type with 
azimuth only markings from zero 
to 360 degrees. The Silva Forester 
or the Prospector are good buys 
because they have declination ad- 


justment devices. Fortunately, 
declination of magnetic north 
from true north is not too much 


of a problem in Alabama. In 
western and northeastern states 
there is a considerable angle to 
correct, especially if you are 
working with accurate maps. 
Prices range from $20 to $25 for 
a reliable compass. The compass 
with free swinging needle is not as 
desirable as the liquid filled type 
because you have to wait until the 
needle stops swinging to and fro. 
, BINOCULARS. The binocular 
is an excellent present for the out- 
doors enthusiast. It is useful in 
hunting, especially when scann- 


ing the landscape for deer or 
turkeys, identifying ducks, etc. 
Field glasses are an absolute 
necessity for the bird watcher. 
Two reliable brands in most large 
department and sporting goods 
and camera stores are Bushnell 
and Tasco. For general use, 
choose a binocular of six or seven 
power, with wide angle lens and 
with a large field of view. The 
binoc that fits in a spacious 
jacket pocket is a good choice but 
be sure to get lens covers, else you 
will scar the glassware on grit that 
finds its way into your pocket. 

FOOD CONTAINERS. The 
portable ice chest is a practical 
gift for almost anyone, even if he 
doesn’t fish, hunt or camp. For 
first choice I personally prefer the 
thick walled metal covered ice 
chest, which costs the most and is 
often difficult to find. 

KNIVES. In the past decade 
interest in good knives has been 
honed to a sharp edge. But I’m 
really not kidding. There were 
possibly four or five popular 
standard brands of knives 30 to 
40 years ago. Today, there are at 
least 35 commercial brands and 
at least 50 well known makers of 
homemade knives. 

The styles have blossomed.

Fred Denton, state industrial 
development director, explained 
the ADO’s Preferred Cities Pro-| 
gram which is designed to make 
communities all over the state 
more attractive to industry. The 
greater number of towns that 
qualify for the PCP program, the 
greater will be the economic 
growth in the respective congres- 
sional districts he said.

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Good poinsettia care 
brings annual bloom 


by Shelby County 
Extension Service 

We've had calls from several 
people asking how to care for 
poinsettias and rebloom them 
each year. Poinsettias make 
lasting holiday decorations and 
gifts if cared for properly 

Poinsettia blooms will. last 
from several weeks to. several 
months, The length of the 
blooming period depends on the 
plant’s maturity and its care. If 
the flowers are green or red- 
tipped and fresh, the bloom will 
hold longer than if the pollen is 
covering the flowers 

Put the poinsettia in a sunny 
location where the temperature is 
60 to 70 degrees F. Keep the 
plant away from cold windows, 
drafts of radiators. After 
Christmas, care for the plant as 
you would any other foliage plant 
during the winter. 

After the danger of frost has 
passed, take the plani outside toa 
sunny location and plant the pot 


the soil moist. New branches will 
begin to appear. Pinch the tips of 
all new branches when they are 
eight to 10 inches long. 


Fertilize the plant every 10 to 
14 days with a liquid house plant 
fertilizer. Lift and turn the pot 
slightly each week to break off 
roots that grow out of the pot. 

Following the last pinch in 
August, keep the plant outside 
until late September and Oc- 
tober. Move the plant inside 
where it will get maximum 
sunlight during the day. Keep the 
soil moist and continue to fer- 
tilize. 


From September until bloom- 
ing, protect the plant from ar- 
tificial light throughout the night. 
Cover the plant tightly with a 
dark material or move it to a 
darkened room each night. If the 
leaves are still green in 
November, you have allowed 
light to reach the plant. About

Shape-note singing 
‘continues to be popular 


Alabama possesses as rich a 
variety of traditional religious 
singing styles as does any area in 
the country. One of the most uni- 
que of these is shape-note sing- 
ing, a musical form dating back 
to the early nineteenth century, 
where hymns are set in four-part 
harmony, and notes printed in 
different shapes to indicate their 
pitch. 

“‘Sacred Harp”’ is perhaps the 
most widely known of the shape- 
note singing styles, with 
adherents throughout the Deep 
South singing from one of several 
revisions of the original ‘‘Sacred 
Harp,’” first published in 1844, 
The ‘Sacred Harp” employs a 


four-shape-note system. 
Developing along side the 
‘Sacred Harp’’ in the mid- 


nineteen century was the seven- 
shape system. Its most active ear- 
ly proponent was William Walker 
who published -his hymnal the 
Christian Harmony in 1866. 
Ironically, William Walker 
figured prominiently in the 
development of the four-shape 
“Sacred Harp’’ and the seven- 
shape ‘‘Christian Harmony.”’ 
Walker had published the 
“Southern Harmony” in 1835, 
which was the standard four- 
shape hymnal for a_ decade, 
before the publicatin of the 
“Sacred Harp’’ in 1844. Walker 
had collaborated with his 
brother-in-law, B.F. White, in 


publishing the Southern Har- 
mony. 
Apparently there was some 


disagreement between the 
brothers-in-law after 1835, and in 
1844, White published the 
“Sacred Harp, which stood in 
direct competition to Walker’s 
“*Southern Harmony”’ among the 
four-shape singers of the South. 

Around the time of the Civil 
War, Walker began to feel that 
the seven-shape system was star- 
ting to supplant the four-shape 
system; so in 1866 he published 
his Christian Harmony, which, to 
this day, is the principle hymn- 
book among Southern seven- 
shape singers. 

Walker, of course, was wrong 
in his predicting the demise of the 
four-shape system, The ‘‘Sacred 
Harp’’ remains vibrant even 
now, with literaly thousands of 
singers in Alabama, Georgia, and 
Mississippi.

Personnel Board approves 


deputies vacation schedule 


Députies have been wondering 
whemver their new vacation 
schedtile is firm since a member 
of the Shelby County Law En- 
forcement Personnel Board ob- 
jectéd to the-plan being voted on 
at the Nov. 21 meeting. 

‘*We’ve heard it will have to be 
done over because it wasn’t 
legal,’’ one of the two deputies 
present at last Wednesday night’s 
meeting told the board. 

The objections to the board 
taking action on the plan were 
voiced by board member Doug 
Ballard. He made the point that 
the meeting had not been 
publicized and that the board did 
not have a secretary. 

However, a motion to approve 
the new schedule was voted on 
and passed 2-1. 

At last week’s meeting, Board 
Chairman Teddy Brasher assured 
the two men that everything was 
in order and that the policy had 
been filed with the Circuit Clerk 
as soon as the courthouse opened 
following the Thanksgiving 
holidays. 

The Dec. 19 meeting was the 
fourth one held by the board 
since being reorganized. 

Because the bill establishing 
Ce first board varied from its 
advertised form, the courts 
declared it unconstitutional in 
January. 

Joe Curtin, who is the director 
of Jefferson County’s Personnel 
Board, was hired as a consultant 
to make revisions in the original 
rules and regulations. 

Several amendments were add- 
ed to the existing document and 
the system whereby personnel are 
classified was made comparable 
to state trooper job descriptions. 

For example, jailers will now 
be classified as correctional of- 
ficers. According to a member of 
the Sheriff's Department, the 
reclassification will promote only 
one investigator. 

When the 


new vacation 


schedule was presented by board 
member Mickey Johnson, who 
was appointed by the deputies, 
Curtin pointed out that it was in 
violation of the board’s policy. 

Under the new setup, the 
deputies will receive more 
generous vacations than other 
county employees. 

Ballard expressed the belief 
that this would create problems 
in other county departments and 
also cost the commission more 
money. 

Under the new schedule, 
deputies who have worked a year 
get a week’s vacation; one to five 
year employees get two weeks; 
five to ten year people get three 
weeks and anyone who has been 
with the department for more 
than 10 years is entitled to a 
month off. 

Whether or not a deputy works 
on a holiday depends on his work 
schedule. He is not required to be 
on duty if that is his day off. 

Johnson said he felt the 
deputies were entitled to more 
vacation time because they 
couldn’t always be at home with 
their families when other county 
employees could. 

Approximately 25 deputies 
were present at the meeting when 
the vacation schedule was voted 
on, 
The only order of business 
taken up by the board at the 
December meeting was the 
discussion of hiring a secretary. 

Brasher reported that several 
applications had come in but he 
said he thought the position 
should be advertised. 

The board agreed and applica- 
tions will be taken for the next 
two weeks. 

If anyone would like to attend 
a board meeting they are 
welcome to do so, Brasher said. 
The date of the next meeting is 
Jan. 16 at 7:30 p.m. in the con- 
ference room of the Sheriff’s 
Department.

’ County’s high schools adopt 


standardized grading system 


by Bert Seaman 

It was almost a case of no 
sooner said that done when 
Board of Education member Bar- 
bara Whitman asked that the 
county’s high school grading 
system be standardized. 

Voicing her concern at the 
Tuesday night board meeting, 
Mrs. Whitman pointed out that 
at Pelham High School, students 
receiving a grade of 81 would be 
given a C. At most county 
schools, she noted, the grade 
would be a B. 

At a meeting of county prin- 
cipals the following day, the deci- 
sion was made to place all county 


high schools on a 10 point 
grading system. 
Principals and guidance 


counselors, who were also pre- 
sent at the session, set a grade 
scale which makes 90-100 an A; 
80-89, B; 70-79., C; 60-69, D and 
50-59, F. 

And the group also agreed that 
wherever grades were recorded, 
they would be numerical grades. 

Another issue that was clarif- 
fied concerned semester exams. It 
was decided that individual 


schools could elect to give exemp- 
tions. Otherwise, all teachers in 
the school would give examina- 
tions to all the students.. 


Ground breaking , 


But even students who are not 
required to take exams or perfor- 
mance tests, must be in school 
Stressed Superintendent of 
Education, Charles Knowles. 

The practice of stretching an 
exam over several periods and 
disrupting the normal time 


schedule is being done away with. 
And another change in policy will 
be to require all students to spend 
a full day in school. 

In addition the county’s 
seven high school principals and 
guidance counselors, members of 
the superintendent’s instructional 


staff also participated in drawing 
up the new guidelines which went 
into effect Dec. 19. 

Referring 10 the matter of stan- 
dardizing the county’s grading 
system, Knowles said, ‘It’s been 
talked about for 17 years, and at 
last we've finally done it.’’ 


Commission will support 


gasoline tax for highways

The Shelby County Commis- 
sion went on record Friday in 
support of an increased gasoline 
tax for highways. 


The Commission passed a 
resolution supporting the recom- 
mendations of the Joint Highway 
Committee of the Alabama 
Legislature.

Education Board opposes 


annexation by Hoover 


Going on record to oppose 
Hoover’s proposed annexation of 
Riverchase, members of the 
Shelby County Board of Educa- 
tion Tuesday night said that it 
would be a threat to the con- 
tinued development of this school 
system.

Other information contained 
in the statement the board had 
asked Knowles to draw up listed 
the number of schools in the 
county as 22 with a total enroll- 
ment of 11,800 students, 

Mentioning the advantage of 
this size school system, Knowles 
said that it is small enough to 
maintain closeness yet large 
enough to operate economically. 

The superintendent also 
pointed out that ‘‘being county- 
wide and inclusive of all public 
elementary and secondary school 
programs also promotes an esprit 
de corps among staff, students 
and patrons. 

At their last meeting on Nov. 
26, the Shelby County Commis- 
sion also opposed the proposed 
annexation. 


County makes move 


for new landfill site

A new county landfill will be 
developed, four miles west of 
Columbiana on Highway 70. 

The County Commission Fri- 
day took steps to acquire 100 
acres from Gulf States Paper 
Corporation for the new landfill 
to replace the Calera landfill, 
which has reached saturation. 

James Ray, county engineer, 
told the Commission that he had 
been studying aerial photographs 


to find a site that would best 
serve the Calera, Montevallo and 
Alabaster areas. He said that 
after finding this site, Gulf States 
suggested another location of 160 
acres near Dargin which belonged 
partly to Gulf States and partly to 
U.S. Pipe and Foundry. 

Ray said that after checking it 
out with borings, he and the state 
health department concluded it 
would not work for a landfill.

Because of funding problems 


Shelby County has been unable 
to pave any new roads for several 
years. Maintenance of existing 
county highways has become dif- 
ficult in recent months, because 
of lack of funds. The Shelby 
County Highway Department has 
been reduced in size steadily over 
the past several years because of 
the funding crisis. 


Road construction and 
maintenance is one of the 
primary responsibilities of Coun- 
ty Commissions, under Alabama 
law. Shelby County Commis- 
sioners have been wrestling with 
money problems for roads ever 
since the first gasoline crisis in 
1974, when prices for oil pro- 
ducts and asphalt rose 
dramatically, but the tax income 
dropped.

I want to take this opportunity 
to thank you for helping keep the 
public informed about the work 
of the 96th Congress during the 
past year. 

Over the past months we have 
faced many important decisions, 
especially in the areas of energy 
and inflation. As a member of 
the Energy Subcommittee in the 
House of Representatives, I have 
supported the passage of legisla- 
tion that will begin to enable the 
country to develop a_long- 
overdue energy policy.
